Critical Grasp 

Civil disobedience and free speech are cut from the same unalienable cloth

One of the ongoing mysteries of the 
Chronicle for me is the unpredictable nature 
of what does and what doesn’t spark read- 
ers’ reactions. Long ago, I was cured of 
expecting a storm of response to clearly con- 
troversial, sometimes purposely provocative 
cover stories. More often than not, the most 
widely shared reactions are responses to 
other letter-writers or a throwaway line or a 
reviewer of a local show (art, music, dance, 
etc.). More ambitious political stories, espe- 
cially those focused on nuts and bolts, 
usually receive little feedback. Stories about 
budget cuts in the social safety net, even 
when they affect large numbers of children, 
may receive a couple of responses. Almost 
anything to do with animals usually gets 
a storm of responses. Cover stories about 
animals, especially when a photo of dead 
kittens is run on the cover, probably get the 
most responses. 

The Chronicle receives a very healthy 
amount of feedback on our ongoing politi- 
cal and cultural content. The “Postmarks” 
section, which features reader letters as well 
as comments made online, also inspires con- 
siderable feedback. Leaving specific items, 
stories, or reviews aside for the moment, 
generally one can discern a relative predict- 
ability to readers’ reactions in “Postmarks” 
- ranging from savage responses and dismis- 
sive attacks to careful, constructive thoughts 
and differing critical positions. There are also 
letters explaining that what the writers think 
are unrepresented points of views, questions, 
and/or corrections. 

The less frequent, more torrential storms 
of response are quite a different story. 
Relatively early in our history, it became 
apparent that on a weekly basis, one issue 
following another, that I was not just out of, 
but completely missing from, the ballpark 
when it came to predicting what in the 
Chronicle would provoke significant response 
and determine its tone. 

I read over and write headlines for most 
of the “Postmarks” we print in the issue and/ 


or post online. Sometimes a letter stands out 
in that it seems to be stating the unusually 
obvious or is hopelessly confused. On some 
occasions, the headlines given these letters 
may also seem unusual. 

Hardly a month goes by when one letter 
or another that struck me as unimpressive or 
absurd doesn’t generate the longest threaded 
online response. A letter I think not worth 
reading might receive 50 responses. 

Almost every letter the Chronicle receives is 
posted online. The very few that aren’t most 
often are clearly libelous. Even though a let- 
ters column is very clearly what it is, with the 
letters neither authored nor edited by staff, 
the publication the letters are in is legally 
responsible for their content. 

The reality is that most letters get at least 
posted, with minimal changes, if any. In each 
printed issue, we include as many letters as 
space allows. Letters attacking the Chronicle, 
an article, or a writer are almost always pub- 
lished in the issue, as well as posted online. 

Overall patterns and tones of responses 
are of critical interest to me, though spe- 
cific targets usually are not. The editors 
and staff of this paper can be trusted. The 
indefinable relationship we have with our 
readership can also very much be trusted. 
Saying that they can be trusted is not to say 
their criticisms are accurate. Each group 
has different concerns and goals, but the 
gist of criticisms can be understood. Trust 
allows for discretion and audacious choices. 
Often, and more so lately, when there is a 
barrage of letters to the editor and posts on 
certain topics, I don’t weigh in with a com- 
ment (at least not nearly as often as I used 
to), and though I’m a windbag in offering 
my thoughts, I do always take our readers’ 
thoughts and comments seriously. 

Two weeks ago, in his “After a Fashion” 
column, Stephen Moser wrote: “Speaking of 
bikes, my heart began to turn to stone as I 
was stopped at Riverside and Lamar watch- 
ing a parade of bikes indulging, presumably, 
in some form of civil disobedience. What that 


meant was that dozens of clowns on bicycles 
took up the entire street and brought most 
traffic to a standstill. After several minutes 
of obnoxious waving and smiling from the 
riders, I was ready to pull a Lizzie Grubman 
and plow right through them and be on my 
way. But I was hesitant to rack up a lot of hit- 
and-run charges against me . . . and then there 
would be all that damage to my car. The thing 
is, all the smiling and waving did not make 
me sympathetic to the scofflaws’ ‘cause.’ It 
made me think: ‘Don’t give bikes the right. 
Give ’em the finger.’” 

The number of serious, angry, and nega- 
tive responses was surprising, but it was the 
consistent tone and content of the comments 
that was the most dismaying. In order to 
illustrate the severity of Moser’s transgression 
and to add moral weight to his sin, different 
posters and letter-writers took the comments 
as constituting a real threat, actively encour- 
aging others to commit violent crimes and/or 
an expression of overt discrimination. 

Let’s get realistic here. Moser’s column is 
often a bitch-fest and frequently over-the-top. 
Anyone thinking that Moser and comrades 
are really going to plow into bike riders or are 
seriously encouraging others to do so is really 
stretching. I don’t really believe most folks 
thought that Moser was actually advocating 
violence rather than vividly indulging in his 
sometimes Queen of Hearts, “Off with their 
heads!” hyperbole. 

But I’m not just here to defend Moser (a 
vice that even I indulge in reluctantly), but to 
raise a more serious issue. 

Now, some of those who partake in Critical 
Mass bike rides or just wrote in to defend them 
claim that these events are not protests or 
statements but simple celebrations of bicycles 
and bike riders. Many of these writers, I bet, 
would be quick to express disgust at politi- 
cians who speak in mobs of words that togeth- 
er lack any meaning or Bush double-speak that 
turns a strategic retreat into a “surge.” Public 
speakers, news conferences, and issued state- 
ments are usually about clouding the issue,

hiding it behind waterfalls of falling words 
rather than clarifying anything. In general, 
there is an ongoing abuse of language and 
meaning in the public arena as all too many 
try to mislead, obscure, and confuse, with 
spin valued far more than content. When one 
is living in a time of mass, deliberate misspeak, 
the comforts of a straight and comprehensible 
response can’t be overestimated. 

If, when walking a duck, one says it is not a 
duck, this statement, no matter how assured, 
changes nothing. 

The mass bike rides of Critical Mass are 
acts of civil disobedience. At one time, they 
were even proudly labeled as such. There is 
nothing inherently or disingenuously criti- 
cal in that statement: Civil disobedience is 
a powerful political social tool, one to be 
respected and appreciated. 

I have no issues with Critical Mass, the 
rights of bike riders, and civil disobedience. 

Civil disobedience is not an area that I’m 
very knowledgeable in, but it has always 
seemed to me a complicated action involving 
a number of parts and responses. The core 
action involves knowingly breaking a law 
or laws as a means of protest. It is crucial 
that the action is peaceful and well-ordered. 
Protesters accept but do not cooperate with 
the immediate reaction of the authorities 
charged with enforcing the law. Most of the 
time, this reaction involves just arresting 
protesters who go limp when being hauled 
away. When the police react with violence, 
it’s another story. 

The idea behind most actions is to make a 
statement and spur public dialogue over the 
relevant issue. Critical Mass is an expression 
of civil disobedience; thus, in some ways at 
least, the action is inherently political. Why 
this is being denied, I don’t know. It may well 
be to soften legal consequences. This is also 
fine, and this column is certainly not advocat- 
ing mass arrests or forceful dispersion. 

Political actions, however, should invite cit- 
izen response. Moser offered his response to

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the action metaphorically. It was a response 
that could be challenged as being petit 
bourgeois or decadently detached from any 
relevance. Those who wrote in, however, 
actively campaigned against the statement 
of this response. It is all right to commit a 
political action. It is all right to commit a 
“social activity of celebrating bikes” with 
some clear infringements or at least possible 
interpretation of law-breaking. Free speech 
is, of course, an absolute. Our right to make 
public statements should not be challenged, 
especially when they are within reason. If, as 
a bike-reliant or supportive individual, I’ve 
chosen to join other riders to make a state- 
ment, there should be minimum interference 
with this action on the part of local law 
enforcement, and absolutely no legislative 
efforts to forbid it. 

The very right the bike riders were exercis- 
ing during the ride, even if it wasn’t political 
or an action, is exactly the same that the let- 
ters and posts assert should be denied Moser. 
Negative responses to what Moser wrote are 
not only more than legitimate and appropri- 
ate, but are expected. 

There may well be some fancy two-stepping 
and more spin in response to this column. 
But the bottom line is the letters and posts 
were not challenging Moser’s opinions, but 
were overtly saying that such opinions should 
not be printed. 

Invariably, someone is going to comment 
that I am doing exactly what I am criticizing 
here - that as I chide those who felt what 


Moser wrote crossed the line into unac- 
ceptable, I’m trying to do the exact same 
thing, suggesting that these people should 
be silenced. 

There is a major difference. The Chronicle 
posted all the letters received, as well as print- 
ing several in the weekly issue. Online posts 
were not edited. If, sometime in the future, 
someone is perceived to commit similar 
excesses, causing readers to write in urging 
exactly the same kind of criticisms, those will 
also be posted and printed. 

Rights are at best fragile. Folks writing in 
to protest or strongly criticize any Chronicle 
content are most welcome to do so. The issue 
is not the criticism of Moser but the stated 
opinion that what he wrote crossed the line 
into unacceptable. Taking his content with a 
seriousness not previously applied to it was 
a crucial, strategic step toward not just dis- 
agreeing with what he wrote, but rather sug- 
gesting it shouldn’t have run. In that extreme, 
well-intentioned letter-writers go too far. That 
is my opinion. We will not stop someone 
from stating his or her opinion, even if we 
disagree with it. 

My concern is that the world is going to 
end, or at least this country fall, not with a 
bang but a whimper. Instead of any signifi- 
cant event or outrageous activity causing the 
demise, it will be an epidemic of whimper- 
ing, complaining, and whining swamping 
the republic. Already we see too many peo- 
ple in pursuit of their own rights feeling that, 
as part of that package, certain rights have 


to be denied to all of us. The problem lies 
not with the people who don’t want to hear 
unpopular opinions, but with those who try 
to suppress them and demonize the speak- 
ers. When the anti- toll-road folks (to use 
just one random example) praised as brave 
and populist any politician who came out 
against toll roads, they were not celebrating 
the truly courageous but instead those who 
most obviously and obsequiously pandered 
to them. 

(A disclaimer: I realize this next discussion 
probably has more to do with my lack of stabil- 
ity and twisted addictions than with the modern 
world.) Lately, I’ve been listening to a lot of 
self-titled “Patriot Radio.” The folks on the 
channel range from 9/1 f truth seekers to 
those fighting the new world order to post- 
apocalyptic survivalists. Many fit into all cat- 
egories. What is most astonishing is that, as 
they announce their pure patriotism, swear 
fealty to the Constitution and Bill of Rights, 
and pledge themselves to the uphill battle 
of good (them) against evil (others), they 
also profoundly disregard any constitutional, 
guaranteed rights and protections for that 
latter group. If someone is labeled guilty, he 
or she is guilty. The new world order/interna- 
tional banker crew, in their view, is made up 
of international criminals and terrorists who 
receive not even the slightest presumption 
of innocence. These “patriots” know better. 
They are armed and ready for war. Most of us 
are moronic sheep, they claim: willfully com- 
pliant with our demonic masters because 


we like being slaves and can’t handle the 
truth. A bit oddly, all true Americans and 
true patriots share almost exactly the same 
beliefs. Opening one’s mind, accepting the 
truth, and understanding reality all basically 
mean agreeing with their beliefs. Their vision 
is consistently the rule of men, themselves, 
over the rule of law, as the entire judicial 
system is corrupt. Almost any public ser- 
vant, politician, industrialist, diplomat, etc. 
is inherently an enemy of common decency 
and the American people , deserving of any- 
thing that happens to him or her. They love 
the Declaration and the Constitution, swear- 
ing by the statement that “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men are cre- 
ated equal, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable Rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit 
of Happiness.” Conceptually, if not specifi- 
cally, they just want to make an addendum 
pointing out that after being created, people 
were divided into three groups: the masses, 
who are beneath contempt because they 
acquiesce to the masters; the masters, who 
are criminals and traitors, having been tried, 
convicted, and sentenced in the minds of 
these patriots; and then themselves, the only 
real patriots, protectors of what our found- 
ing fathers intended - noble, pure, and on 
the side of good, they deserve these rights. 
No one should suppress their speech, there- 
fore - with the only catch being that those 
who disagree with them are criminals, trai- 
tors, or being mindlessly manipulated. ■

Police Chief Acevedo Is Right

I have to disagree that APD Chief Art Acevedo has “stumbled” 
in the instances you cite [“Acevedo Stumbles,” News, July 11]. If 
I understand the situation correctly (and my only source is your 
article), the issue is not the substance of the comments deemed 
offensive. Neither is the issue whether the people making the 
comments in question received the appropriate sanctions. The 
issue is accountability. 

People in this community have long demanded that police 
officers treat each human being they encounter with respect and 
dignity. We vigorously protest instances of police abuse or exces- 
sive use of force. Law enforcement officers avoid accountability 
for misdeeds when, due to misplaced and excessive loyalty, their 
co-workers turn a blind eye to things they know are wrong. Loyalty 
to co-workers and friends is an admirable trait, but only to a point. 
When police officers feel more loyal to each other than to the 
community, their sworn duties, or their uniforms, they are no longer 
able to protect the public. 

If the article reported the facts correctly, it seems pretty clear 
that Chief Acevedo has a single standard: Report wrongdoing, as 
you see it, when it comes to your attention. The principle applies 
whether the wrong is a racist, homophobic, or otherwise offensive 
comment, or a gun that shouldn’t have been fired. Maybe it will 
turn out that the reported act wasn’t what it seemed, wasn’t so 
bad, or doesn’t warrant much of a penalty or any penalty. But if 
officers, especially supervisors, don’t take responsibility for each 
others’ behavior, we all have reason to fear the police department. 


That’s why, based on your article, I think that Chief Acevedo is 
right. If the community wants accountable law enforcement, we 
need to support him as he demands that accountability.

Why is it that the Austin ordinance 
requires a second attack before serious action 
is taken? As one who has been in an attack, I 
applaud the Austin Police Department for tak- 
ing quick and decisive action where possible. In 
my case, if the attack had lasted a few minutes 


more, I would have had a dead dog and pos- 
sibly sustained personal injuries or even death. 
Had APD or Animal Control been called, they 
wouldn’t have even arrived on the scene in time 
to do anything. So, don’t whine to me about 
the injustice being done to pit bulls; they have 
earned their reputation.

Ill-Conceived Plan 
to Drain Lake Travis 

Dear Editor, 

Called the Brushy Creek Regional Utility 
Authority, the cities of Leander, Round Rock, and 
Cedar Park have quietly hatched a plan to put a 
$330 million taxpayer-funded pipe into Lake Travis 
to pull nearly 140 million gallons of water per day. 
If this much water were pulled from Lady Bird 
Lake, it would be drained in less than two weeks! 

In my opinion, the manner and arrogance of 
how the tri-cities are pushing this is troubling. 
Here are just a few of the many examples: 

1) To pay for this project they will probably need 
to establish a bond package that will either be paid 
through taxes or higher water rates. Unfortunately, 
the water will only be used for future development. 
Existing residents just get to pay for it. 

2) Austin has their own pipe dream. Austin’s 
pipe will pull more than 300 million gallons per 
day making the total amount of water pulled 
from the lake nearly 500 million gallons per 
day. Neither has mentioned any plan for recharg- 
ing the lake. What will happen when we have 
another drought? 

3) Current plans call for a massive industrial 
structure and possibly a huge tower in the lake 
near Volente Beach. The plan is to drill onto the 
lake bed stirring up tons of mud and debris. 
From there, they want to run a 96-inch pipe, the 
route of which would destroy several square 
miles of confirmed habitat for at least two 
endangered species. 

The impact of this project is massive and 
its effects will be devastating for generations. 
The roughshod way in which they are pushing is 
astonishing and smells of lobbyist influence and 
backroom deals that have unfortunately become 
the mainstay in politics. It is not too late; this 
project must be stopped!

The Perps 
Walk 

FISA, Congress, and 
the rule of law

One of the core, almost religious bases of 
America’s strength is this concept that nobody is 
above the law. Everybody has to follow the rules.

Austin attorney Jim George was talking about 
the recent congressional enactment of amend- 
ments to the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 
Act, amendments that both broaden future 
federal authority to engage in unwarranted 
wiretapping of U.S. citizens and retroactively 
grant civil immunity to the telecom corpora- 
tions that allegedly cooperated with federal 
authorities in violating the earlier version of 
the law I had called George partly to get his 
reaction to the FISA amendments, and also to 
get an update on the FISA-related lawsuit in 
which he represents the Chronicle and a host of 
other luminaries (Dicky Grigg, Jim Harrington, 
the ACLU, and others) against AT&T and the 
National Security Agency in their apparent 
cooperation to “data-mine” millions of domes- 
tic telephone calls - without legal warrants - in 
a grandiose attempt to deduce “patterns” that 
might somehow produce useful intelligence in 
the - stop me if you’ve heard this before - “war 
on terror.”

Following Bush’s signing of the Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Act amendments last week, broadening 
federal wiretapping powers and immunizing telecom 
companies against lawsuits, the ACLU filed a lawsuit, 
saying the new law violates the Constitution. 


City Manager Marc Ott has promoted longtime city 
employee Sue Edwards to assistant city manager, 

overseeing the high-profile Development/Environment 
Services group of departments. She replaces former 
ACM Laura Huffman, who had competed for the city 
manager’s post. 

NAKED CITY 


Teachers’ unions are suing Austin Independent 
School District to block the release of what they 
argue are incomplete and potentially damaging crimi- 
nal background-check reports. Texas chapter of the 
American Federation of Teachers and the Texas State 
Teachers Association joined Education Austin in a suit 
filed July 10 to prevent the public release of any such 
data that could identify individual teachers. On June 
13, Attorney General Greg Abbott issued a ruling that, 
under the Texas Public Information Act, AISD would 
have to release the complete and unverified raw data. 
This would include all of an employee’s run-ins with the 
law, no matter how old, including misdemeanors and 
dropped charges. Arguing this would only stigmatize 
perfectly qualified staff, TSTA President Donna New 
Haschke said, “We can protect students in our public 
schools without lynching school employees.”

The lawsuit is officially pending before the 
Ninth Circuit Court, George told me, but now 
may well have been rendered moot by the 
congressional FISA action. He’s waiting on a 
final order, hoping perhaps to make the argu- 
ment that Congress cannot retroactively elimi- 
nate a citizen’s “property interest” - potential 
damages owed by a phone company - but he 
knows it’s pretty thin soup, despite the all- 
but-acknowledged lawbreaking. “There’s no 
question it happened, and there’s no ques- 
tion it violated the law, and it’s no question 
that there’s a civil penalty of $1,000 per time 
it happened,” George said bluntly. “That is 
not disputable.” 

But he seemed frankly less occupied with the 
details of the lawsuit than what the congressio- 
nal blessing of official and corporate lawbreak- 
ing says about the state of his country. “They 
simply have decided that breaking the old law 
is going to be ignored,” he said of Congress. “It 
is as if they have the right to forgive people of 
sins; they’re going to baptize you and forgive 
all your transgressions.” 

Prevailing Winds 

Amidst really burning public questions like 
the inner meaning of The New Yorker car- 
toons, the expansion of federal wiretapping

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power might not seem like such a big deal. But 
the ACLU filed yet another lawsuit following 
the new FISA enactment, hoping to derail the 
law on Fourth Amendment grounds. Acting on 
behalf of a host of plaintiffs who have legitimate, 
indeed pressing, international connections - 
Amnesty International, Human Rights Watch, 
The Nation magazine, defense attorneys, the 
Service Employees International Union, among 
others - the ACLU argues that being subject to 
unwarranted, dragnet “intelligence-gathering” 
(of phone calls, e-mails, all electronic com- 
munications) of foreign subjects will inevita- 
bly violate constitutional protections against 
“unreasonable searches 
and seizures.” Under the 
new law, investigators need 
no authority from a court, 
nor even any demonstra- 
tion that their targets (or 
their U.S. contacts) are 
in any way connected to 
criminal activity or “ter- 
rorism.” The suit argues 
that such practices violate 
the Fourth Amendment, 
the First Amendment, and 
the separation of powers - 
but since Congress seems 
uninterested in defending 
either its own powers or 
that of the judiciary against 
an ever-expanding execu- 
tive branch, the chances of 
victory are slim. 

As George commented 
dourly, “The Congress can 
do what it did, if it chooses 
to do so.” He didn’t want 
to dismiss the possibility 
of the lawsuit succeeding 
out of hand, but called the odds long. “The 
ACLU is not crazy, and it is not impossible 
that it will succeed, but it is unlikely. They’re 
going to have to get a different Department of 
Justice and they’re going to have to get a dif- 
ferent Supreme Court to make that happen.” 

Double Bookkeeping 

On that score, in November 2006 we 
thought we had a different Congress, but it’s 
hardly working out that way. The Democrats 
have been falling all over themselves - on 


the war, on wiretapping, on “terrorism,” on 
all things “national security” - to prove they 
can be just as knee-jerk tyrannical as the 
Republicans. Asked why he thinks seemingly 
fundamental constitutional principles can be 
so readily ignored by both parties, George 
responded: “Have you ever looked at the 
political expenditures of AT&T? - they are 
generous to a fault to the people on their side. 
And it is frankly hard for people to stand up 
and say, ‘This is wrong,’ when something has 
been presented as ‘fighting terrorism.’” 

But again and again, George returned to what 
this legislation and the prevailing political winds 
say about the state of the 
country. He pointed out 
that retroactive immu- 
nity makes a mockery 
of conservative defenses 
of the Constitution, and 
is instead “situational 
ethics” in the extreme, 
because it says: “We’re 
going to hold everybody 
to the law at all times, 
and that they have to 
follow the rules - except 
when we don’t want to, 
except when it’s incon- 
venient. That’s not a 
lesson we ought to be 
teaching our children, 
much less the citizens of 
the United States. . . . You 
can’t have this system 
that depends on whose 
ox is getting gored!” 
Looking back over his 
40 years as an attorney, 
George has been proud 
to see dramatic changes 
in making equality before the law increasingly 
apply to everyone, and he sees that slipping 
away “We’ve provided that the rules apply to 
everyone, and a lot of blood and sweat and 
heartache have been spent, that currency has 
been spent, to get to a point where the rules 
must apply to everybody A lot of people didn’t 
follow the rules; black people didn’t get the 
same rules as white people; women didn’t get 
the same rules as men. We’ve come a long way 
in those 40 years . . . and it just breaks my heart 
when we start going the other way, and this is a 
step in the wrong direction.” ■

BESIDE THE POINT 

Musing on McCracken as Mayor ... 
Pro Tem

The slow summertime blues at City 
Hall - Council doesn’t return to the dais 
until next week - makes column fodder 
scarce. With temperatures reaching into 
the triple digits, how does Will Wynn 
keep up his workout regimen - and pre- 
vent any unsightly chafing? Have Laura 
Morrison and Randi Shade familiarized 
themselves with City Hall’s restrooms, fire 
exits, and the trap doors beneath the 
dais? What scintillating plans does 
Brewster McCracken have to remake 
the office of mayor pro tem? 

Don’t laugh. (OK, you can laugh a little.) 

Let’s take a look at that last ques- 
tion. As the largely ceremonial title usu- 
ally bestowed on the longest serving 
council member, mayor pro tem - the 
chair of the council when the mayor is 
absent - fit its former recipient, Betty 
Dunkerley, like a glove: A long-serving 
city employee before running for her 
seat, the grandmotherly Dunkerley was 
able to form alliances and build consen- 
sus as dais diplomat. 

Whereas Dunkerley was relatively low- 
profile, bird-dogging projects quietly to 
fruition, Big Mac’s rep is the big-picture 
guy, eager to pick up shiny new projects, 
push them along for a while, lose inter- 
est, and move onto the next thing. It’s 
somewhat of an unfair characterization, 
as he has done yeoman’s work on sever- 
al ambitious projects - citywide design 
standards, for instance. There are also 
abandoned piles of unsatisfying, incom- 
plete enterprises: McCracken’s city-run 
parking garage proposal comes to mind. 
Granted, McCracken’s been a big transit 
advocate, and any failure in that grid- 
locked department has a hundred 
fathers. Perhaps most damaging was his 
“we’ll-work-out-the-financing-later” soft- 
shoe on a November rail vote - that may 
well have pushed it from the ballot (or at 
least made it much easier for the 


Statesman's editorial bludgeons to kill 
the baby in its crib). 

There’s also the consensus question. 
While the mushy middle that the current 
council has gravitated toward under 
Wynn ain’t inspiring - unless a lot of 7-0 
votes, with most disagreements ham- 
mered out in advance, do it for you - for 
tough, broad decisions shaping the 
city’s future, consensus is required. Yet 
since his elbows are far sharper than 
Dunkerley’s, it’s uncertain how much 
consensus McCracken can create. 
Politically, he’s found himself at odds 
with Lee Leffingwell and Mike 
Martinez; the infighting will only 
increase as McCracken mounts a long- 
bandied-about mayoral run - most likely 
against one of his dais mates. Plus, the 
guy is busy as always (he was out of 
town at press time, attending a semicon- 
ductor conference in California). 

McCracken’s wasted no time adopting 
the trappings of his new title - for 
instance, he’s created a new website 
(www.brewstermccracken.org) which proudly 
trumpets his pro tem credentials. So 
knowing what we know, do we have any- 
thing to fear from Mayor Pro Tem 
McCracken? It really comes down to 
whether Dunkerley’s revered stature was 
more of a product of her personality or 
the trappings of the office. Given her 
extensive history with the city (i.e. , know- 
ing where the bodies were buried), it’s the 
former and not the latter. And moreover, 
the oracle-like reverence her colleagues 
allotted to Betty Almighty on all matters 
budget related has come back to haunt 
them, as they face down a rough budget 
for the first time on their own. 

If anything, entering rough times, we 
don’t need another mayor pro tem to 
hold the council’s hand. Luckily for us, 
Brewster McCracken is just the man for 
that job. ■

A bundle of joy arrived 
this week with the 
announcement that St. 

David’s North Austin 
Medical Center will 
open its doors to nurse 
midwives, who six 
years ago were summar- 
ily booted out of Seton 
and the city-owned 
Brackenridge Hospital. 

Since then, midwives 
and their advocates 
have lobbied local hos- 
pitals to give midwives 
delivery privileges. 

“We’re thrilled that we’re 
finally seeing this policy 
in Austin,” said Amy 
Chamberlain, a board 
member of Texans for 
Midwifery-Austin, a con- 
sumer advocacy group. 

She credits Dr. Christina 
Sebestyen, an ob-gyn at 
the North Austin facility, 
for nudging the ball for- 
ward. Sebestyen actively 
promotes more collabo- 
ration between doctors 
and midwives. In 2002, 
two private physician 
groups, claiming economic setbacks, yanked their sponsorships of midwifery 
programs at Seton and Brackenridge, leaving midwives - and their patients - 
in the lurch. The two hospitals’ policies currently remain unchanged, 
Chamberlain said. For now, though, midwife advocates are satisfied they’ve 
made inroads at St. David’s north location. “We’re savoring this moment,” 
Chamberlain said. - Amy Smith 

Dust off your resumes: Gov. Rick Perry is looking for a new communica- 
tions director. Longtime Perry aide Robert Black announced on July 14 that 
he will be standing down from the post. In a press release, Perry praised 
Black’s “real talent for effectively communicating my long-term vision for 
Texas.” Black has been a fixture in Republican politics since serving as a leg- 
islative aide for Rep. (now speaker) Tom Craddick, R-Midland, in 1990. He 
has also worked for U.S. Rep. Dick Armey, R-Texas, future White House press 
secretary Ari Fleischer, and Attorney General Greg Abbott. Since 2003 he has 
held several posts for Perry. He raised some eyebrows in August 2007 over 
how his job blurred the lines between governance and campaigning when he 
said, “As press secretary, I am the governor’s chief spokesperson for both 
state and political issues.” Black isn’t leaving politics completely: He plans to 
open a private communications strategy firm in September. No successor has 
been named. - R.W. 

The city of Austin has decided to file complaints in municipal court against 
a subcontractor responsible for the destruction of 143 mature oak trees 
in Oak Hill in May. Gillingwater Excavation, working on an apartment project 
for lead contractor Cadence McShane Corp., razed the trees in an area that 
was not part of the site plan. Cadence McShane reported the incident to 
city arborist Michael Embesi, who then issued a stop-work order that lasted 
for a couple of weeks. Pat Murphy, environmental officer with the city’s 
Watershed Protection Development Review department, said that 20 com- 
plaints were filed, 17 for destruction of legally protected size trees (greater 
than 19 inches in diameter). Calls to Gillingwater were not returned as of 
press time. - Lee Nichols 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 



Texas is approaching a critical crossroads when it comes to wind power. 
Legislators have directed the Texas Public Utilities Commission to 

address inadequate power line capacity between the state’s large cities and 
West Texas, which is seeing a bonanza of investors building new wind 
farms. The PUC is considering three scenarios for new line construction, 


ranging from a beefy $6.4 billion, 18,000-megawatt plan to a less ambi- 
tious $3.8 billion, 5,150-MW version. A bipartisan total of 49 legislators 
has joined statewide enviro groups in backing the most ambitious plan, 
along with utility giants like Duke Energy, diversifying oil and gas companies 
like BP and Shell, and investors such as T. Boone Pickens. Not surprisingly, 
big utilities profiting from cheap coal, including Luminant (formerly TXU) and 
San Antonio’s municipal utility, are lining up behind the wimpy plan, as are 
trade groups representing folks like ExxonMobil and Halliburton, which prof- 
it from the expensive natural gas currently generating nearly half of Texas’ 
electricity. Ubergreen Austin Energy is curiously backing the midrange sce- 
nario. Discussions continue in Austin this week, and a final decision is 
expected in August. - Daniel Mottola 

Citing decades of unchecked emissions of hazardous airborne toxins (includ- 
ing carcinogens like benzene) from Gulf Coast oil refineries and chemical 
plants, the city of Houston has formally petitioned the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency with a Request for Correction of Information. The peti- 
tion charges that the current system “has been proven inaccurate, unreliable, 
and biased toward undercounting” and references studies showing actual 
emissions from refineries and chemical plants to be 100 times greater 
than EPA estimates, while nine toxic chemicals found in Houston’s air individ- 
ually present a “definite health risk.” Elena Marks, Houston’s director of 
health and environmental policy, said plant operators emit “significantly” 
more toxins per barrel refined in Houston compared to plants they own else- 
where, and that recent state data shows air in some neighborhoods to con- 
tain 200 times the level of benzene considered to be safe. “We have the 
responsibility of reducing these hazardous compounds in our air and holding 
emitters accountable,” said Houston Mayor Bill White in a statement. “We 
have got to have accurate data to accomplish that. The technologies exist, 
are in use, and they are affordable.” Read the 27-page petition at www.green 
houstontx.gov/reports.html.

Mohave Co., Ariz., jail spokeswoman Trish Carter says polygamist prophet 
Warren Jeffs, incarcerated leader of the breakaway Mormon sect the 
Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, “appears to 
be doing just fine” - walking around the exercise yard and drinking plenty of flu- 
ids - a week after he was taken to the hospital. Jeffs was convicted of rape-as- 
accomplice in Utah for his role in arranging marriages between underage girls 
and older men and is awaiting trial in Arizona on similar charges. Last week, he 
was rushed to the Sunrise Hospital and Medical Center in Las Vegas, about 
100 miles from the Arizona jail, for treatment of an “unknown medical condi- 
tion,” reports the Associated Press. Carter told the wire service that Arizona 
officials were “not told what [Jeffs’] diagnosis is,” but said that he was found 
by jail officials in his cell on July 8 in a “weakened state of health, acting in a 
convulsive manner, shaking, and running a fever.” - Jordan Smith 



The money race is in full swing in Texas’ U.S. Senate race, and regardless 
of what spin from either camp proclaims, here are the raw numbers: 
Incumbent Republican John Cornyn raked in almost $1.6 million in contribu- 
tions in the quarter ending in July (bringing him to more than $15 million for 
this election cycle), and he’s currently sitting on a war chest of $9.4 million. 
Democratic challenger Rick Noriega did pretty well comparatively for the 
quarter, reporting $930,457 in contributions, but he is sitting on only about 
one-tenth the cash on hand as his opponent: $915,506. Meanwhile, in 
Congressional District 10 - which stretches from Austin to Houston - 
things look more competitive. Incumbent Republican Michael McCaul took 
in $306,443.86, but $60,000 of that was a loan from McCaul to his cam- 
paign. Discount that, and McCaul and Democratic challenger Larry Joe 
Doherty were neck-and-neck, McCaul taking in $246,139.50 and Doherty 
$247,280. McCaul now has $489,054.97 in cash on hand, while Doherty is 
sitting on $259,792.10. In District 31 - stretching from far North Austin up 
to Stephenville - Democratic challenger Brian Ruiz has a tougher row to 
hoe. He took in only $12,595.33 and now has $1,055.59 on hand, while 
Republican incumbent John Carter received $126,951.87 and enjoys 
$274,233.13 in the bank. - L.N.

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Will 'SAFE-P' and TDCJ Be Held Accountable? 


A SAFPF day of reckoning may be at hand. 

In response to a May 23 Chronicle report - “Rehabilitation 
or Torture?” - that recounted inmate stories of abusive treat- 
ment in a substance-abuse program operated by the Texas 
Department of Criminal Justice, a legislative committee is 
planning hearings to review the program. According to Larance 
Coleman, speaking on behalf of Sen. John Whitmire, Criminal 
Justice Committee chair, the CJC will hold hearings on the 
Substance Abuse Felony Punishment Facilities (also 
known as SAFPF or “Safe-P”), operated by the Chicago-based 
Gateway Foundation under a contract worth, according to 
TDCJ, $38 million over five years. “We will concentrate on 
Safe-P programming,” Coleman said of the hearings, tentative- 
ly scheduled for September, to evaluate the $234 million the 
Legislature appropriated last session for TDCJ rehabilitation 
programs. The state proposes to increase SAFPF funding by 
$63.1 million during 2008-09, although Gateway may not be 
the only vendor considered. The exact dates of the hearings 
will be announced two to three weeks in advance on 
www.senate.state.tx.us. 

In January, then-inmate Jodi Stodder-Caldwell persuaded 
others at the TDJC’s Ellen Halbert Unit in Burnet County to 
record their SAFPF experiences in letters submitted to Austin 
lawyer Derek Howard, who’s considering legal action. 
According to numerous inmate narratives from Halbert and 
other units, the SAFPF program - in theory a substance-abuse 
treatment alternative to hard prison time - instead relies 
heavily on dubious forms of psychological and physical 
abuse. Several inmates describe a group punishment known 
as “tighthouse,” during which inmates are forced to sit 
upright in plastic chairs, unmoving and silent, for as long as 
16 hours a day and for weeks to months on end - a “mind- 
crushing” form of cruelty that has resulted in mental break- 
downs and suicide attempts. The accounts also report that 
SAFPF inmates must routinely attack each other psychologi- 
cally during an abusive form of “group therapy,” while staff 
bellow that they are worthless. 

Moreover, inmates charge that their real medical needs are 
subject to denial or dismissal; Gateway’s response is that 
medical care is the responsibility of the TDCJ, not the contrac- 
tor. Staff are said to dismiss untreated medical conditions, 
some as severe as epilepsy or cancer, 
with taunts or advice to “drink more 
water.” [Former] inmate Tracey Atherton, 
in a narrative dated May 23, describes 
the callous manner in which “the guards 
talk about inmates who are sick. ... I 
heard one of the guards say: That fuck- 
ing bitch is having a seizure.’ Everything 
that Jodi Stodder stated is true.” 

There are dissenting voices, however. 

Shirley Ott, a SAFPF inmate in 1995 and 
currently a Gateway counselor working at 
the blackberry Unit in Gatesville, wrote 
that after living on the streets, she 
learned “to live again” through SAFPF. 

She described tighthouse as “a timeout 
for grown-ups,” with breaks for “chow” 

and therapy, and she accused complaining inmates of not want- 
ing recovery. “They are looking for an easier, softer way,” Ott 
wrote. “Somehow, some way, they missed the blessing of SAFP’ 

Judging from official responses thus far, the inmates may 
indeed find it difficult to convince the Legislature that the abus- 
es they have chronicled are real. When the Office of Inspector 
General sent investigators to Halbert to interview inmates, 
Stodder-Caldwell told the Chronicle , investigators seemed 
receptive at first but turned increasingly “rude.” Officially, the 
OIG investigation remains open, but asked in May about the 
results of his review, Inspector General John Moriarty said 
that the alleged abuses had in fact not occurred. Gateway 
President and CEO Michael Darcy called the inmates’ descrip- 
tions of tighthouse “bizarre” and untrue, and declined to 
respond to the Chronicle story. 

According to more recent inmate accounts, Halbert staff 
are aware of the public controversy but unafraid of retribu- 
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tion. “We were told if the lawsuit happens, what 
or who would give ‘dope fiends like us’ help?” 
wrote Brenda Carroll on June 5. Carroll says 
that she’d been forced to wet herself because 
an “expeditor” (a ranking inmate in the SAFPF 
“therapy” program) had denied her request to 
go to the restroom. “I was also forced to sit in 
the box [a solitary chair] ... for not being aware 
of my ‘need.’” (I.G. Moriarty expressly rejected 
allegations that inmates are deprived of bath- 
room breaks.) 

The SAFPF “therapy” model is based upon a 
practice known as “therapeutic communities,” 
which had its origins in a Sixties-era California 
drug-abuse program called Synanon. Critics and 
proponents alike date the peer-based TC meth- 
ods to the “attack therapy” popularized by 
Charles Dederich in the Santa Monica-based 
Synanon, which eventually degenerated into a 
brutal and murderous cult, as reported in a 1979 
Pulitzer Prize-winning expose in the Point Reyes 
Light by then-publisher Dave Mitchell. “It’s unfor- 
tunate that Synanon became the model for thera- 
peutic communities; basically a large portion of 
drug treatment is based on a cult,” Mitchell said 
in an interview. Synanon was eventually shut 
down by the authorities, in part because in addi- 
tion to abuse of patients, staff were assaulting 
defectors from the program and threatening 
detractors with death. 

Available for committee testimony should be 
survivors of other disgraced programs that oper- 
ate on the therapeutic communities model. 

Some said they would testify just how closely 
the SAFPF accounts resonate with their own vic- 
timization in TCs incubated at Synanon. “The 
women [in SAFPF] have charged they must often 
sit silently, rigidly, face-forward, in plastic chairs 
for long hours or days, occasionally through periods of weeks 
on end. This was true of Straight, Inc. as well,” wrote Shelby 
Earnshaw, director of a survivor support group, the 

International Survivors Action 
Committee (www.isaccorp.org) in an 
e-mail. Tony Connelly, now in his 
30s, told the Chronicle that he still 
hears in his mind the sound of kids 
being abused at another Synanon- 
style TC facility, Kids Helping Kids, 
where he was a patient/inmate from 
the age of 14 to 16. Connelly says 
children were required to sit for 
hours on donated church pews - 
sometimes held down by “peers” 
and their noses pinched so they 
couldn’t breathe. Connelly recalled, 
“The sitting, the rigid posture, the 
staring at the wall, the limited show- 
ers and restroom breaks are all 
familiar to me. The forced confessions, the demeaning attacks 
... requiring inmates to report infractions of other inmates or 
face punishment are all too vivid to me.” Connelly added that 
the authorities count on the public dismissing such com- 
plaints because they come from addicts or former addicts. 

“All therapeutic communities have their origins in Synanon,” 
acknowledged Austin criminologist Martin La Barbera. But 
after Synanon’s demise, La Barbera says, professionals 
revived and refined a good idea - peer therapy - into modern- 
day TCs. In the 1990s, Gov. Ann Richards appointed La 
Barbera to the committee that would incorporate the TC model 
into her prison reform initiatives. This was the “Golden Age,” 
he said, when Texas set the standard for the nation. “All beds 
were to be treatment beds,” was Richards’ directive, La 
Barbera says. 

When Richards left office, however, the Texas Department of 
Criminal Justice absorbed all rehab duties, coined the name

“Substance Abuse Felony Punishment” to placate legislators 
who favored retributive justice over rehabilitation, and dis- 
pensed with La Barbera’s services. Still a consultant to prison 
systems elsewhere, La Barbera contends that despite its ori- 
gins, the TC model has saved lives and spared many people 
considerable pain and suffering. “I don’t want the baby to be 
thrown out with the bathwater,” he argues. “TCs are powerful. 
As with anything that is powerful, the power can be directed 
for good or misdirected.” 

If he were to testify, La Barbera says he would urge the 
Legislature to insure that all SAFPFs meet “fidelity” - a strict 
set of guidelines insuring TC practitioners have the “right atti- 
tude” above all else. Fie would also recommend intensive 
“immersion” training, in which authorities and staff experience 
what inmates will experience. “If you don’t meet fidelity ... 
then it’s a crapshoot,” La Barbera says. 

For her part, Stodder-Caldwell sees no redeeming qualities 
to the TC model. “It is a program of contradictions, where it 
is almost impossible to do the right thing. ‘Attack therapy’ is 
only a form of psychological violence and abuse,” Stodder- 
Caldwell said. She says she will urge legislators to divert the 
millions sent to Gateway - which provides only “counseling,” 
as the state picks up the tab for housing, food, clothing, and 
GED education - to pay for vocational and computer training 
instead. “These opportunities are not provided in SAFPF. 
Therefore, in reality a person leaves in much the same situa- 
tion as they came in - broke and unemployable,” Stodder- 
Caldwell says. 

The Legislature is not likely to hear public testimony from 
SAFPF staff who fear retribution. In an e-mail, one respondent 
to the Chronicle article wrote, “I love my job there and feel I am 
one of the few people who work there who ‘give the offenders 
a voice.’ ... But if Gateway claims that the inmates are (and 
were) in chairs for only four hours a day, that is a lie. ... What 
are your plans at this point to hold Gateway accountable?” 

That will be the challenge for the Criminal Justice Committee.

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DEFENSE CRIES FOUL ON YOGURT SHOP DNA 


In a new motion filed Tuesday, July 15, law- 
yers for the two defendants in the yogurt 
shop murder case say the Travis County 
District Attorney’s Office violated a court 
order by dragging its feet on providing 
defense attorneys the results of additional 
DNA testing. 

Earlier this year, unbeknownst to defense 
attorneys, prosecutors sought to have retest- 
ed several pieces of evidence gathered from 
the notorious 1991 murders - including two 
vaginal swabs collected from the youngest of 
the four female victims, 13-year-old Amy 
Ayers (one taken at the crime scene, the 
other at the medical examiner’s office). Each 
swab reflected a previously undetected male 
DNA profile that does not match any of the 
yogurt shop defendants. The revelation 
prompted Joe James Sawyer, attorney for 
defendant Robert Springsteen, to file a writ 
with the court arguing that the DNA evidence 
exonerated his client (see “Yogurt Shop 
Murder,” April 18). 

Prosecutors dismissed the notion that the 
newly revealed male DNA would actually exon- 
erate Springsteen or his co-defendant 
Michael Scott, even though no physical evi- 
dence ties either man to the crime. Instead, 
prosecutors Efrain De La Fuente and Gail 
Van Winkle told the Chronicle that they sus- 
pect a match to the DNA profile would come 
from “someone known to Amy Ayers” - imply- 
ing, contrary to all previously disclosed infor- 
mation, either that the young victim was sex- 
ually active at the time of her death or that 
the profile was somehow the product of col- 
lection contamination. In May, District Judge 
Mike Lynch ordered the state to provide the 
results of that testing to the defense as soon 
as it was obtained. During a June pretrial 
hearing, the state did not respond when 
asked directly by Lynch whether it had yet 
obtained any results, leaving the impression 
that no new information had been obtained, 
and Lynch did not follow up. Yet spokesper- 
sons for two national DNA laboratories con- 
tacted by the Chronicle - Dallas-based Orchid 


Cellmark and Salt Lake City-based Sorenson 
Forensics - say the standard backlog for pri- 
vate labs is no more than 60 days from 
receipt of DNA material through the conclu- 
sion of testing and the submission of a writ- 
ten report, and rush jobs can be completed 
within 15 days. 

On Tuesday, defense lawyers challenged 
the D.A.’s implication that they’d received no 
further results, claiming that the state has 
had at least some additional results since 
April 11 - information that was not disclosed 
to the defense but was apparently in hand 
before Sawyer ever filed his previous writ. In 
a redacted copy of the motion, the defense 
says that it is “clear” from evidentiary docu- 
ments that De La Fuente and Van Winkle 
already knew the results of “at least two” 
retests, “excluding” the tested DNA as 
matching the submitted male DNA sample. In 
other words, it would appear that the state 
does not know to whom the unknown male 
DNA belongs - despite earlier assurances 
that prosecutors already knew the donor. 
Indeed, according to courthouse sources, 
nearly 40 DNA tests have already been con- 
ducted, but prosecutors have not filed the 
results with the court. 

On July 11, Lynch signed a new, more 
restrictive gag order that bars attorneys con- 
nected to the case from discussing any evi- 
dence - including DNA results - and the judge 
declined to hear defense arguments challeng- 
ing the order. The previous order covered only 
the murder of Ayers; the amended order, 
which the court considered only corrective, 
added the other three victims - Eliza 
Thomas, 17, and sisters Jennifer and Sarah 
Harbison, 17 and 15. The effect is a further 
restriction on public access to the court files 
associated with the case - meaning there is 
no meaningful way to assess whether there is 
any real substance left to the state’s case or 
to justify their assertions that the crime has 
been solved. 

Another pretrial hearing is scheduled for 
Aug. 5. - Jordan Smith 


ARA All Up in the Victory's Grill 

Public sentiment was overwhelmingly against the Austin Revitalization Authority’s 
proposal to increase the size of a pair of mixed-use developments planned for East 11th 
Street at a meeting of the city’s Urban Renewal Agency Monday night. Most of the ire 
was directed at the project on “Block 18” of the 11th Street Urban Renewal Plan area, 
which would put up a dense, four-story building right next door to the venerable Victory 
Grill, towering over the historic blues club and possibly cutting off side-street access to 
the venue. 

ARA board Chair Charles Urdy and President/CEO Byron Marshall insist that the 
increase in the project’s density has been necessitated by market conditions that have 
changed since the development was originally conceived in 2001. But 18 people spoke 
during the meeting’s public comment period, and while most expressed support for the 
project’s basic goals of affordable housing and street-level retail, not one supported the 
ARA’s modifications. “I really feel like this current development diminishes the value of 
the Victory Grill,” said club manager Eva Lindsey. “It diminishes the historic value, it 
diminishes its relative value to the community.” Other neighbors complained that the 
number of proposed office spaces in the project would result in too much auto traffic 
coming into the neighborhood. 

Only four of the URA’s board members - barely a quorum - were present at the meeting, 
and board Chair Kevin Cole asked that any action on whether to recommend the ARA 
modifications to the city’s Planning Commission be postponed until this Monday’s meeting, 
when all seven members are expected to attend. The meeting will take place at the Street- 
Jones Building, 1000 E. 11th, Room 400A, 6pm. - Lee Nichols

Thinking Beyond Coal 


Like a night terror, the horrible crash and 
scrape of a 110-ton bucket used to carve coal 
from the Earth jolts Billie Woods out of her 
slumber as it hits the ground. “Mining hap- 
pens 24 hours a day here, and I can never 
sleep with my windows open,” she said. When 
strip mining began in 2004 about a mile from 
her home, set in an idyllic scene of rolling pas- 
tures and thick clumps of post oaks, Woods 
said: “I’d wake up and walk into the kitchen to 
find everything coated in a fine dust. I’m wor- 
ried about its effect on my lungs.” Woods 
spoke at a June screening of the documentary 
Burning the Future: Coal in America, which 
chronicles the plight of West Virginians defend- 
ing their countryside against the severe pollu- 
tion and destruction caused by mountaintop 
removal, a new norm in coal mining. One 
speaker asked the crowd how far Austin is 
from the nearest strip mine. “One hundred 
miles?” some guessed. “Two hundred miles?” 

Wrong. Try less than 25 miles to the east. 
Just outside Elgin, residents like Woods who 
live near Luminant’s Three Oaks Mine deal 
with a seldom-mentioned cost of cheap coal- 
generated energy: strip mining. 

Fifty-one percent of U.S. electricity comes 
from coal, an energy source that’s exacerbat- 
ing smog and climate change more than any 
other. There are 11 new coal-burning power 
plants proposed for Texas alone, adding to 
the 36 already operating. Discussions of coal 
tend to focus either on controlling emissions 
or on purported energy security benefits while 
overlooking the direct impacts of mining. Over 
4.6 million acres of land were permitted for 
strip mining and mountaintop removal opera- 
tions last year, responsible for clear-cutting 
and blasting apart thousands of acres a year, 
often severely contaminating groundwater in 
the process. The Appalachians have histori- 
cally borne the brunt of U.S. coal mining, 
though much of Western coal comes from 
equally intensive strip mining in Wyoming. But 
there are 14 active strip mines in Texas, all 
producing lignite, a low-grade coal that emits 
nearly twice the greenhouse gases, smog, 
and mercury pollution of higher density coals. 

Despite the increasingly urgent need to halt 
climate change as well as clean up the air, 


why are we still mining and burning Texas lig- 
nite? “One of coal-fired generation’s primary 
values is meeting the short-term need for 
energy in a cost-effective way,” said Thomas 
Kleckner, a spokesman for Luminant, the 
mining and power-generation spin-off of 
Dallas-based utility TXU. Luminant owns the 
Three Oaks Mine and eight other mines in 
Texas, as well as nine coal power plants and 
three more under construction. Meeting 
Texas’ energy needs “will require a diversified 
energy portfolio - nuclear, wind, natural gas, 
and coal - along with efficiency, conservation, 
and environmental measures,” Kleckner said. 
Luminant is also Texas’ No. 1 wind power pur-

Retired Austin Firefighter Russell Bostic 
lives on land his family has owned since 
1901, about 1.5 miles from current mining 
activity at Three Oaks. His picturesque farm- 
house can be seen from the county road atop 
a hill, flanked by thick patches of oaks. In 
1974, Bostic’s father leased the property’s 
mineral rights to ConocoPhillips. It wasn’t 
until the Nineties that Bostic learned the 
lease could be renewed indefinitely every 25 
years at the discretion of the lease holder, 
now Luminant.

COAL COMMUNITIES AT RISK 

A West Virginia University study, published in the April issue of the American Journal of Public Health, 
found that as coal production increases, health status worsens among residents of coal-producing com- 
munities. Residents face a 70% increased risk of developing kidney disease, a 64% greater risk of car- 
diopulmonary disease such as emphysema, and were 30% more likely to report high blood pressure, 
according to the study. Adverse health effects may be “a result of slurry holdings that leach toxins into 
drinking water and air pollution effects of coal mining and washing,” the study reported. Nearly 140 
ponds of toxic byproduct sludge called “slurry impoundments” dot West Virginia. When coal is washed 
using strong chemicals to encourage cleaner burning, the leftover slurry contains heavy metals like arse- 
nic, mercury, and cadmium, as well as the chemicals. Slurry impoundments have historically been prone 
to leakage and rupture. In making the documentary, Burning the Future, the film crew visited Marsh Fork 
Elementary School, situated just 400 yards downslope of a 2.8 billion gallon slurry impoundment. - D.M. 


buy more energy from wind and other renew- 
able sources, including solar. 

Luminant and other utilities continue min- 
ing and burning lignite not only because it’s 
cheap and readily available, but because 
they can afford to keep pumping out unlimit- 
ed and unregulated C0 2 . Federal legislation 
that would cap emissions and create a mar- 
ket for emission credits, thereby “taxing” 
polluters, isn’t expected to get a vote until 
next year. Though TXU agreed to cancel eight 
of 11 proposed coal plants last year as part 
of a private equity buyout, Luminant’s 
remaining proposed plants, the mammoth 
two-unit Oak Grove plant in Riesel (near 
Waco) and Rockdale’s Sandow 5, would 
both burn lignite. 


lose the land to mining and doubts 
Luminant’s claims that land reclamation 
efforts “restore the land to a more productive 
condition than before it was mined.” He 
recalls asking a mine representative, “What 
about the 200-year-old oak trees?” The rep 
replied, “They’ll grow back in 200 years.” 

Billie Woods, who says she and her hus- 
band plan to leave the area, calls the recla- 
mation efforts a joke. “This is post oak 
savannah - it’s what gives the area its ecolog- 
ical uniqueness,” she said. “All they can do is 
plant grasses and contour the land into little 
ponds.” At best, it’ll be just a savannah when 
they’re done, she said. 

The destruction wrought in Central Texas, 
however, barely compares to what’s happening 


in Appalachia. According to the documentary 
Burning the Future, because of mining, more 
than 1,000 miles of streams have been bur- 
ied by as much as 600 feet of exploded 
mountaintop, called “overburden.” At current 
rates, 1.4 million acres of forest will have 
been leveled and mined in Appalachia by 
2012 - forest that ranks as the world’s sec- 
ond most biodiverse behind the tropical rain 
forest, according to the film. 

Following the screening, a panel of Austin 
environmentalists offered alternatives to con- 
tinuing to rely on coal. Public Citizen’s Tom 
“Smitty” Smith emphasized the urgency of 
energy-efficiency programs, such as creating 
city policy for efficiency upgrades at apart- 
ments and rental properties. “If we don’t get 
busy, the city and other utilities will have no 
other alternative than more coal or nukes,” he 
said. Cyrus Reed, conservation director for 
the Lone Star Chapter Sierra Club, said 
that in addition to approving new power lines 
to West Texas wind farms, the state should 
strengthen its successful law requiring utilities 
to meet a percentage of new electricity 
demand with energy efficiency. Austin Energy 
was able to save 700 megawatts of energy 
over 20 years (between 1982 and 2007) 
through efficiency and conservation, avoiding 
the need for a planned coal plant. 

Panelist Travis Brown lives outside Elgin 
and in 1998 helped found the group 
Neighbors for Neighbors to fight Three 
Oaks. “I can hardly think of a more dirty, 
destructive, and useless process than to con- 
tinue mining and burning lignite,” he said. 
Brown’s day job involves handling renewable 
energy development for the state’s Office of 
Rural Community Affairs. “People all over the 
state ask me why we can’t do more of what 
Austin does,” he said. “It doesn’t matter 
where you are politically, efficiency just makes 
sense economically.” - Daniel Mottola

| The controversy began with an anonymous letter 
% and CD delivered to several government offices 
" and media outlets. “I have never in my life seen 
such a disgraceful sight!” the letter says of tailgat- 
ing festivities at the Travis County Exposition 
Center grounds, ROT Rally headquarters during the 
June 12-15 event. “Women topless ... women and 
men completely nude, actual intercourse between 
men and women, sexual acts between men, mari- 
juana being smoked without fear of arrest, minors 
drinking and guess what - minor children watching 
this sight up-close and personal.” Further enraging 
the correspondent (who claimed to be a “Travis 
County taxpayer”) were what he (or she) said were 
sheriffs officers turning a blind eye to the baccha- 
nalia - well, maybe not entirely. As the writer put it, 
“Don’t miss the photo of the Travis County 
Sheriff Deputies on golf carts watching the action 
on the STRIPPER POLE!” 

Indeed, so distasteful and libidinous were these 
scenes of moral turpitude, they had to be fully doc- 
umented by our anonymous correspondent, over 
the course of more than 300 photos. For the most 
part, the pictures feature female rally-goers of all 
shapes, sizes, and ages going cheerfully topless - 
not a crime. There is also an anatomically correct, 
blow-up-doll-adorned golf cart, couples posing pro- 


vocatively, partiers utilizing a “Hooter Meter” - a 
board with holes of varying sizes to gauge female 
participants’ breast size - and a few smirking 
dudes in thongs. A few shots are more explicit, 
including a woman who takes to the aforemen- 
tioned stripper pole completely nude - documented 
in great detail by our outraged photographer - and 
one male with his genitals exposed, simulating sex 
acts with a female partner. 

On the helpless innocent detail, two perhaps 
teenage boys are photographed, but not alongside 
any raunchy acts. (Also, given the beads and cam- 
eras they’re clutching, neither looks too alarmed by 
the adult delinquency proceeding on somewhere in 
the neighborhood.) Another photo shows two uni- 
formed Sheriff’s Office employees - in theory sur- 
veying the scene from a golf cart (blow-up-doll-free, 
natch) - but likewise doesn’t contain any nudity or 
lewd shenanigans, thereby constituting evidence of 
... two Sheriff’s Office employees in a golf cart, 
somewhere. (We presume they were in compliance 
with all Expo Center traffic ordinances.) 

The most shocking revelation among these pruri- 
ent photos is that someone could be shocked that 
such behavior might occur - at a biker rally, of all 
places. It’s akin to being alarmed by a certain 
dense odor at Eeyore’s Birthday Party, or intoxica- 
tion at a Sixth Street shot bar. Apparently the 
Sheriff’s Office agrees. “There is no plan to investi- 
gate any further,” said Travis County Sheriff’s Office 
Public Information Officer Roger Wade.

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Bringing the Net to Austin 


Last week we previewed the Netroots Nation convention taking 
place this weekend at the Austin Convention Center. See 
" Building the Netroots Nation" July 11, for more. Here's more 
background on the event in Austin , and a chat with one of the 
event's featured panelists. For a full schedule and information on 
all the participants, see www.netrootsnation.org. 

When Netroots Nation was looking for a site for its 2008 
convention, Austin quickly made the top of the list. As political 
director Josh Orton explained, “The local progressive communi- 
ty reached out to us as much as we reached out to them.” For 
Texas progressives, it’s about more than bragging rights. 

The process began with last year’s YearlyKos convention. 
Fran Vincent, executive director of Democracy for Texas, 
explained, “We were all up in Chicago last August, and we really 
got to thinking about how we’d really like the Central Texas pro- 
gressive community to get more attention.” Back in Austin, the 
group put together a formal pitch to host the 2008 event. 
Meanwhile, local bloggers got involved. “It was a lot of e-mails 
and calling friends,” said Matt Glazer, editor of Burnt Orange 
Report. “We wrote about it on national sites, touting the 
strength of the Texas online community.” 

What does that community hope to get from the event? 

Partly, to break the myth that modern Texas remains solidly 


Republican. At the Legislature, with three Senate and 12 Flouse 
seats considered in play, and only five seats needed to take 
back the Flouse, this is an opportunity for wider exposure for 
Texas Democrats. Vince Leibowitz, author of the Tyler-based 
Capitol Annex blog, hopes people will realize there are pro- 
gressives beyond Austin. “I’m looking forward to the candi- 
date’s panel,” he said. “This is about letting the national net- 
roots know that we’ve not just got [U.S. Senate candidate] Rick 
Noriega; we’ve got a really deep bench.” 

“The fact that it’s coming so soon after the state convention 
is great,” said Glazer, who hopes the convention will maintain 
campaign momentum over the summer. It may also allow for 
course corrections before November. “Now the presidential pri- 
mary is over, we can change the emphasis,” said Vincent. “The 
area that [NoriegaJ’s going to have to step it up, and we’re 
going to have to step up for him, is raising money.” 

Glazer admits that there’s an ulterior motive for getting the 
blogging community to Austin. So what’s he looking forward to? 
“Seeing my friends again,” he said. “With the exception of 
Netroots Nation and Take Back America, we really don’t get to 
see these people much. It’s an opportunity to meet these folks 
and find out what’s going on in Montana and Virginia and the 
swing states.” - Richard Whittaker

Austin Chronicle: The panels you're speaking on are evenly 
divided between policy and organizing questions, and more meta 
concerns, like the act of blogging and building your readership. 
What's the balance to strike there? 

Chris Bowers: I think a balance like that is going to vary from 
person to person. ... But it’s imperative, I think, to have both 
broad core values and infrastructure operations, and to always 
make sure they’re anchored within very specific issue-oriented 
policy in specific fights. You need the broad movement build- 
ing, you need the broad meta questions, but lacking specific 
fights - such as over the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act - 
the movement itself has a very difficult time building up. 

AC: Do you think FISA is going to reverberate a lot through the 
convention this year? 

CB: Without question, without question - I think it will probably 
be the most frequently discussed issue. 

AC: It seems liberals have a leg up on conservatives through 
small, online fundraising. Do you think that gap's going to close? 
CB: There was a time in the 1990s and the early part of this 


decade where Republicans had an advantage in terms of small 
donations. That was largely earned through direct mail. There’s 
always new technologies, new issues people organize around; 
it’s difficult to say what will happen in the future. I think in the 
short term, over the next four to six years, yes, absolutely, 
Democrats will maintain that small donor advantage. 

AC: You're speaking on a panel examining the Clinton/Obama 
divide in the blogosphere; MyDD.com, the site you formerly 
worked for, became controversial for its pro-Clinton stance. Do 
you think those wounds are being dressed? 

CB: I would say that on the whole ... the wounds are definitely 
healing. On a more individual level, I have no doubt there are 
significant numbers of people with lingering wounds, lingering 
feelings of being treated unfairly. Whether or not those will be 
healed in time for the election remains open to question. But 
right now Barack Obama seems to be earning roughly the 
same amount of support from Democrats as John Kerry. ... 
Given that Democrats are a much higher percentage of the 
electorate in 2008 than they are in 2004, it seems he has the 
support of as many or more Democrats than John Kerry. So in 
that sense, it seems to me that the wounds are healing, both 
online and off. 

AC: In your bio, you talk about joining the Pennsylvania State 
Democratic Committee. Was that a conscious effort to work with 
the existing party machinery? 

CB: I think that’s been a conscious effort on behalf of the 
entire online progressive movement - it’s not just a virtual 
movement. The Internet is a medium we use to organize, but 
the organizing takes place largely offline. I ran for state party 
office. ... I wanted to do it in large measure to show other peo- 
ple how it can be done, that it’s very doable.

REPUBLICANS ON THE DEFENSE

organized as part of the Defending the American Dream Summit at the Renaissance Austin Hotel, will run against the mid- 
dle two days of Netroots Nation on July 18-19. According to www.rightonline.com, the event will give conservatives the tools to 
counter the left’s “superior online political infrastructure.” Announced guests include syndicated columnist and “Plamegate” 
star Robert Novak (nicknamed the Prince of Darkness by his friends), Americans for Tax Reform President Grover Norquist, 
and actual blogger Michelle Malkin, most recently in the news for accusing Dunkin’ Donuts spokesperson Rachel Ray of 
“Jihadi chic” because of her scarf. The event has been organized by the anti-tax, anti-regulation Americans for Prosperity 
Foundation. While it claims it is nonpartisan, AFPF was founded by conservative sugar daddy David Koch, and shares a 
Washington office with the anti-feminist Independent Women’s Forum. - R.W. 



Animal Defenders Seek 
Ban on Circus Wildlife 


There was a Fox loose in City Hall last week: Jorja Fox, 
star of hit TV show CSI: Las Vegas, visited Austin on July 11 to 
highlight a new report on animal cruelty in traveling circuses. 

The report from Animal Defenders International - 

“Animals in Traveling Circuses: The Science on Suffering” - 
features graphic video footage of animal abuse gathered by 
undercover investigators over the last decade from around 
the world and includes material filmed at circus performanc- 
es and training facilities in Texas. ADI argues that its inves- 
tigation shows animal cruelty is not simply an individual 
criminal problem but an inevitable result of constantly trans- 
porting wild creatures. The report highlights increased sci- 
entific understanding of the physiological strains - including 
cardiovascular, hormonal, and thyroid disorders, and mental 
damage - imposed on animals by life in travel cages. 

“We’ve moved beyond the idea that if something is alive, it 
must be happy,” said ADI’s campaign director, Tim Phillips. 

As part of a cross-country tour, ADI spokesperson Fox 
presented Council Member Lee Leffingwell with a copy of 
the report. Referring to “The ABCD’s - acquisition, brutality, 
confinement, disposal” - that are an inherent part of the 
circus industry, she highlighted the success of human-per- 
former-only circuses like Cirque du Soleil and the Chinese 
State Circus. Comparing animal performances to lead pipes 
and asbestos, Fox said, “While circuses may have had their 
place in the world, we know more scientifically, we know 
more psychologically, we know a lot more about animal 
behavior, and we can all agree that this can and should be 
a thing of the past.” 

ADI criticizes the U.S. Animal Welfare Act as lacking 
minimum welfare standards for all animals, and the Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Service for failing to sufficiently 
enforce the current regulations. The organization proposes 
a nationwide ban on the use of wild animals in circuses - 
not just protecting animals in the U.S. but internationally, 
since so much of the animal training and trafficking trade is 
based here. Similar bans have been adopted in Austria, 
Costa Rica, Hungary, Israel, India, and Singapore, with legis- 
lation being considered in Greece and the United Kingdom. 
ADI is requesting that Austin follow the example of Buenos 
Aires, to set a precedent in the U.S. by passing a citywide 
ban. Leffingwell confirmed the city has received letters from 
Austinites concerned about circus animals and supportive 
of a ban. “You guys can be the first,” said Fox.

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Mansion Fire Fallout 


Perhaps seeing the writing on the wall, Col. 
Tommy Davis stepped down last Friday as head 
of the Texas Department of Public Safety. 

Pressure had already been mounting on the 
DPS as it came under scathing scrutiny from the 
Texas Sunset Commission, and it got worse 
when blame for the Governor’s Mansion fire 
got laid at the department’s feet, so it was obvi- 
ous heads were going to have to roll. 

Davis’ statement was about as brief and to- 
the-point as possible: “After 43 years and 9 
months with the Texas Department of Public 
Safety, I am retiring on Aug. 31, 2008.” Gov. 
Rick Perry was equally economical in his 
response: “Col. Davis has been a public ser- 
vant of longstanding, and I am grateful for his 
distinguished service to the people of the State 
of Texas. I wish him well in his retirement.” 

Was Davis pushed off the ledge, or did he 
jump willingly? “His decision was entirely his 
own,” said San Antonio attorney Allan 
Polunsky, chairman of the Public Safety 
Commission, which oversees the DPS. “I 
wasn’t surprised. I feel that he has probably 
been contemplating this for a while. But noth- 
ing had been told to me until this morning.” 
Asked if, given the department’s recent 
woes, Davis’ retirement was a good thing for 
the DPS, Polunsky replied: “Not necessarily. 
The department certainly has issues that need 
to be addressed and initiatives that need to 
be implemented, and we all as a commission 
have recognized that. Could Tommy have done 
all that? Probably so. So it’s not a situation 
where it had been determined, or anyone on 
the commission felt, that he couldn’t do it, but 
he decided to move on, so we’ll find someone 
else who is very well qualified to bring the 
department into the 21st century.” 

In other “Burning Down the House” news: 
Last week it was reported that DPS officers 


warned higher-ups that security for the 
Mansion and Capitol was inadequate before 
the fire, and on Tuesday, first lady Anita 
Perry announced the formation of a nonprofit 
to fund Mansion repairs. 

On the former, the Houston Chronicle found a 
May 29 memo from Sgt. Adam Kinslow com- 
plaining that, “Our troopers are constantly being 
pulled away from their primary responsibility, 
which is to maintain public safety and security 
at the Capitol.” The fire occurred on June 8. 

And a Sept. 24, 2007, memo to Capt. Dale 
Avant from Lt. David Armistead of the 
Governor’s Protective Detail warned, “The 
consequences of not providing a secure prop- 
erty can have a negative impact on our 
department, the Governor’s Office and the 
safety of the First Family.” Armistead called 
for “a minimum of two troopers per eight-hour 
shift.” Only one trooper was on duty when the 
fire occurred, and that was after he had 
already worked an eight-hour shift at the Bob 
Bullock Texas State History Museum. 

Perry’s office said the blame didn’t lie with 
the governor. “Perhaps the trooper making the 
complaint was unaware that since at least 
2002, DPS management has failed to fill over 
100 commissioned officer vacancies each 
year and currently have 260 officer positions 
unfilled,” said spokesman Robert Black. 

As for the restoration, Anita Perry 
announced: “With Texans’ help and support, 
this beautiful home will be restored and 
renewed to again reflect the pride and distinc- 
tion of the Lone Star State.” Mrs. Perry will 
chair the organization, and Pam Willeford is 
the vice-chair. Donations may be sent to Texas 
Governor’s Mansion Restoration Fund, PO 
Box 12878, Austin, TX 78711-2878 or submit- 
ted online at www.texasonline.com.

We're No. 1! Winning Gold 
for Pot, Coke, and Smokes 


BY JORDAN SMITH 


According to a new study released June 30 by the World 
Health Organization, the U.S. leads the world and - just in 
time for the Olympics - takes the gold for the use of tobacco, 
pot, and cocaine, far outpacing other countries, even the 
Netherlands, where drug laws are far less draconian. In the 
U.S., more than 42% in the study admit having used marijua- 
na, and 16% admit having used cocaine - a cocaine-use rate 
four times that of New Zealand, which ranked No. 2 out of 17 
countries surveyed. 

For this first cross-national drug-use study, WHO researchers 
surveyed more than 54,000 people in the Americas (the U.S., 

Mexico, and Colombia), Europe (Belgium, France, Germany, 

Italy, Netherlands, Spain, and Ukraine), the Middle East and 
Africa (Israel, Lebanon, Nigeria, and South Africa), Asia (Japan 
and China), and Oceania (New Zealand), using a standardized 
methodology. While WHO researchers determined that drug 
use is more prevalent in wealthier countries, researchers 
determined that income does not have a “static” effect on 
drug use. Overall, researchers found the greatest involvement 
with all drugs by younger people and “remarkable similarity” 
across the countries surveyed in the “age of onset” of use. 

Typically, alcohol and tobacco use begins earliest (between 
16 and 19 years of age), followed by pot use (around 18), and 
coke (typically between 21 and 24). 

While income and age may be factors determining drug use, 
it appears that a country’s drug policies have little 
impact on use. “Globally, drug use is

But you’d be a fool to sug- 
gest that any correlation can 
be drawn between harsher 
drug policies and drug use (as 
the WHO has done), says 
White House Office of 
National Drug Control 
Policy flack Tom Riley. Trying 
to find a link between drug 
use and drug enforcement 
doesn’t make sense, Riley 
explained to Bloomberg News. 
“The U.S. has high crime 
rates but we spend a lot on 
law enforcement and prison,” 
he said. “Should we spend 
less? We’re just a different 
kind of country. We have high- 
er drug use rates, a higher 
crime rate, many things that 
go with a highly free and 
mobile society.” 


Wha? 

As Reefer friend Bruce Mirken, communications director for 
the Marijuana Policy Project, points out, the ONDCP actually 
takes an extremely opposite view any time one of the states 

seeks to “liberal-

tries with stringent user-level illegal 
drug policies did not have lower levels of 
use than countries with liberal ones.” 

Indeed. The U.S., with its harsh user 
penalties, outpaced all other countries 
on use of pot and coke - way beyond 
even the Netherlands, where legal action 
is not taken for pot possession for per- 
sonal use. There, just 19.8% of the popu- 
lation has even tried marijuana, and just 
1.9% of the population has tried cocaine. Only 
New Zealand comes close to the U.S. in the num- 
ber of folks who have ever tried pot, with just under 42%. 

The U.S. far outpaced other countries in coke use too, with 
16.2% of respondents having tried the drug; New Zealand 
posted a 4.3% lifetime coke-use rate. Colombia, the only 
coke-producing nation on the list, came in fourth (tied with 
Mexico) with a 4% lifetime use rate. Only in alcohol use was 
the U.S. tossed out of the top spot: We took sixth place, while 
Ukraine took gold with 97% alcohol use. Germany garnered 
the silver, with 95.3%, while New Zealand, otherwise - appar- 
ently, our drug-use sister country, imagine the cultural 
exchange possibilities! - took the bronze, with 94.8%.

laws. Legalizing 

medi-pot, for example, invariably sends the 
wrong message to children, the ONDCP likes to point out, and 
legalization measures would certainly lead to a greater avail- 
ability of drugs, it says - as it did back in 2002, Mirken 


reminds us, in fighting against a Nevada ballot measure that 
would have made legal pot sales and possession by adults. 

In the end, say the WHO researchers, it may be that afflu- 
ence has more influence on drug use than do 
anti-drug laws. “The use of drugs seems 
to be a feature of more affluent coun- 
tries. The [U.S.], which has been driv- 
ing much of the world’s drug 
research and drug policy agenda, 
stands out with higher levels of use 
of alcohol, cocaine, and cannabis, 
despite punitive illegal drug poli- 
cies,” reads the study. “Clearly, by 
itself, a punitive policy toward pos- 
session and use accounts for limited 
variation in nation-level rates of illegal 
drug use.” 

In other words, Riley may actually be right 
this time, says Mirken - although that doesn’t 
make things better. “For years, ONDCP has been say- 
ing that even the slightest moderation of our marijua- 
na laws would unleash a wave of marijuana use and 
turn us into a nation of potheads,” Mirken wrote to me in 
an e-mail. “But when confronted with evidence to the con- 
trary, they now say, ‘Oh, never mind.’ Okay, fine. So if crack- 
ing down on marijuana doesn’t actually reduce use, would 
someone please tell me why we arrest 830,000 people a 
year for it?”

TxDOT Clocked for Toll Trafficking 


There’s nothing like a good dose of public 
outrage to get state lawmakers tinkering 
with the inner workings of a state agency, 
and that extends to the Sunset Advisory 
Commission’s review of the Texas 
Department of Transportation on Tuesday. 

Outrage over the Trans-Texas Corridor and 
new tolling capacity on Texas’ roadway system 
has finally filtered back to Austin. Just how far 
that outrage will travel depends on the collec- 


tive will of lawmakers and the actual financial 
outlook for TxDOT. That outlook is still in dis- 
pute, although it does appear somewhat dire, 
if not as dire as what the late Chair Ric 
Williamson pitched in the promotion of tolling. 

First, you can expect to hear a lot about 
the potential for an elected commissioner. 
Rep. Ruth Jones McClendon, D-San 
Antonio, raised the idea - to much applause 
from the audience. “I think that we ought to 


have everything on the table,” McClendon 
said. “I think we ought to look at it like it is 
an elected commissioner.” 

Sunset Commission staff suggested replac- 
ing the current five-member board with one 
appointed commissioner subject to a legisla- 
tive oversight committee. Rep. Linda Harper 
Brown, R-Irving, wants to see a stronger inter- 
nal audit function, possibly an auditor general 
similar to the inspector general at other agen- 
cies. And both McClendon and industry folks 
want to separate out some of the licensing 
and registration functions of the agency. 


McClendon wants to create a Department of 
Motor Vehicles. Industry members would like 
some aspects of registration and regulation 
shifted to the Texas Department of Licensing 
and Regulation. 

Rep. Lois Kolkhorst, R-Brenham, noted 
that a lot of the frustration simply comes 
down to a lack of transparency at the agency. 
Just because funds are constitutionally dedi- 
cated to an agency should not exempt the 
agency from legislative scrutiny, Kolkhorst told 
her colleagues on the Sunset Commission.

CITIGROUP'S BIG DEAL 

A deal is a deal, right? 

That’s the promise that was made to credit 
card customers by Citigroup, the Wall Street 
financial conglomerate that even used the 
phrase last year as an advertising slogan to 
promote a new, consumer-friendly credit card 
policy. Citigroup said that if people took its 
card, the terms of the agreement would not 
change for two years. 

Believe it or not, this minimal concession to 
commercial integrity was considered a big 
deal, because banks are notorious for jacking 
up customers’ credit card rates whenever they 
feel like it. Citigroup was pledging to forgo the 
“any time, for any reason” clause that banks 
write into their fine-print agreements. It also 
abandoned the “universal default” clause that 
lenders commonly use to raise your credit 
card rates if you’re late paying a bill - any bill, 
even one not charged to your card. 

Of course, this powerhouse bank was not 
making these moves out of the goodness of 
its corporate heart or because of some sud- 
den discovery of business ethics. No, it was 
responding to consumer outrage that had 
reached all the way to Congress, where law- 
makers were considering new regulations to 
stop these rip-off practices. Spouting its 
“deal is a deal” plan in a congressional hear- 
ing last year, Citigroup executives deflected 
the stricter regulations. 

But that was then. Now that Congress has 
gone away, and now that Citigroup finds itself in 
a financial crunch due to bad executive deci- 
sions, the bank says that it didn’t literally mean 
that a deal is a deal. It was an advertising slo- 
gan not a blood oath - so Citigroup is reneging. 

To add insult to injury, Citigroup blames 
consumers for its abandonment of the 
“deal.” It was expecting that a flood of people 
would switch to its card - but, apparently, 
consumers are not as gullible as Congress is 
about promises from Wall Street bankers.

THE FIGHT FOR CHANGE 
IN WASHINGTON 

Woodrow Wilson said of Washington, “If 
you want to make enemies, try to change 
something.” 

Not long ago, lawmakers made an effort to 
change Medicare’s system for purchasing 
walkers, wheelchairs, and other medical 
equipment for elderly and disabled patients. 
The idea was to make a simple and sensible 
cost-cutting move: Rather than keep paying 
an inflated set price to the closed club of 
corporations that supply these devices, open 
the system up to competitive bidding. 
Medicare embraced the change and ran a 
test program in 10 cities. Success! Instead 
of a few outfits like Invacare, Praxair, and the 
Scooter Store locking up the business, 325 
companies won contracts, and prices paid by 
Medicare dropped 26%, for a projected sav- 
ings of a billion dollars a year for taxpayers 
and some $200 million in co-payments made 
by the patients. 

The change is scheduled to go nationwide 
this month - except that the enemies of 
change are on the move. Guess who they 
are. Of course! The firms that have been 
enjoying the billion-dollar annual overcharge 
for Medicare equipment prefer to keep enjoy- 
ing it, so they goosed up their campaign 
donations to key lawmakers, hired some lob- 
byists, and are moving a bill through 
Congress to kill the open-bidding program. 
The House has already passed this blatant 
subsidy protection bill, and the Senate is 
heading in the same direction. Congress is 
killing its own change. 

What we have here is but a small example 
of how hard it is going to be to produce the 
“change” that the American people are loudly 
demanding from Washington. This is why the 
change agenda - on everything from universal 
health care to Iraq policy - cannot be left to 
the insiders. Political will is easily suffocated 
in Washington. Instead, the insistent demand 
and ceaseless pressure must come from us 
outsiders asserting our grassroots power.

Can the Bands Play On? 

The Live Music Task Force tunes up to protect Austin s claim to fame

“Live music in Austin is facing a life-or- 
death crisis.” 

That’s the alarm sounded for 2008 by Troy 
Dillinger. The longtime Austin musician orga- 
nized the Year of Austin Music to call attention 
to the dire economic realities of the local music 
scene. In a nutshell, says Dillinger, the supply- 
and-demand dynamics affecting Austin’s live 
music venues are wildly out of whack. The sup- 
ply of musicians eager for gigs far exceeds the 
number of venues that reliably pack a paying 
house; as a result, bands play for free or at a 
net loss. Respected bands and artists - not the 
famous names, but the town’s many talented 
and dedicated midlevel working musicians - 
struggle to earn even a half-decent living. In a 
steady pattern of attrition, says Dillinger, clubs 
have been closing, audiences shrinking, musi- 
cian income dwindling to a dangerous all-time 
low. Bands that formerly supplemented their 
limited local audiences and income by regional 
touring have seen the ever-rising price of gas 
devour the thin profit margins on out-of-town 
gigs. Once slacker-friendly, Central Austin is no 
longer affordable for a singer-songwriter eking 
out a living with a dream and a guitar. Could the 
famed Austin music scene be losing its vitality? 

Among those taking these concerns seriously 
is Mayor Will Wynn, who issued a proclamation 
in January making 2008 “The Year of Austin 
Music.” When speaking around town, the mayor 
carries the group’s audience-building message: 
Get off the couch, and go out to see at least one 
Austin band each month in 2008. (His mayoral 
self is a Band of Heathens fan, setting a good civic 
example with his frequent clubbing.) Together 
with Council Members 


While observers and even appointees initially 
regarded the task force with a certain de rigueur 
cynicism (“We’re herefrom the city of Austin, and 
we’re here to help?”) task force members have 
expressed real optimism that their efforts will 
yield meaningful, positive changes. 

“The Live Music Task Force was created 
because of Austin’s music crisis,” said member 
Jill George, who represents the Austin Music 
Commission. “The most dynamic asset of 
the task force was its ability to recognize the 
immediate emergency and quickly put aside 
self-interests that would hinder the solutions 
process. The LMTF rapidly moved into action 
thinking only of the global mission - protecting 
live music while preserving the quality of life!” 


Passion, Drive, and Energy 


Mike Martinez and 
Sheryl Cole, Wynn also 
launched in January a 
separate city initiative, 
the Live Music Task 
Force. Its charge: A 
holistic, searching look 
at the woes of our local 
music industry and 
recommendations for 
workable solutions. 

“Are we really the 
Live Music Capital of 
the World, and what 
are we doing to earn 
the right to keep that 
tide, in comparison with 
the rest of the country?” 
asks Bobby Garza, a 
musician appointed to 
the task force by his day- 
job boss, Mike Martinez. 
“That’s an appropriate 
question to ask periodi- 
cally, once you choose to 
give yourself that moni- 
ker. Are we doing all we 
can to maintain that?” 


The task force is no amateur-night act. The 
15 members appointed by Wynn, Martinez, 
and Cole in February include respected club 
and music-business owners: Steve Wertheimer 
(Continental Club), James Moody (Mohawk and 
Transmission Entertainment), Chair Paul Oveisi 
(Momo’s and Second Floor Management). Other 
members include working musician Adrian 
Quesada (Grupo Fantasma), promoter Charles 
Attal (C3 Presents), Rose Reyes (director of Music 
Marketing for the Austin Convention and Visitors 
Bureau), and city music and planning commis- 
sioners. They’re working on subcommittees with 
four related charges: helping live music ven- 
ues, helping musicians, resolving sound issues, 
and strengthening entertainment districts. “The 
Live Music Task Force has the passion, drive, 
and energy to take its

recommendations to 
the next level,” said 
George. “It’s an invest- 
ed, hardworking group 
delving into the meat of 
a broad range of inter- 
connected issues.” 

An even more power- 
ful harbinger of good 
things to come: Strong 
leadership from City 
Council members. 
Rather than assigning 
the usual administrative 
staff to support the task 
force, the mayor made 
it a top priority of his 
own chief of staff, Rich 
Bailey. Another long- 
time city staffer called 
such support “unbe- 
lievably rare.” A pas- 
sionate advocate, Bailey 
has been intimately 
involved in the details 
of the four subcommit- 
tees’ work, personally 
attending every pos- 


sible meeting and shepherding the group’s suc- 
cess. “You can’t get anybody who’s more sincere 
about helping live music and musicians,” noted 
Dillinger. Martinez demonstrated a similar level 
of investment by appointing Garza, his executive 
assistant, to the Task Force. Garza (who plays 
percussion and keys with Latin-power-pop band 
Maneja Beto) and Martinez (a sometime trumpet 
player) say they believe other council members 
are prepared to take meaningful policy action on 
the group’s recommendations, as well. 

“This is our chance!” said Oveisi. “The city has 
said, ‘We want to fix this, please be our guide.’” 

Oveisi, who owned storied-but-shuttered venue 
Steamboat in its final incarnation, notes that 
ramping up the health of the music scene will 
require action not just by the municipality, but 
also by venues, musicians, the private sector, 
and the broader community. He believes the No. 
f focus should be expanding the paying local 
audience for five music: “If audiences at shows 
quadrupled, all of these problems would natu- 
rally find solutions.” With so many well-advertised 
entertainment choices vying for Austinites’ limited 
time and dollars, the five music scene needs to be 
competitively promoted - not taken for granted. 

Oveisi pointed to two overarching solutions 
likely to rise to the top of the group’s recom- 


mendations. First, conduct a major marketing, 
outreach, and public awareness campaign to 
inspire Austinites to get out and hear local live 
music. Second, create and fund a dedicated, 
empowered city music office, with an ombuds- 
man to help venue managers navigate city 
departments. All task force members spoke of 
first tackling less expensive “low hanging fruit” : 
small changes the city could make to help live 
music venues with permitting, fees, parking, 
law enforcement, sound dampening, and com- 
piling comprehensive, centralized information. 

“The work that comes out of this task force will 
have far further-reaching implications than I think 
many folks realize right now,” said Martinez. 


The Stink of Success 


“Music can go away in Austin,” Dillinger 
warns. “There are maybe half a dozen clubs that 
are doing at all well. In 25 years, I’ve never seen 
it this bad.” Asked for hard evidence of a state of 
emergency, Dillinger admits the danger signs are 
largely anecdotal, but says that’s part of the prob- 
lem: No one has taken the local music industry 
seriously enough to gather good data on its health. 
“There’s no empirical data that will make people 
sit up and take notice. It doesn’t exist.” His non- 
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profit group’s website (TheYearofAustinMusic. 
org, soon to become SaveAustinMusic.com) cites 
data indicating that audiences for live music have 
decreased by 60% to 70% over the past 15 years, 
while Austin’s population has doubled, and that 
the pay scale for working musicians is “the same 
or less now than it was 20 years ago.” (A com- 
parison of Chronicle Live Music Venues listings 
shows that 10 years ago in July 1998, 160 venues 
were listed, including dance clubs; 178 venues 
are listed in July 2008. Could the real problem 
be that we now have some 8,000 musicians?) 

Said Rose Reyes: “If Austin residents, as well 
as visitors and tourists, really started going out 
- into the clubs, filling the seats - part of the 
problem would solve itself. Musicians are not 
getting paid well because they’re not getting 
big enough crowds.” 

Mohawk owner James Moody shares some of 
Dillinger’s concern. “Make no mistake, music 
in our town is threatened right now,” he said. 
“I’ve learned that on the task force. Musicians 
are really upset, saying, ‘We feel like this dra- 
matic growth has been built on our backs.’” 
As Austin makes all the Top 10 Cities lists and 
continually attracts new residents and growth, 
“we have to accommodate for that on the life- 
style side” asserted Moody. 

Yet he also noted: “On the emerging music 
side, on Red River, I don’t see the market declin- 
ing at all. We’ve been able to succeed and grow in 
concert with the other venues along Red River.” 
He observed: “We’re seeing tremendous growth 
on the independent side - you’re seeing that in 
South by Southwest. In order for our music scene 
here to grow with the market, that’s expanding 
nationally and internationally, we’re going to 
have to be able to afford to grow with it.” 

Economic development data gathered by the 
city shows that Austin’s music scene - both as 
a stand-alone industry and as a quality- of-life 
booster - stimulates the local economy annual- 
ly to the tune of nearly a billion dollars. (Among 
the resources posted to the LMTF website is 
“The Role of Music in the Austin Economy,” 
an enlightening 2001 study that analyzes the 
status of the music industry and its economic 
and fiscal impacts. It spurred little action when 
released, in part due to lack of council support, 
but its research and recommendations largely 
still hold.) The fun-time allure of our musi- 
cians, clubs, and festivals like SXSW and Austin 
City Limits helps to attract new business, desir- 
able residents, tourists, and conventions. 

“We trade on it every day; it’s very much a part 
of everything we do,” said ACVB Music Marketing 
Director Reyes, herself an enthusiastic clubber.

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Yet the city has never given the music industry 
the support enjoyed by other billion-dollar local 
industries, or even the local film industry Nor, to 
be fair, have musicians and local music industry 
players organized effectively to win that support. 
Dillinger and others suggested it’s (past) time for 
a trade association and for the city to headhunt a 
critical mass of music industry companies. A well- 
rounded group of companies is needed to provide 
all the support services required for musicians to 
play, showcase, record, publish, distribute their 
music, and grow careers from Austin. 

The sharp contrast between the city’s 
headline glow of prosperity and musi- 
cians’ relative poverty informs their 
sense of disenfranchisement. Certainly 
protecting Austin’s Live Music Capital 
of the World brand makes economic 
sense, but there’s also a social-justice 
imperative to dance to the tunes of 
them that brung us. While big companies 
make fortunes off our town’s hip-and-cool 
rep, the musicians they celebrate are missing 
out on the quality-of-life miracle: Many need 
charitable help from the Health Alliance for 
Austin Musicians and the SIMS Foundation 
just to see a doctor. Observes the HAAM web- 
site: “Austin is the ‘Live Music Capital of the 
World,’ yet many professional working musi- 
cians are self-employed and rarely have access 
to health insurance. Without insurance, they 
can’t afford preventive health care, includ- 
ing primary medical care, basic dental ser- 
vices and mental health counseling. ” The ugly 
truth, says Dillinger, is that cover charges are 
too low and tip jars too empty, making us a 
city inured to “desperate bands and desperate 
clubs” working hard but never getting ahead. 

Gelling It Done 

The first big-picture solution championed by 
Oveisi and other task force members - a major 
marketing/outreach/ education campaign - will 
require some serious funding. Local PR and cre- 
ative shops experienced in such projects pegged 
the cost at $25,000 for a solid plan alone, and 
$250,000 to $1 million for a yearlong campaign 
that could effectively “move the needle” on 
doubling or quadrupling audiences. A savvy 
effort would start with good research, establish 


a baseline, develop a strong plan, then imple- 
ment a campaign and measure the results. Local 
creative firms and talents would likely pitch in 
some pro bono services, but the profession- 
als warned against a “bake sale” mentality of 
underfunding such a challenging project. (The 
Year of Austin Music is already developing some 
public service announcements, but even media 
PSA spots are hard to come by these days.) 

David Rockwood, vice president for commu- 
nity relations at GSD&M, observed: “I think an 


effort could be made successfully to increase 
the live music scene in Austin. But would it 
increase fourfold? Will most Austinites really 
dedicate themselves to going out to see it once 
a month? I doubt it.” 

The other overarching draft recommenda- 
tion, creation of a city music office, faces 
hurdles more political and bureaucratic than 
financial. Why have obvious good ideas for 
how the city could assist the music industry 
previously failed to get implemented? It’s 
been nobody’s job. LMTF members thus are 
pushing for a music office to implement the 
recommendations adopted by council, then 
continue assisting the industry. (A side debate: 
Whether the music office should remain within 
Economic Growth and Redevelopment Services 
Office - most say yes - or move to the newly 
proposed Cultural Arts Division.) Many LMTF 
members also believe the Music Commission 
needs greater authority to enact solutions. 

Here the council support enjoyed by the LMTF 
recommendations will prove key. Signs to watch: 
whether council 1) decisively directs the city man- 
ager to create a music office or dedicated music 
staff, 2) puts money into the city budget to fund 
it, and 3) establishes specific expectations and 
a clear time frame for results. To control costs, 
existing city staff - e.g. Jim Butler, who currently 
oversees music, film, and interactive as manager 
of Creative Industries Development within the 


EGRS department - could be reassigned 100% to 
music and given the authority to enact solutions. 

Longtime city staffers emphasized it would 
be critical for a music office to have a clear 
charge from council and the city manager. 
Potentially, a music industry ombudsman staff- 
er also could reside within the mayor’s office. 

Will council put money where its mouth harp 
is? Members currently are studying, tweaking, 
and cutting the 2008-09 budget for the fiscal 
year that starts Oct. 1. Final LMTF recommenda- 
tions won’t reach council until a few weeks later; 
they’ll thus miss the budget cycle. But motivated 
council members are free to review the draft 
recommendations now. Martinez said, “There’s 
room for us to get some good stuff done quickly, 
tackle the low-hanging fruit first, and really plan 
for next year as well.” When rough LMTF budget 
figures are presented to him, which Martinez 
anticipated later this month, “At that point, I plan 
on asking how we can begin planning for what- 
ever comes out of the Live Music Task Force.” 

Swimming With Cats 

When interviewed, task force members 
weren’t very focused on fast-tracking projects 
into the 2008-09 budget, however. Does that 
mean key initiatives requiring city funding will 
get shelved for another year or 18 months? 
Possibly, but not necessarily. 

Wynn said that even though preliminary 
figures indicated a city budget shortfall for the 
next budget cycle, money still might be found to 
invest in the health of the local music indus- 
try. He pointed out that annual job growth 
of at least 2% is essential to stoke both the 
local economy and an ample city budget. 
As an economic-development driver, he 
noted, the live music scene contributes 
positively to overall employment: “The job 
growth that has saved the Austin economy 
this year is in the local, creative-class driven, 
entrepreneurial sector,” Wynn said. “The canary 
in that coal mine is live music. So, just like we 
found money to spearhead co-investments with 
the Chamber (with great results, I might add) five 
years ago - in a really, really tough budget - we 
need to find resources now to get serious about 
supporting the microeconomics of live music.” 

The Austin Chamber of Commerce’s 
Opportunity Austin initiative, launched in 
September 2003, set a goal of creating 72,000 
new jobs in five years and a $2.9 billion aggre- 
gate increase in payroll. Companies that stand 
to benefit from the economic growth stimu- 
lated have invested more than $12.8 million to 
finance the five-part program. Its strategies are 
already yielding gains: support and retain exist- 
ing companies, stimulate earnings, attract new 
businesses, make our region more competitive 
with rivals. A music industry spin-off could 
potentially focus on creating living-wage jobs 
for musicians and associated professionals. 

Meanwhile, on the microeconomic level, Rich 
Bailey wants to help and encourage bands to 
develop solid business plans. Others roll their eyes 
at the very notion. “The problem is the city thinks 
musicians are the ones who need to fix it,” said 
Dillinger. “But they can’t. They’re the creatives. It’s 
like asking a cat to go swimming. They can write a 
song that can change your life, but they can’t make 
sure your nightclub stays open.” ■

Helping Musicians 

Tip jars to transit 

As subcommittee members of the Live Music 
Task Force point out, every Austinite can help 
musicians simply by going out to hear their 
gigs. Pay a cover charge gladly: 80% to 100% 
goes directly to the band. If there’s no cover, 
put at least $5 to $10 in the tip jar - that’s 
likely the band’s only income for a three-hour 
gig, which represents a six-hour work day. 

Some venues give bands a percentage of bar 
sales while they play - close out your tab 
before the encore to put more money in band 
members’ pockets. 

Musicians would much prefer to earn a living 
wage, not rely on charity. So the best help the municipality could provide is an economic stimulus 
package to seriously support the music industry itself, resulting in job growth, better pay, and more 
opportunities for truly talented, hardworking musicians to build their careers in Austin. 

In the meantime, many musicians need a helping hand. The Health Alliance for Austin Musicians 
has neared its capacity enrollment of 1,000 musicians who lack health insurance; it currently gets 
no funding from the city of Austin. Some 67% of HAAM clients (who must verify musicianship) earn 
less than $15,000 a year; 65% are younger than 40. Under development by former state Rep. Ann 
Kitchen: a separate new low-cost health insurance plan that bands and other music industry profes- 
sionals could use to self-ensure, starting this fall. The SIMS Foundation provides mental health ser- 
vices, including suicide prevention and substance abuse help. 

Other needs the LMTF subcommittee has identified: new affordable housing, preservation of older 
central-city apartment complexes, business-side coaching and services for bands, more low-cost stu- 
dio and rehearsal spaces, even Downtown parking passes for gigs. Musicians desperately need savvy, 
professional career management; the city could headhunt to build this industry sector in Austin. 
Better mass transit citywide would help musicians with the cost of gas; in the same vein, efficient 
late-night transit service to entertainment districts could encourage more clubgoers. 



Music Venues Keep it affordable 

“I love this club; this is my heart and soul. A lot of the owners down here take it on the chin for 
their bands and their patrons and everybody else. You end up selling yourself short.” Heath 
Macintosh, proprietor of the Red Eyed Fly on Red River (and the Dirty Dog on Sixth Street), speaks 
for many owners of live music venues. 

Macintosh said he’d like the city’s help with rent control, operating costs, policing the homeless 
population, and cleaning up streets and alleys. He’d also appreciate an attitude adjustment by city 
staff who threaten to shut down his club for minor violations of ever-changing regulations. “When I 
have a proven track record of staying in compliance, and all my taxes are paid, and they’re still not 
willing to be flexible and work with me - it’s frustrating.” 

The venue subcommittee is working first on defining a live music venue, by a standard estab- 
lishing a minimum number of hours that musicians play and/or an associated percentage of reve- 
nues. Once clear criteria are in place, the city could assist venues that meet them. Under discus- 
sion: reducing or waiving direct city costs such as fees, taxes, utilities. An attractive incentive pack- 
age might also encourage bars and restaurants to qualify by booking more live music. 

Venues also need to get serious about 
helping themselves, Troy Dillinger pointed out. 
Do more marketing, build audiences, book 
and promote shows that can attract diverse 
clientele (e.g., earlier and family-friendly), 
help bands draw bigger crowds so they can 
earn a living wage. 

All the new condos Downtown have put new 
noise ordinance pressures on venues. Two posi- 
tive models cited: mutually supportive sound- 
abatement partnerships between 360 
Condominiums and Austin Music Hall, and Red 
River Flats with Mohawk and other Red River 
venues. But as Mayor Will Wynn’s Chief of Staff 
Rich Bailey notes, helping clubs survive financial- 
ly is job No. 1: “If you don’t have venues, music, 
and audiences, who cares about the sound?” 







Entertainment 
Districts Perks and nodes 

Here’s the big idea: Define more entertain- 
ment districts, where the city can encourage 
live music venues to concentrate and allow 
later hours (and perhaps louder sound). Then 
tailor incentive packages for districts that give 
live music venues helpful perks, extra city ser- 
vices, and a financial break. 

Currently, the city has just two official 
entertainment districts: Sixth Street and the 
Warehouse District. Paul Oveisi said the LMTF 
subcommittee may recommend a change to 
one big Downtown district, possibly as a zon- 
ing overlay. (Boundaries would be Lady Bird 
Lake, Lamar, 1-35, and a zigzag line to the 
north.) It would incorporate Sixth Street (13 current live music venues), the Red River District (11 
venues), and the Warehouse District/West Sixth/Congress Avenue (13 venues). Downtown, less 
restrictive sound levels and rules and hours of operation would apply. As for the perks and incen- 
tives, suggestions include parking assistance, loading zones, added security, late-night transit, tax 
breaks, publicity, and marketing through hotels. 

In addition, other “music nodes” around town could be defined as entertainment districts. 
Candidates that already have a concentration of live-music hot spots include South Congress (11 ven- 
ues), South First (three venues), South Lamar (five venues), and an Eastside district (seven venues). 
Certain new growth nodes - e.g., the Domain - also could make the list. Rules for districts abutting 
neighborhoods would be crafted sensitively to address the noise and traffic concerns of residents. 

Meanwhile, ROMA Austin is developing district recommendations as part of the Downtown Austin Plan. 
Their first phase report suggested that the city create an incentive package to encourage live music ven- 
ues to repopulate Sixth Street. Why? Its historic buildings offer unique character and appeal; the historic 
area also enjoys special protection from demolition and redevelopment. If the constellation of emerging 
music clubs along Red River is displaced by redevelopment after the Waller Creek tunnel is completed, 
those clubs could be assisted in relocating back to Sixth Street. But ROMA’s upcoming Waller Creek 
Master Plan also will incorporate spaces for (soundproofed) live music venues along the creek. 


Sound Issues Stop the noise! 

Same as it ever was: Eddie Wilson (whose own ears are shot) said at a recent task force meeting: 
“I’ve been fighting loud music since I started the Armadillo. I always tell them, if you want to hear the 
lyrics, turn it down!” 

A small number of Austin residents report they’re being assaulted daily - driven crazy in their own 
homes - by the music blasted by inconsiderate bad actors. The LMTF subcommittee has determined 
that virtually all the serious problems are coming from venues: 1) in residential neighborhoods, 2) 
with music on outdoor patios, and 3) that fail to employ professional sound engineers. The “all of the 
above” venues generate the repeated complaints. The worst offenders have outdoor sound stages 
right next to homes; for example, neighbors at a recent public meeting complained of Botticelli’s on 
South Congress and Freddie’s Place on South First. 

One much discussed solution is city subsidies to help with the high costs of venue (or home) 
soundproofing. Potentially, adding insulation and barriers could deliver a win-win by reducing both 
energy consumption and noise. Another likely recommendation is crafting distinct sound rules to 
suit three categories of venues: 1) temporary permits, 2) neighborhood areas, and 3) entertain- 
ment districts. Venue owners issued citations report that police officers often don’t know how to 

read their decibel meters; they’d like one well- 
trained officer dedicated to help them, not just 
bust them. 

An unintended consequence of the smoking 
ban inside clubs and restaurants has been the 
proliferation of outdoor patios with live music. 
These overwhelmingly are the source of noise 
complaints. One solution forwarded: Allow 
acoustic instruments only (perhaps with mini- 
mal amplification) on small outdoor patios next 
to homes. 

A previous run last year at revising the city 
noise ordinance further polarized neighborhood 
vs. club conflicts and frayed tempers. After the 
Music Commission and the Planning Commission 
delivered conflicting recommendations, council 
members moved to create the LMTF

$4 a Gallon Redux

On April 29, 2005, this column ran with the 
headline, “$4 a Gallon.” The opening paragraph 
went, in part: “America is like Wiley Coyote 
after he’s run out a few paces past the edge of 
the cliff - he’ll take a few more steps in midair 
before he looks down. Then, when he sees that 
there’s nothing under him, he’ll fall.” I wrongly 
predicted $4 a gallon gasoline by the spring 
of ’06, underestimating (as I often have) the 
perhaps admirable capacity of society to chug 
on “normally,” no matter what, for as long as 
humanly possible - a capacity enabled by our 
financial community creating credit and buying 
power out of thin air. But easy credit ended last 
summer. Since then, credit in general has dried 
up, and our financial entities are shell-shocked. 
“After a Rough Year, Nearly Half of Wall St. 
Bank Profits Are Gone,” headlined The New 
York Times on June 16 (p.Cl), a week after the 
national average for regular gas hit $4 a gallon. 

On Oct. 14, 2005, in a column titled “Things 
to Come: Part 2,” I predicted that oil would 
soon hit $100 a barrel and that it would cost 
$100-plus to fill many vehicles’ tanks. Readers 
accused me of “nonsense,” one faulting my math 
and my “poorly thought-out, barely researched 
. . . apocalyptic tripe.” (Yes, I saved that letter.) 
1 thought $100 a barrel would happen much 
sooner, but as I write, oil is $140, hovering 
between $135 and $145 this last month. Some 
predict worse, and they’re not low-rent predic- 
tors. On March 10, CNBC’s Street Signs reported 
that Goldman Sachs’ analysts “see oil prices as 
high as $200 a barrel.” On July 8, Texas oilman 
T. Boone Pickens told BBC World News America, 
“I think you could see $200 a barrel next year.” 

As for the $100 tank, my ’69 Chevy needs 
premium, so a full tank costs me roughly 
$80-90, depending on where I fill up (that’s 
why I’m not so happy about being so damn 
right). On July 6, The New York Times reported 
on its front page that “a new financial milestone 
has arrived: the $100 tank of gas . . . [because] 
Americans have bought 25.4 million vehicles 
with tanks 24 gallons or larger.” It now costs 
$121 to fill a pickup with diesel ( The New York 
Times, June 25, p.18); and, from the same arti- 
cle: “In 2003, the average suburban household 
spent $1,422 a year on gasoline. ... By April of 


this year - when prices were $3.60 a gallon - 
the same household was spending $3,196.” 

Take that in, then continue reading: “In 
March, Americans drove 11 billion fewer 
miles on public roads than in the same 
month the previous year ... the sharpest 
one-month drop since the Federal Highway 
Administration began keeping records in 
1942.” Yet oil goes up even as American con- 
sumption goes down. Once, that would have 
been impossible. Now, the U.S. demand no 
longer determines price, because 1,000 new 
cars a day hit the road in Beijing ( NBC Nightly 
News, June 22). “Emerging economies now 
account for more than half of global growth” 
(The Economist, July 5, p.13). For the last five 
years, 40% of global oil demand has come 
from India and China (ABC World News, 
March 15, 2005). The International Energy 
Agency reported that “by 2013, oil demand in 
developing countries will account for nearly 
49 percent of total global demand,” with 
China alone responsible for “almost a third,” 
and “decline in oil demand in the industrial- 
ized countries [like the U.S.] will be more 
than offset by [this] estimated increase in 
demand” (The New York Times, July 2, p.C4). 
That is why oilmen like T. Boone Pickens and 
the analysts at Goldman Sachs predict the 
price of oil will inexorably rise. 

Politicians and professional ranters blame 
speculators, but that IE A report “discounted the 
impact of speculation.” If you have the patience 
to read a lengthy article demonstrating why 
speculation is a tiny factor of the rising price 
of oil, try “Double, Double, Oil and Trouble,” 
The Economist, May 31, p.73. As much fun as it 
is to blame speculators and oil companies, and 
as certain as it is that some reforms would help, 
nevertheless the culprit is global demand, about 
which there is nothing we can do. 

George W. Bush, John McCain, and many 
others are calling for more drilling offshore 
and in Alaska. But “a recent study by the gov- 
ernment’s Energy Information Administration 
estimated that, under the best-case scenario, 
opening up the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge 
would reduce prices by $1.44 a barrel by 2027. 
Drilling in broader swaths off the continental 



United States wouldn’t affect prices until 2030” 
(The New York Times, July 6, p.BUl). Our oil 
companies have admitted as much. From USA 
Today, Oct. 25, 2004, p.17, under the headline 
“Energy Independence May Be a Pipe Dream”: 
“Simply put, many energy executives don’t 
believe America can free itself from dependence 
on foreign oil. ‘We do not have the resource 
base to be energy independent,’ ExxonMobil 
Corp. chairman Lee Raymond said in a recent 
speech. ‘We simply cannot avoid significant 
reliance on oil and gas from the Middle East.’” 
From 2005’s “$4 a Gallon”: “We may hobble 
along with more or less the same way of life for 
the next dollar or so of hikes, but at $4 America 
changes. Drastically. The ‘exburbs’ and the rural 
poor will feel it first and hardest ... interest 
rates [I should have specified credit card interest 
rates] and inflation will rise, while . . . property 
values plummet. Urban real estate will go up, so 
[workers] won’t be able to live near their jobs. 
... In the desert cities, real estate will plunge 
... [In 2008, Nevada and Arizona have the first 


and third worst housing crises, respectively.] . . . 
real estate values [in general] will depend on 
nearness to working centers and access to trans- 
portation. . . . Places with decent rail service will 
be prime. Places without rail service will be in 
deep trouble.” In “Things to Come: Part 2,” I 
also predicted that air travel would be hit hard. 
Both articles predicted a new reliance on rail. 
From “$4 a Gallon”: “[W]e’re not talking about 
the far future. We’re talking the next decade.” 
Some recent news, almost at random: 

“Fuel Prices Shift Math for Life in Far Suburbs”: 
“More than three-fourths of prospective home 
buyers are now more inclined to live in an urban 
area because of fuel prices” (The New York Times, 
June 25, p.18). “Schools Cutting Bus Service 
Because of Fuel Prices”: “Schools are making 
more students walk to school and axing buses 
for extracurricular activities, and more operate 
on four-day weeks” (USA Today, July 10, p.3). 
“A survey commissioned by Discover Financial 
Services found that 62 percent of respondents 
are changing their holiday plans because of the 
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higher gas prices, while 15 percent canceled 
vacations” ( The Wall Street Journal, July 10, 
p.A3). “Rural U.S. Takes Worst Hit as Gas Tops 
$4 Average” ( The New York Times, June 9, p.l). 
“High gas prices threaten to shut down rural 
towns” (USA Today, July 2, p.l). “In some rural 
areas, where people must drive long distances, 
and a pickup is more of a necessity than a life- 
style choice, filling up the tank can eat up nearly 
15 percent of a worker’s take-home income” ( The 
New York Times, June 17, p.20). “Travelers Face 
Deep Flight Cuts by Summers End”: “[Jet fuel 
prices] have climbed more than 80 percent in 
the last year . . . [ticket prices] may rise as much 
as 40 percent within the next four years. ... By 
years end, roughly 100 communities will be 
left without regular commercial air service, and 
that number may double next year” (The New 
York Times, June 28, p.l). “Air France Weighing 
High-Speed Rail Service” and “is looking into 
replacing some of its short-haul European flights 
... in partnership with a French train operator” 
(The New York Times, July 5, p.C2). “Ridership 
on Mass Transit Breaks Records” ( USA Today, 
June 2, p.l). “Travelers Shift to Rail as Cost 
of Fuel Rises”: “But the railroad, and its sup- 
pliers, have shrunk so much, largely because 
of financial constraints, that they would have 
difficulty growing quickly to meet [further] 
demand” (The New York Times, June 21, p.l). 
“Budget constraints are causing states and cit- 
ies to reduce rail and bus services. A survey of 
the nations public transit agencies released last 
month showed that 21 percent of rail operators 
and 19 percent of bus operators are cutting 
service”; this while “retail, restaurant, hospital 
and hotel employees who work in upscale cities 
often must look 30 to 50 miles from their jobs 
for affordable housing” ( The New York Times, 
June 29, p.WKll). “As Gas Prices Soar, Elderly 
Face Cuts in Aid,” and Meals on Wheels is hav- 
ing an especially hard time ( The New York Times, 
July 5, p.l). “Rising costs for fuel, food and labor 
are causing school cafeterias to raise prices” 
(USA Today, July 9, p.6D); the article notes that, 
nationwide, meat and meat alternatives are up 
11%, fruit and vegetables up 13%, bread 17%, 
and milk 19% - due to biofuel corn and diesel 
use. What will happen at $200 a barrel? 

On June 1, screaming about “soaring” 
food and gas prices, The San Fernando Valley 
Daily News headlined, “Enough Already!” But 
changes are just beginning, deeper than a 
mere recession, or even a depression. This is 
a societal shift of grand dimensions. Can you 
hold tight and stay loose at the same time? 
’Cause everything’s about to change. ■

If a county employee or elected official had and 
continues to have other health coverage and has continuously declined this county coverage since September 30, 2003, that person may 
receive an additional $184.86 per month. This amount may, at that person’s option, be added to their total annual FY 08 salary or placed in 
an IRS approved flexible spending account for the reimbursement of health care or dependent care expenses. 

2. The State Salary is the least state compensation received by any of these officials. If these officials have been employed by the state 
continuously since August 31,1 995, they also receive $ 1 ,026.86 as a “benefit replacement pay” supplement. The Legislature specifically said 
that this supplement is not “salary,” but it is included in the total amount received by these officials for purposes of comparing the salaries of 
other elected officials.

4. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. A supplement of $3,840.00 based on judicial longevity is 
added to and part of the salary of an official if the official has been an active county court or probate judge and held an elected judicial 
position in Travis County for at least 16 years. 

5. As of January 1, 2006, the Probate Judge was elected Presiding Judge of the Statutory Probate Judges of Texas for four years. For the 
additional duties as Presiding Judge he is paid $33,000 per year. 

6. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. A supplement of $2,880.00 is added to the salary of an official 
if the official has been an active Justice of the Peace and held an elected judicial position in Travis County for at least 16 years. 

7. This includes $4,800 paid for service on the Travis County Juvenile Board. 

8. Pursuant to Texas Local Gov’t Code § 1 52.052, the Commissioner Precinct 2 has requested that her compensation for FY 2009 be the annualized

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Industrious Anarchy 

The ACW is striving to keep the 
wrestling tradition alive in Austin

“Stone Cold” Steve Austin. The Undertaker. 
Booker T Terry and Dory Funk Jr. The legend- 
ary Von Erich clan. When it comes to profes- 
sional wrestling, some of the industry’s biggest 
names have come from Texas. But for all that 
history Austin has developed a reputation as 
“not a wrestling kinda town.” Darin Childs, 
pro wrestler and the man behind rising Austin- 
based promotion Anarchy Championship 
Wrestling, is trying to change that. “We’re all 
kinds of rebels and misfits who no one would 
take a chance on,” said Childs. “That’s how 
the Anarchy came about, because that’s what 
we’re about.” But what 
ACW really means is a 
lot of hard work and 
management deci- 
sions that, after a year 
and a half, are start- 
ing to pay off. “We’re 
definitely building up 
something that people 
can be really proud 
of,” said Childs. 

The shift from wres- 
tler to wrestling pro- 
moter came in 2006 
when Childs, his long- 
time tag-team partner 
Jacob Ladder, and 
Austin-based wrestler 
Rachel Summerlyn 
were on the road, 
wrestling bouts across 
the Midwest. Childs 
decided it was time 
to bring pro wrestling 
back to Central Texas, 
where so many great 
names had worked 
before. “My goal was 
always to make a pro- 
motion where the tra- 
dition could live on,” 
remarks Childs. 

But it was a tradi- 
tion that needed reviv- 
ing. The potted history 
of American pro wrestling is that indepen- 
dent promoters split the country into territo- 
ries administered by the National Wrestling 
Alliance, the industry’s governing body. They 
tried not to poach each other’s talent, their 
crowds, or their TV deals. In 1981, promoter 
Vincent Kennedy McMahon bought the World 
Wrestling Federation off his own father and set 
about dismantling the old territories by out- 
paying, out-promoting, and outselling every 
other promotion. Today, McMahon’s company, 
now known as World Wrestling Entertainment, 
is the global standard in wrestling, with three 
top-rated TV shows ( Monday Night Raw on the 
USA Network, Friday Night Smackdown on the 
CW and ECW on the Sci Fi Channel) and a 


constant touring schedule: It just posted first 
quarter 2008 revenues of $162.6 million. Bar 
a few newer promotions, like Ring of Honor 
in Pennsylvania and Independent Wrestling 
Association Mid-South in Kentucky and small- 
er independent outfits scattered across the 
country, the territories are almost completely 
dead. The goal for Childs is, in some way, to 
revive that local loyalty in Austin. 

But he had to start in San Antonio, long 
perceived as a wrestling town. Holding his 
first event on Jan. 14, 2007, Childs set him- 
self a double challenge: Hold as many events 
as possible, and keep 
the quality high. In 
one year, he held 33 
wrestling cards under 
the ACW banner, 
which in hindsight 
he called “ridiculous. 
We just wanted to see 
whether the territory 
system would work. 
In April, we had four 
shows just to see if 
we could do it. We 
did, but it was pretty 
rough.” Having proved 
he could make ACW 
work in San Antonio, 
at the beginning of 
2008 he started book- 
ing events in Austin 
and now alternates 
between the two on a 
monthly basis. 

For a local wrestler 
like Summerlyn, hav- 
ing a reliable home- 
town promotion is 
significant. Part of 
the Putski dynasty of 
Texas wrestlers that 
produced legendary 
former NWA American 
tag-team champion 
Ivan “Polish Power” 
Putski, the lack of 
outlets and other female wrestlers to work 
with here almost made her move to Chicago. 
While she saw a dearth of female wrestlers in 
Texas, the WWE and its nearest rival, Total 
Nonstop Action Wrestling, had started taking 
their women’s divisions seriously, hiring expe- 
rienced women wrestlers rather than training 
models to become wrestlers. “I saw on a mes- 
sage board, ‘Is this the golden age of women’s 
wrestling?’ and I really think it is,” Summerlyn 
states. With better promotion in Texas, “I’m 
wrestling independent wrestlers like [former 
World Championship Wrestling cruiserweight 
champion] Daffney and [TNA title contender] 
Mickey Knuckles.” Summerlyn still tours c on-

Standing on the shoulders of Mark Henry 


6 feet 1 inch. 380 pounds. When Austin- 
based Olympic-weightlifter-turned-professional- 
wrestler Mark Henry enters the ring, announcers 
call him the world’s strongest man. He is cur- 
rently one of the biggest names in sports enter- 
tainment, as his employers at World Wrestling 
Entertainment call it. His most recent bout in 
Austin, on Feb. 4, was in front of 13,001 
screaming fans in a packed Erwin Center. In 
June, he became the champion of ECW (one of 
WWE’s three top-rated TV shows, along with Raw 
and Smackdown) and the standard-bearer for 
the brand. “What it means is there’s a lot of 
trust and respect for what I’ve done,” said Henry. 
“For me to be the primary focal point on the 
show, it means that business is getting done.” 

Growing up in Silsbee in East Texas, neither 
strongman contests nor 
pro wrestling seemed 
to be in Henry’s future. 

Taking to the gym was 
just a way to be more 
competitive on the 
football field. “Every 
team that was a winner 
had a powerlifting pro- 
gram, so we started 
one,” said Henry. 

Silsbee High School’s 
coaches were faced 
with a freshman stron- 
ger than most college 
athletes. He became 
the superheavyweight 
backbone of their new 
powerlifting team, a 
three-time high school 
state champ and a 
Texas High School 
Powerlifting Association 
hall of famer. 

In 1990 he came to the attention of Jan and 
Terry Todd of the University of Texas at Austin’s 
Department of Kinesiology and Health Education. 
“We were at the state high school powerlifting 
championship, and more than one person said, you 
have to see this superheavyweight,” explained Terry 
Todd. “Over the years, I’ve heard that a lot, but we 
went over to see Mark and realized that he was 
something special.” They saw him do a 732-pound 
squat, 385-pound bench press, and a 705-pound 
dead lift (“My dead lift was pretty shabby back 
then,” said Henry, who set a world record in 1996 
of 935 pounds). “It was obvious that he had this 
almost unlimited potential,” said Terry. They moved 
Henry to Austin to train him to fulfill the ambition 
he talked about the first time they met. “He told us 
that day that his dream was to be the strongest 
man in the world,” explains Terry. 

Henry wasn’t the average competitive strong- 
man. He was a late starter for formal training. He 
wasn’t part of an NCAA program. He had the 
explosive strength of an amateur powerlifter rath- 
er than the control of an Olympic weightlifter. But 
he had an extraordinary physique. Two hundred 
twenty pounds at 10 years old, 412 pounds when 
he was 21, but faster and more limber than most 


men in his weight class. With his natural size 
combined with the determination Terry Todd rec- 
ognized, he soon became world and two-time 
national weightlifting champion, a two-time 
Olympian, and in 1995 he set the current 
unequipped squat world record of 948 pounds. 
“The fact that he’s such a nice young man is such 
a bonus,” said Terry. 

Just as Terry Todd helped Henry move from 
powerlifting to weightlifting, he was pivotal in 
moving him to pro wrestling, as well. Henry had 
first talked to WWE (then World Wrestling 
Federation) President Vince McMahon in 1994. 
“He understood that Mark was media-friendly 
and larger than life,” said Terry. But there was one 
last big weightlifting challenge. In 1996, he com- 
peted in the clean and jerk at the Atlanta Olympics 
with a ripped intercos- 
tal muscle to ensure 
the U.S. team got 
points, which Henry 
called “one of my 
proudest Olympic 
moments.” 

Like success in 
weightlifting, success in 
the ring took time. 

“This is my 12th year in 
the WWE, and I’m just 
now becoming champi- 
on,” said Henry. In 
wrestling parlance, he’s 
a monster, a physically 
dominating force. 

Sometimes he’s 
booked against smaller, 
more agile wrestlers in 
David and Goliath-style 
fights; other times, it’s 
against other giants in 
a battle of behemoths. 
“None of it’s easy, because any time you’re out 
there, your life is in somebody’s hands, and their 
life is in yours,” said Henry. “If I pick up anybody, 
whether it’s one of the biggest or smallest guys, 
they’re going to go down and hit the ground. It’s 
100 percent attention whenever you put your 
hands on anybody.” 

Most importantly, and almost miraculously for 
someone in both weightlifting and wresting, he 
did it clean. No steroids, no performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs, no human growth hormone. Calling 
Henry a true prodigy, “I could barely get him to 
take a dietary supplement,” said Terry. “He was 
asked, ‘Don’t you ever think, when you’re looking 
at the Eastern Europeans and the big Russians, 
what you could lift if you took steroids?’ He said, 
‘No, but I have wondered what those other men 
could lift if they didn’t take steroids.’” 

Even though he’s at the top of the wrestling 
industry, it’s no celebrity life for Henry. “We don’t 
have an off-season. We do 250 shows a year, 52 
televised shows per brand. That’s a lot of televi- 
sion and a lot of traveling,” said Henry. But he 
sees the championship as a responsibility and an 
opportunity. “It’s a lot to hold, but my shoulders 
are pretty wide.” - R.W.

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stantly: Being part of the ACW roster is like 
being in a house band that still gets to take the 
show on the road. “If you’re in this business 
and you don’t want travel, I don’t understand 
it,” she said. “I wouldn’t have been to the 
places I’ve been if it wasn’t for wrestling.” 

That travel is part of the uphill struggle that 
Childs faces. While he has attracted big-name 
indie talents like Jerry Lynn 
and “American Dragon” Bryan 
Danielson to earlier cards, and 
Chris Hero returns this week to 
ACW’s event at Dove Springs 
Recreation Center, indie wres- 
tlers are private contractors 
who try to book as many nights 
as close together as possible. 

“Texas is such a big state that 
it’s really hard for the travel 
situation, and a lot of promot- 
ers won’t pay to fly the guys in,” said Childs. 
“Say you live in Austin. It’s a 10-hour ride to El 
Paso, but if you live up in Philly, there’s New 
York and Detroit and the Midwest right there.” 
Many Texas wrestlers work in Mexico where 
they pick up elements of the high-flying dra- 
matic style of the luchadores. In 2002, Childs 
spent a year in Mexico City with the Asistencia 
Asesorfa y Administracion promotion, work- 
ing with big-name luchadores like Juventud 
Guerrera and Mr. Aguila. “The language barrier 
played in how I wrestled, because it made me 
a better wrestler,” he said. To get the crowd 
excited, and to tell the story of the match, he 
had to depend on his athletic abilities rather 
than the showmanship of bantering with the 
crowd. “It gave me a new appreciation for the 
business, and it gave my mom an opportunity 
to see me on TV” 


Childs decided it was time 
to bring pro wrestling back 
to Central Texas, where 
so many great names had 
worked before. 

That proximity to Mexico is part of what 
attracted ACW wrestler “One Man” Mike Dell 
to move to Austin. Dell grew up in New Jersey 
and studied wrestling under Gino Caruso at East 
Coast Professional Wrestling. He spent the first 
four years of his career working the Northeast 
circuit before moving to Austin in 2001. With no 
irony, considering his name, Dell holds down a 
full-time job with Apple and recently earned an 
associate degree in paralegal studies. At the same 
time, he got to wrestle big Mexican names like 
the skull-masked superstar La Parka. “He didn’t 
know much English, and I was so nervous before 
that match. But the match came out so enter- 
taining,” said Dell. “La Parka gave me a hug.” 

Dell thanks Caruso for teaching him not just 
wrestling moves but how to be a real performer 
(pro wrestling is, after all, physical theatre). “I 
look back at my matches [for ECPW] , and they 
were basic. But he wanted to make sure your 
matches were together, they were speedy, and 
you knew how to tell a story,” said Dell. Having 
a regular promotion in Austin means he gets to 
work with the same people, building up a more 
complicated backstory (in wrestling parlance, 
an angle) than just bad guy (heel) against good 
guy (face), and letting him do more than just 
rerun the same match over and over again. “I 
always ask what the storyline is, so I know 
what the psychology is,” he explained. 

After 11 years in the ring, Dell has seen 
many Central Texas promotions fail and has the 
scars, bruises, and broken promoter’s promises 
to prove it. “It’s been a long 
road, and I have my aches and 
pains,” he said, but he’s putting 
his faith in Childs’ ability to 
succeed where other promoters 
have failed. “If anyone’s going 
to do it, it’ll be A CW” he said. 

What Childs says he is not 
trying to do is compete with 
the WWE: His is a small start- 
up company, and he sees the 
last year and a half as invest- 
ment time, building up credibility and brand 
awareness. “A lot of people want to pinch pen- 
nies to say that they’re in the business to be 
in the business,” he said. “Business practices 
that wouldn’t be acceptable anywhere else are 
acceptable in wrestling. I don’t want to be the 
guy that leaves the wrestlers stuck at the air- 
port. Everyone’s check clears.” Having toured 
extensively, he has credibility on the wrestling 
circuit with workers that trusted him with their 
safety and now trust him as a promoter. “It’s all 
completely because of the hard work we put in 
on the road. I have these friends who aren’t just 
looking for a payday and really want to help.”

As Austin moves inexorably closer to becom- 
ing one of the premier entertainment centers 
in the country, it becomes easier and easier to 
lose sight of the massive arts community this 
city has always had. So for those of us who 
value our sense of community even more than 
the national recognition, loving a program like 
Summer Stock Austin at St. Edward’s 
University comes naturally. “This is our fourth 
season,” says SSA’s artistic director, Michael 
McKelvey. “The university 
used to do summer the- 
atre, and then finances 
being what they were, 
they took a year off from 
it. Then when I came to 
work here, I promised the 
dean I would help bring 
summer theatre back to 
the Mary Moody Northen 
Theatre. Instead of just 
using college students 
and some professionals, 
which was done before, 
we took the educational 
tack. Now we have pro- 
fessionals guiding college 
students and college stu- 
dents mentoring high 
school students.” 

They also have a lot of 
community affiliations, and they need them, 
because students participate in the program 
without having to pay tuition. According to 
McKelvey: “That’s unique. We haven’t found 
another program in the country like it. We run it 
all on a $50,000 to $55,000 budget, with half 
of that coming from ticket sales and the other 
half from private donations. St. Ed’s donates in 
kind. They give facilities, which are most impor- 
tant, and support staff. We also have an associ- 
ation with Zilker Theatre Productions. They give 
us access to all their sets and prop inventory 
and advertising in their programs. They treat us 
like a little brother.” 

While mounting full productions of Oklahoma! 
and Bat Boy: The Musical in true rotating reper-

tory, as SSA is doing this year, might seem like 
enough for one summer, the program also will 
enhance its strong community ties by affiliating 
with Trouble Puppet Theatre Company to stage 
an original production of Jack and the 
Beanstalk. McKelvey very much wanted to 
reach out to the entire Austin community, and 
the Trouble Puppet folks, who commonly do 
very adult puppet shows, very much wanted to 
appeal to a younger audience, so it’s a seren- 
dipitous marriage. “We just 
launched our youth program 
this year,” says Connor 
Hopkins, the artistic director 
and driving force behind 
Trouble Puppet, “so it was 
just a piece of fortunate tim- 
ing that Michael got in touch 
with us and said, ‘Hey, we’d 
be interested in having a 
kids’ show as part of 
Summer Stock.’ And we 
said, ‘Hey, we’d be interest- 
ed in developing one.’ It’s 
great to be able to come 
here and have a group of 
performers who have ability 
and real interest in learning 
something new and espe- 
cially to have these kinds of 
resources behind us.” 

If you get to see Jack, expect considerably 
more than your usual hand puppets and mario- 
nettes. “A lot of times I like to play with the 
scale of things,” says Hopkins, and that’s 
exactly what he’ll do in Jack, with a live actor 
playing the daring boy but a puppet climbing 
the cloud-scraping beanstalk. And there will be 
a giant, of course, but not one that can neces- 
sarily be contained in even the spacious con- 
fines of the Mary Moody Northen Theatre. Now 
that sounds like something big enough to get 
the kids out of the house for. - Barry Pineo

“This is a happening.” 

That was Allison Orr’s reaction when she 
first ventured into the Playland Skate Center 
a few years ago and witnessed the crowds 
of Central Texans on wheels. “People you 
would think would never do this are out 
there, moving in ways that you just wouldn’t 
think they would,” says the choreographer 
and artistic director of Forklift Danceworks. 
“They’re like flipping upside down and lifting 
each other off the floor. And it’s very diverse 

- racially, classwise. All different kinds of 
people. It seemed like this performance 
already happening.” So Orr figured why not 
make it a true performance - a dance pro- 
duction based around skating, starring peo- 
ple who skate? 

It was a natural step for a dance-maker 
who has worked choreographically with 
Austin firefighters and Venetian gondoliers, 
with infants in strollers and women over 60, 
with dogs and the people who walk them. Orr 
often sees beauty in 
natural movements by 
people (and animals) 
who are untrained as 
dancers, and when she 
builds a dance around 
a particular community 

- as with the firefighters and gondoliers - 
she invites members of that community to 
participate in it. It’s a way, she says, of 
developing relationships with people in the 
community and celebrating the community. 
Once she saw the skaters at Playland, a 
dance made sense. “This is a community 
that really has something to celebrate,” she 
says. “That’s really what it’s about. A lot of 
these people are performing, and I’m just 
giving them an opportunity to do their thing.” 

Starting in January, Orr and Theresa Hardy 
and Ann Berman, her dance partners from 
last year’s Elvis extravaganza The King & I, 
began skating at Playland on a regular basis 
and would approach people they thought 
might want to be in the show. “One of the 
first people I asked was the roller-skate 
instructor, Michael - Mr. Roller Skate, as he 
prefers to be called,” says Orr. “He was like: 
‘Hell yeah, I’ll be in your show.’ And he 


knows everybody. We watched and wrote 
down who we really liked, who really caught 
our attention. We wanted a diverse look, so 
we asked lots of different kinds of people. 
Pretty much everybody said yes and is really 
excited about doing it.” 

Unlike The King & I, the dancing in Skate! A 
Night at the Rink won’t be created primarily by 
Orr. “I’m not the choreographer,” she is quick 
to insist. “To most people, I’m just saying, 

‘Do what you always do right here.’ It’s really 
me letting these people show themselves.” 
These people include some competitive 
figure skaters, a few Texas Rollergirls, a 
team of jam skaters, and Jerry, a 71-year-old 
transplant from Chicago who has been skat- 
ing since 1943. “Most of them started at 2, 
3, 4 years old, and all of them have stories,” 
says Orr, so woven into the soundtrack will 
be recordings of people telling their tales of 
the rink. It’s a way for the audience to get 
closer to these skaters figuratively, but every- 
one who comes will get 
closer to them literally, as 
well. Chairs will be set up 
on the rink itself - two 
rows along one long side 
of the oval - so audience 
members can feel the 
whoosh of air as the skaters breeze past. 

Expect plenty of quintessential skating-rink 
music: Michael Jackson’s “Don’t Stop ’Til 
You Get Enough,” Kool & the Gang’s “Get 
Down on It,” Donna Summer’s “Last Dance,” 
Journey’s “Don’t Stop Believing” (“That’s the 
only way I could ever figure out how to cho- 
reograph to Journey,” confesses Orr), and 
some vintage organ music recorded live by 
Jerry at a rink in 1956. 

Don’t expect to see Orr in the spotlight 
though. Beyond a childhood fixation on the 
movie Xanadu, she had little personal con- 
nection to the rink. “It’s not like I love skat- 
ing myself,” she admits. “I’m not a good 
skater. I mean, I’m pretty bad. My idea was: 
‘I just want to see this happen. I just think 
this would be really amazing. We could get 
lights and music and make them all focus, 
and we could call it a show. Wouldn’t that 
be really cool?”’ - Robert Faires

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In Dreams 


Camera in hand, 
D'Ette Cole makes , 
images that bridge 


the gap between 
night and day

If you ask Austin artist, designer, photog- 
rapher, graphic designer, and stylist D’Ette 
Cole about the latest inspiration for her work, 
you should be ready for a yawn. Literally 
As her new, almost encyclopedic website, 
www.ettaindustry.com, illustrates, this woman’s 
mind is buzzing with visualizations, ideas, and 
designs long past the hours when the rest of us 
have shut down and moved into sleep mode. And 
it is precisely sleep that is motivating her now. 

“In the past year, almost simultaneously 
with beginning this new work, I started think- 
ing about the amount of time that we spend 
asleep ... or that we’re supposed to be sleep- 
ing,” says Cole. “Eight hours is a third of a day, 
so we’re supposed to sleep a third of our life. 
I’ve always seen sleep as a chore and drug my 
feet from the time I was little through adult- 
hood, but I’ve always had a very active and 
vivid dream life. I realized that I was living too 
much in my waking life and not participating 
as fully as I should in my sleeping/dream life.” 

On so many levels, Cole’s work and life is 
dreamlike. Whether you’ve caught her efforts 
in styling and artistic direction for CDs, books, 
and magazines featuring Patty Griffin, Patty 
Loveless, and Shawn Colvin or seen her art- 
work in MTV’s The Real World: Austin or heard 
about her acclaimed show in Marfa during 
2006 ’s Chinati Open House Weekend, you’re 
still seeing only a fraction of what Cole is up to. 
Famed in vintage circles for her former haunts, 
including co-ownership in South Congress’ 
funky-finds mecca Uncommon Objects, Cole 
might be called something of a visual docu- 
mentarian. She has an eye for the underappre- 
ciated and a way of raising found mishmash 
to artistic heights. Yet to call what she does 
“creating” would be a misnomer: Cole works 



with what she is given, produces from what 
she finds, and by juxtaposing light, texture, 
materials, and bodies (be they human, furni- 
ture, or font), she reveals a potential that seems 
to have been waiting for her to find it. 

While it is difficult to peel away parts of 
Cole’s work from one another, her most recent 
photography is really something of a pinnacle 
in her processes to date. Moving from a love of 
vintage inanimate objects to living, breathing, 
and revealing human subjects has opened up 
entirely new ranges of the given for this artist. 
Cole loves to recount how her experiences 
photographing people are centered on the 
decentering role of surprise. 


As Cole says, there is intimacy in this body of 
work, yet at the same time it reminds its view- 
ers that there is distance between what is seen 
and who is seeing it. Using a layered method 
of photography that pairs digital cameras and 
vintage ones (circa 1940s) allows Cole to cre- 
ate visible fingerprints of technologies we now 
expect to be invisible. The specks that show 
up on her images are created solely by the 
imperfections of the vintage lens she employs. 
In a time when Photoshop could add the same 
imperfections, there is something essential 
about these marks being lens-made for Cole’s 
work. They are the reminder that, in waking as 
in dreaming, we are never given direct access

“I think people put up a facade, a public 
face, their perception of how they want to 
be seen by the world,” she says. “It’s also an 
awareness that they’re being observed, espe- 
cially by a camera. I think that it’s impossible 
for the subject to maintain that front. It’s those 
instances when, for just a second, the camera 
catches the in-between moments; those are 
the golden ones. It’s an incredible exchange, 
a spark, that occurs between subject and 
photographer. It does at times feel intimate 
in nature, because I think it’s hard for people 
to reveal vulnerability, but that’s often when 
people are at their absolute most beautiful.” 


to the “real”; it always comes through filters, 
through processes, whether they’re part of the 
human visual and/or memory systems, which 
are so close, so intimate, that we often forget 
they are in operation. 

Beyond this theoretical interpretation of 
Cole’s latest body of photographs are the 
bodies pictured in her images - from the doll- 
like white skin of the female models to the 
bodies of light that seem to wrap every inch 
of material and space. In the collapsed layers 
between lens marks, figures, and backdrop, 
the two-dimensional object quality inherent 
to photography is accentuated, and the formal 


qualities of each shot are clear and prominent. 
Color and texture lead as formal criteria: In 
Dots , the legs of Cole’s model wash forward 
into the white plane of the vintage French 
polka-dot umbrella she holds and are height- 
ened in color by the 1970s coral chair that 
sits behind her. In Alone, the patterning of an 
intricately tattooed midsection runs into the 
trailing 1820s French quilt serving as a back-

drop. These elisions in line are met by elisions 
in time throughout Cole’s photographs. But 
even as the work edges toward the timeless, it 
seems, more richly, to be time-ful. For instance, 
while a model in Blue holds her hands to her 
stomach, it is both a vintage gesture and a very 
contemporary recognition of body and sweat, 
which merge to give this image a natural beauty 
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that speaks to the current heated conditions of 
the photograph and the classic elegance of the 
woman’s pose and clothing - all before a mod- 
ern backdrop of Marimekko fabric. Stripes runs 
a similar gamut, as the model poses as an early 
pinup girl might have but in modem shoes and 
set apart from all other period clues. 

While Cole would be thrilled to find the right 
gallery partnership in Austin for her photogra- 
phy - which, when printed, scales to 40-by-40 
inches - each of the pieces mentioned will 
soon be able to be seen on her new website, 
and commissioned work is always possible. 

On theme with her photographic style, 
Cole’s way of working with what is given 
results in a very cool mix of timely ingenuity 
and savvy reuse when it comes to interiors. 
Collaborating with local craftsmen on recent 
projects, Cole designed a 15-foot media center 
from recycled sorghum-based building materi- 
als, followed by a forged iron and blown glass 
chandelier finished in a style that she calls 
“metal lace.” The results are stunning, sus- 
tainable objects of “living” art. Other spots of 
Cole’s evolving design work turn up around 
town in commercial venues: On Second Street, 
she has been the retail design, merchandising, 
and styling consultant for both Finch and Wee, 
and her hand is visible in the inventive layouts 
and displays for both stores. 

“I create the context - set the stage - for the 
event to occur, whether it’s a residence, retail 
environment, wedding/event, photo shoot, etc.,” 
she says. “When working with clients, it’s para- 
mount that my work reflect that client’s view- 
point, whether it be a house, a store, an event, a 
video shoot, etc. I can go in and design and style 
a space to look like I live there, or ‘D-edit-ify 
it, as my friends say, but it’s so important that 
my client’s interest, tastes, and personalities are 
reflected in the work that I do. That it absolutely, 
positively makes sense to them.” 

A personalized microcosm of her larger 
projects about town, Cole’s own home will 



be featured in Cottage Living magazine in 
October. In the meantime, this genre-spanning 
artist can be found in her front-yard photog- 
raphy studio or anywhere about town with a 
camera in hand, bridging the gaps she per- 
ceives between night and day. “I’m a lucky 
girl,” she says, “and hopefully this isn’t just a 
really good dream sequence.” ■

TWO WARS: ONE HERO'S 
FIGHT ON TWO FRONTS - 
ABROAD AND WITHIN 

by Nate Self 

Tyndale House Publishers, 

400 pp., $22.99 

Nate Self is a bona fide war hero, who as 
a U.S. Army Ranger captain in 2002 led his 
platoon on an ill-fated rescue mission to an 
Afghanistan mountainside. 

Tied down for hours by enemy 
fighters and waiting desper- 
ately for reinforcements and 
air support, seven of Self’s 
group were killed, and he was 
wounded - among the very 
first casualties of the war - 
and he subsequently received 
a Silver Star for valor, a Bronze 
Star, and a Purple Heart. (The 
story gained greater fame last 
year, when NBC’s Dateline 
reconstructed what it called 
the “Rescue on Roberts Ridge,” 
after the dead Navy SEAL 
whom Self and his men were 
sent to rescue.) Self, a native 
Texan, also spent some time in Kosovo, as 
well as Iraq, and eventually returned home 
with the severe psychological wounds of post- 
traumatic stress disorder, the second of his 
book’s “two wars”: “the war with real bullets 
and blood and dying, and the one with much 
worse things than dying.” With the help of 
family, friends, and military health care, Self 
recovered from the worst effects of PTSD, and 


his book is in part a recounting of his recov- 
ery and his subsequent work in reaching out 
to other veterans still in need of healing. 

The heroic action of the rescue on Takur 
Ghar Mountain centers Self’s tale rather than 
dominates it. The bulk of the lengthy book is 
devoted to his life story as a military man, 
via West Point and then the Rangers, and dis- 
plays the uneasy combination of martial zeal 
and evangelical Christianity 
now so endemic to U.S. 
military culture. One doesn’t 
doubt either Self’s gung-ho 
zest for soldiers and soldiering 
or his religious devotion (at 
one point he convinces himself 
that he has not blasphemed 
under fire, only prayed aloud). 
But at length, it finally seems 
odd that he embraces without 
question the unlikely affinity 
between U.S. militarism and 
Christian zeal: “It seemed 
that [God] even had a plan to 
take those worse things and 
use them to make greater 
things.” In this, at least, fighting 
Muslims in Kosovo or Iraq, or al Qaeda forces 
in Afghanistan, we have become the mirror 
image of our enemies. 

“Two wars” is frankly a low estimate for the 
number of combat operations, physical and spiri- 
tual, that Self and his comrades signed up for.

THE POLITICAL MIND: WHY 
YOU CAN'T UNDERSTAND 21ST- 
CENTURY AMERICAN POLITICS 
WITH AN 18TH-CENTURY BRAIN 

by George Lakoff 

Viking Adult, 304 pp., $25.95 

“We know that we do not know our own 
brains,” writes cognitive scientist and linguistics 
professor George Lakoff in his 
latest book, The Political Mind: 

Why You Can't Understand 21st- 
Century American Politics With 
an 18th-Century Brain. A no- 
brainer, I think. After all, I can’t 
explain how I think about what I 
think about. What is up with all 
those millions of neurons mak- 
ing billions of connections and 
firing a hundred times a second 
into my complex circuits? 

But it’s more than not under- 
standing the complex inner work- 
ings of our brains. Most of the 
time, we don’t even know what 
we’re thinking. Lakoff writes that 
people are unaware of 98% of 
the thinking their brains do, and his latest call 
to action - a call to progressives to get up off 
their yoga mats and fight conservatives in an 
ongoing culture war, in which “the main battlefield 
is the brain” - is about trading in 18th century 
Old Enlightenment reasoning, which discounts 
unconscious thought, for 21st century reasoning. 
Lakoff’s New Enlightenment, based on 30-year- 
old discoveries about the brain, challenges the 
Old’s notion that reason is conscious, universal, 


disembodied, logical, unemotional, value-neutral, 
interest-based, and literal. He encourages pro- 
gressives to rethink how they think and how 
they reason in order to better interpret political 
language and advocate more effective progres- 
sive policy. Lakoff credits the Republican Party 
with building think tanks and developing expertly 
crafted language to influence voters (i.e., the poor 
and the uninsured who vote with 
their minds on Christian values 
and a fear of terrorists). “America 
was founded and developed as a 
progressive country, and it is cru- 
cial that its values be reclaimed 
and extended to fit the needs of 
our century,” he writes. 

The Political Mind is writ- 
ten with a candid, forthright 
tone, which makes for an eas- 
ily digestible read despite its 
occasional meta, textbooky 
tendencies. By breaking down 
conservative, progressive, and 
neoliberal modes of thought 
and demonstrating how each 
embeds cultural narratives and 
metaphors into the human brain, Lakoff simul- 
taneously enlightens and establishes a good 
case for necessary change. However, I was a 
bit put off by the author’s narrow targeting: not 
the average American, nor even the average 
progressive, but progressives with his shared 
moral view. But I guess that’s the whole point.

THE LAST RESORT 

It was a spur-of-the-moment decision to check 
into the Hyatt Regency Lost Pines Resort 
and Spa, near Bastrop. I just needed to get 
away from everything last week; the North Pole 
wouldn’t have been too far. The allure of driving 
only 40 minutes to be away from it all was irre- 
sistible, so my sister Margaret and I made reser- 
vations, packed our bags, and hit the road. We 
arrived around 9pm - a mere two hours after 
we’d made the reservation - just to be told that 
the room we’d reserved was no longer available.

We took a late-night stroll around the grounds: a 
lavish spread with a separate spa, golf course, 
hike-and-bike trails, horseback riding, ponds, and 
virtually every other amenity. We ended the stroll 


with a rest in a double hammock, watching the 
impossibly large stars scattered across the sky. 
But it wasn’t until the light of day, when we 
awoke, that we realized just how family-oriented 
the Lost Pines Resort is. Children were every- 
where : children shrieking in the pool, children 
shrieking on the lawn, children shrieking in the 
hallways. Thousands of children, it seemed like, 
and I began to regret that we hadn’t more care- 
fully considered our choice of getaway. I began 
to think that we’d checked into Romper Room 
instead of a lush resort. I can remember when 
the name Hyatt was like the name Hilton: Both 
conjured up luxurious, pristine, first-rate accom- 
modations, but now, both seem to have dumbed 
themselves down to cater to a lower common 
denominator. My best suggestion would be for 
resorts like these to also provide a more sophis- 
ticated, adults-only wing. Be that as it may, I had 
four hours of relaxing body treatments to look 
forward to, and boy howdy, was I ready for that! 
Indeed, stepping into Spa Django was like 
entering another world. The graciously appointed 
space enticed with fragrant vistas and softly 
inviting privacy. My masseuse, Rachael, had the 
hands of an angel, and I virtually slept through 
that, the mud wrap, and the reflexology, awaken- 
ing to quiet and gentle words telling me my ses- 
sion was over. I then availed myself of the 
sauna, steam room, private spa-only pool, and 
the shower that sprays from all sides, as well as 
trying all the free amenities such as razors, 
shaving cream, aftershave, toothbrush, tooth- 
paste, combs ... they even let me keep my spa 



slippers, a pair of stylish black slides with a 
clear smoke-colored instep that I’ll wear until 
they disintegrate. 

Dinner at Shelters Barrelhouse Bar was 

just fine, except that Margaret kept ordering 
delicious but laborious Brandy Alexanders 
that made our drink orders take for ever. And of 
course Margaret knew the house band that was 
playing. Musically speaking, overall, the resort 
was very thoughtful about the music selection - 
not just Texas-oriented but very Austin-centric 
music throughout, on the phone while waiting 
for room service, in the hall, the lobby - Willie, 
of course, but also Shelley King, Lyle Lovett, 
Eliza Gilkyson, etc. Another big plus was that 


the grounds were relatively bug-free, except for 
the peculiar infestation of tiny flies in my room. 

While we’re back on the subject of rooms, a 
notable amenity is the portable, handheld magni- 
fying mirrors. Margaret loved it for make-up (she 
could even carry it to a window for natural light- 
ing), and I liked it for examining every single 
pore and wrinkle on my face. On the downside, 
the personal-care products provided in the 
rooms (by Portico, which is the same brand the 
Radisson uses, if that says anything) were so 
heavily scented with eucalyptus that you have to 
really love that fragrance to make it bearable. 
Eucalyptus is an acquired taste, and I’d recom- 
mend something more generally appealing. But 
the beds and bedding were faaabulous - like 
sleeping on clouds ... and I slept a lot. More spa 
services made the days delightful, but I refused 
to enter into the mini-Schlitterbahn-like pool, 
fearing that it was at least 75% kiddie urine. But 
once the land was dark and quiet, Margaret and 
I hopped the fence, grabbed some inner tubes 
and floated in the moonlight to our hearts’ con- 
tent. Or at least until the first beam of the secu- 
rity guard’s flashlight hit my face. “Pool closes 
at 10!” spoke the voice behind the beam. “So 
sorry,” I said, “we had no idea.” The guard was 
pleasant - even funny. He gave us towels and 
Margaret said sheepishly, “I guess this isn’t the 
first time you’ve caught people swimming after 
hours.” “No, ma’am,” the guard drawled, “but 
at least y’all had your britches on.” ■

RIO'S BRAZILIAN SAUCES AND PASTRIES 


www.riosofaustin.com 

After a recent trip to Brazil, I found 
myself missing many of the marvelous 
foods that I got used to enjoying every 
day. Lucky for me - and the rest of 
Austin - we have Rio’s Brazilian cui- 
sine. Partners Ben Googins and 
Elias Martins (a native of Rio de 
Janeiro and former Castle Hill Cafe 
chef) use family recipes and traditional 
ingredients to bring an authentic slice 
of Brazilian culinary culture to our city. 

Their staple products are salgadin- 
hos, a general term used to describe 
Brazilian savory pastries. They are a 
common street food in Brazil, typically 
enjoyed for lunch or as a mid-morning 
or afternoon snack, and also popular 
fare at parties. Martins currently 
makes six to eight different flavors 
and styles that change weekly and are 
available for sale at the Downtown 
Farmers’ Market. The Risoli de Frango 
com Requejao (chicken pastry with 
handmade cheese) and Risoli de 
Camarao (shrimp pastry) are deep- 
fried, half-moon-shaped pockets of 
goodness; the Pastel de Ricota e 
Espinafre (handmade ricotta and 
spinach) and Pastel de Abobrinha e 


Musarela (zucchini, summer squash, 
and mozzarella) are baked vegetarian 
turnovers with an incredibly flaky 
crust; the Empadao de Palmito 
(hearts-of-palm cupcake) is probably 
my favorite, with a tangy filling of 
palmito, green peas, and carrots 
encased in a flaky savory cupcake. 
Other flavors include Empadao de 
Berinjela Japonesa (Japanese egg- 
plant); Kibe (also known as Bolinho 
de Carne), a popular Brazilian take on 
the Lebanese favorite; and the new 
vegetarian Empadao made with soy 
chorizo and a plethora of veggies. 

To spice them up, add a touch of 
Rio’s unique line of sweet-spicy sauces 
made with Brazilian malagueta pepper. 
The 12-ounce bottles come in original, 
mango, and pineapple-coconut flavors. 
All are perfect as a zingy salad dress- 
ing, marinade, or dip, and are available 
at the Farmers’ Market and at Whole 
Foods. A few select salgadinhos are 
served at Drogo’s Cafe do Brasil, and 
they can be found prepackaged with a 
side of sauce - along with a fabulous 
Brazilian salad - at Royal Blue Grocery 
and Emerald City Press.

The cupcake business is exploding in 
Austin!

Proprietor and pastry chef Olga Lee 
topped off her UT chemical engineering 
degree with a degree from culinary school 
and launched the new Austin business 
after a great deal of recipe development. 
The result is an elegant line of dainty and 
delicious individual cakes in interesting 
flavors, topped with luxuriously rich Swiss 
buttercream. Olga also creates distinctive 
decorated sugar cookies and special-occa- 
sion cakes. Campus-area construction 
makes getting to her shop somewhat of a 
challenge, but it is definitely worth the 
trip... In another neighborhood, passionate 
home baker Olivia O’Neill is a few weeks 
away from the debut of Sugar Mama’s 
Bakeshop (1905 S. First Ste. A, 
590-1002). O’Neill’s neighbors in the 
Bouldin Creek area have been taste-test- 
ing her old-fashioned cupcakes, miniature 
Bundt cakes, cookies, and bars for a cou- 
ple of years, and they have assured her 
she is ready for retail.

Beyond the Spritzer 

Cooling off with summer wines

The J At Home' Strategy 

The Greeks described the dog days of sum- 
mer as the time “when the seas boiled, wine 
turned sour, dogs grew mad, and all creatures 
became languid, causing to man burning fevers, 
hysterics, and phrensies,” (Brady’s Clavis 
Calendarium, 1813). 


Well, forget the sour wine part, but the rest 
seems to be true. This is when wine lovers are 
looking for something cold, crisp, and delicious. 
One of the best recent discoveries is Kirkland 
Ranch Estate Chardonnay ($9), made from 
Russian River fruit and with a touch more acid- 
ity than a normal California Chardonnay. There’s 
one catch: You have to have a Costco card. It’s 


their house brand. If you like your Chardonnay 
in the food-friendly French style, Louis Jadot’s 
Macon Villages ($13) is a tasty alternative you 
can find all over town. 

Washington state is currently the most excit- 
ing area in the United States for wine. The 
humbly named Magnificent Wine Company is 
the brainchild of crazy Charles Smith (see 
photo), who takes Washington Chardonnay, 
Riesling, and Muscat and blends them into an 
unctuous, dry wine with balanced fruit and 
acids. And, in a “why didn’t I think of that?” 
moment, he named it House 
Wine ($10). 

Farming brothers Butch and 
Jerry Milbrandt have been 
growing some of the best grapes 
in Washington for years, includ- 
ing the ones that go into 
Charles Smith’s premium wine, 

K Syrah Milbrandt. Now the 
Milbrandt men are taking some 
of their prime grapes and mak- 
ing wine on their own. Their Milbrandt 
Vineyards Traditions Pinot Gris ($12) style 
is just about in the middle of the oily density 
of Alsace’s Pinot Gris and the light refresh- 
ment of Italy’s Pinot Grigio. It’s a bargain. 

Eroica ($25) is another Washington winner. 
It’s a joint venture between German icon 
Ernst Loosen of Dr. Loosen winery and 
Chateau Ste. Michelle, and it brings the best 
of both worlds. It has big aromas and just a 
touch of sweetness. It would make an ideal 
match with Vietnamese food. 


Lake Sonoma Winery Dry Creek Valley 
Sauvignon Blanc ($16) is an ideal picnic 
wine. It has enough acidity to match with a 
range of foods, or it makes a good aperitif. It’s 
also a nice example of the Sauvignon Blanc 
grape’s pineapple and grass aromas. Have it 
alongside a salad topped with grilled peppers 
and goat cheese and dressed with just olive oil 
and a light spritz from a fresh lemon. 

Sparkling wine is a good idea in any weather. 
J Vineyards & Winery’s J Cuvee 20 Brut 
NV ($25) is their lowest-priced wine, but 
you’d never know it: It’s clean 
and refreshing, with lemon and 
toast aromas. It goes with any 
food, or it’s fun just to drink. 
Ditto for Schramsberg’s Brut 
Rose ($35). It’s also toasty, but 
the extra Pinot Noir adds straw- 
berry and cranberry aromas. 
Both wines would taste great 
with grilled fish. 

For those who still want red 
wine, two of the best I’ve come across lately 
are big, intense bruisers from California. 
Cline Cellars’ Ancient Vines Mourvedre 
($15) is as good a version of the grape as I’ve 
had from California. And for those who fell 
under the sway of 2004 sleeper Sideways and 
have forsworn Merlot, Jacuzzi Family 
Vineyards’ Rosso di Sette Fratelli ($20, and 
yes, that’s the same Jacuzzi that’s in a lot of 
people’s tubs) is dynamite stuff that will turn 
your head around. It’s available only at the 
Austin Wine Merchant. 
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The 'Road Trip' Strategy 

Austin is surrounded by wineries. Every one 
of them has at least one good wine, and many of 
them have stacks of it. Find a designated driver 
(each person on the trip has to give them a bottle 
of wine) and within two hours, you can be at the 
tasting room of one of more than 30 wineries. 

For a nice day trip, start early and head out 
Highway 71 West, toward Spicewood. Just past 
the little town of Spicewood, on the left, is a 
turnoff for Spicewood Vineyards. There’s a 
tree-shaded porch, a pretty vineyard, and a his- 
tory of making great 
Sauvignon Blanc. This 
place is under new 
ownership, but they 
are committed to tak- 
ing the past glories of 
the winery and mak- 
ing them even better. 

Try the Spicewood 
Vineyards Semilion 
Reserve ($20), an elegant, rich wine that 
would be wonderful with a cold roast chicken. 

From there, head to Johnson City (go west on 
Highway 71 and then south on Highway 281). 
Once in town, look for FM 2766, the road to 
Pedemales Falls State Park. Fess than a mile on 
the right will be Texas Hills Vineyards, a place 
committed to earth-friendly, sustainable practices. 
They also make some great wine, and the choice 
here for a refreshing, cold bottle is Due Bianco 
($10), a blend of Pinot Grigio and Chardonnay 
that smells a bit like a honeydew melon. 


From there, head to Stonewall (take Highway 
290 West) for a stop at perennial crowd-pleaser 
Becker Vineyards. They make more than 20 
wines, but for summer refreshment, pick their 
Viognier ($15), a wine that will remind you of 
peaches and paperwhites. Becker is the winery 
that started the Texas Viognier gold rush. Now 
there are probably 30 wineries making Viognier, 
and it has become Texas’ signature grape. 

Head back to Austin via Driftwood (take 
Highway 290 East, then RR 12 South). Driftwood 
Vineyards sits on the left, about halfway between 
Dripping Springs and Wimberley. The view out- 
side the tasting room 
is from a hilltop across 
Gary Elliott’s meticu- 
lously gardened vine- 
yard. When Elliott 
was just farming, he 
provided a good per- 
centage of Becker’s 
original Viognier 
grapes. After seeing 
their success, he decided to open his own win- 
ery. So the best thing to do is get a bottle of his 
Viognier ($12), and compare the two. 

From there, food beckons, and both the Salt 
kick (where you can take your own wine) and 
Damian Mandola’s Trattoria Fisina are nearby. 
Trattoria Fisina, besides having spectacular 
food, sits above Mandola’s vineyards. Mandola 
Estate Winery specializes in food-friendly 
wines with a considerable amount of palate- 
refreshing acidity. The end of a nice day, and 
Austin is just an hour away. ■

BATMAN: GOTHAM KNIGHT 

Warner Home Video, $29.98 

Set between the events of Batman 
Begins (2005) and this summer’s 
The Dark Knight, Batman: Gotham 
Knight offers six animated visions of 
the Caped Crusader as envisioned 
by six unique anime directors and 
six different writers. This third origi- 
nal direct-to-DVD release in the DC 
Universe Original Animated Movies 
line loosely weaves the divergent 
pieces into a coherent storyline. 

As expected, the stories dif- 
fer radically in artistic styles and 
overall quality. The first install- 
ment, “Have I Got a Story for You,” 
written by Josh Olson (A History of 
Violence) and directed by Shoujirou 
Nishimi ( Tekkon Kinkreet), plays 
successfully with the Batman-as- 
urban-myth motif and serves as the 
ideal opening segment. The final 
contribution, “Deadshot,” scripted 
by longtime Batman contributor 
Alan Burnett and directed by Jong- 
Sik Nam, with 
animation 
production 
by Madhouse 
Ltd., intro- 
duces the 
self-titled 
high-society 
gentleman 
killer-for-hire. 

Showcasing 
the most fas- 
cinating villain 
in the film, the sequence effectively 
wraps up the loose ends of the 
previous chapters. The in-between 
segments range from pretty good 
(“In Darkness Dwells”) to intrigu- 
ing (“Working Through Pain”) to 
abysmal (“Field Test”). The latter, 
with a first-time scripter, Jordan 
Goldberg ( Dark Knight associate 
producer), and direction by Tsubasa 
Chronicle's Hiroshi Morioka, fails 
as both a story and as an art 
piece. The inane, d i ff i c u I t-to-f o 1 1 o w 
story features a nearly unidentifi- 
able Bruce Wayne. Thankfully, the 
producers wisely hired longtime 
Batman voice actor Kevin Conroy, 
who unifies the various artistic 
visions of the Dark Knight. 

The two-disc set contains two 
excellent documentaries (especially 
the entertaining Bob Kane biog- 
raphy); an interesting preview of 
the dynamic-looking, forthcoming 
Wonder Woman film; a boring audio 
commentary that offers little insight; 
and four bonus episodes from 
the classic Nineties’ Batman: The 
Animated Series.

If you had the inclination, or the nascent technol- 
ogy, in 1983, you might have hit pause on a lumber- 
ing VCR to read the fine print as it blinked across 
the screen: “The Sudan Surprise” and “The Middle 
East Heavy” - a mulitculti roundup of WWF 
stars, early Eighties edition? And just what kind 
of over-the-counter cream will it take to uncatch 
“The Cuban Provocation” and “The Hong Kong 
Variation”? Or how about “The English Thrust”? 
Sure, it’s got a beat, but can you dance to it? 

These are but a few of the names of the 
Armageddon offensives faux-launched by a trigger- 
happy supercomputer in WarGames, the 1983 
blockbuster that chilled to the bone anyone who 
had newly installed an Apple He in the family room. 
The supercomputer’s military name, by the way, is 
WOPR, or War Operation Plan Response, and 
bless such Eighties stalwarts as Dabney Coleman 
and Barry Corbin for being able to say with straight 
faces a name that sounds like Burger King’s mar- 
quee menu item. Toss in the giggling relics of dot 
matrix printers and floppy discs, and you’d think 
WarGames had aged itself out of relevance. 

You’d be wrong. Though the WOPR (or Joshua, 
as it’s more affectionately known) belonged to a 
whole decade consumed with man-made robotics 
with a mind of their own (see also: Space Camp’s 
Jinx, D.A.R.YL.’s tragic boy-bot, and Short Circuit’s 
Number 5), if anything, worry over the rise of our

machines has only increased. Still, contemporary 
cultural relevance shouldn’t be the only reason 
to celebrate the 25th anniversary of WarGames 
(also making the shortlist: a surprisingly sharp 
script and the singular joy of watching baby-faced 
Matthew Broderick try to save the world and get 
to second base with Ally Sheedy during one heady 
countdown to nuclear annihilation). 

You could celebrate the anniversary from the 
comfort of your own home - the film’s getting 
a new DVD release with a whole host of extras 
- but wouldn’t it be more fun to do so in a one- 
night-only movie screening surrounded by other 
Cold War junkies? National CineMedia’s Digital 
Content Network (which previously has piped live 
comedy shows and Metropolitan Opera matinees 
into your neighborhood multiplex) will digitally 
deliver WarGames into AMC, Cinemark, and Regal 
theatres nationwide on Thursday, July 24. In addi- 
tion to the feature, new interviews with cast and 
crew will be screened. Also on tap is a sneak peek 
at straight-to-DVD sequel WarGames: The Dead 
Code , which might cause you to wonder if nothing 
is sacred . . . but then, the makers of the new Red 
Dawn reboot have already answered that one for us.

TXMPA RETAINS ITS BIG D LOOK 

The Texas film industry may be united 
through the Texas Motion Picture 
Alliance, but it seems the Dallas member- 
ship understands something that is foreign 
to Austin filmies: Rule No. 1 is to show up. 
Some 55 people boarded a bus in the 
Metroplex to attend the recent annual 
TXMPA meeting in Austin. Another 40 or so 
drove down by themselves. Austin’s total 
representation was in the range of 20. The 
result? Meet new TXMPA Prez Don Stokes 
of Dallas, who replaces Meredith 
Stephens of Dallas, who replaced Hector 
Garcia of Dallas. Austin entertainment 
attorney Clark Richards is vice president. 
Geographic rivalry aside, the TXMPA sets 
course at a crucial time, with an unofficial 
goal of convincing the Texas Legislature to 
up the state’s 5% incentives approved in 
2007 to 15% in the 2009 session. Louisiana 
and New Mexico offer 25%, and those crazy 
(and I mean that literally) Michiganders 
offer up to 42%. 

FORGET THE RUMORS: WHERE'S 
'RED SOI 1 1 V SHOOTING? 

Are secretive director Robert Rodriguez 
and actress Rose McGowan kaput as a 
couple? The New York Post says yes; People 
magazine says no. Are they engaged to be 
married? I, frankly, couldn’t care less about 
film folks’ personal lives. But I do care 
about the movies they make, and McGowan 
has been rumored as the lead in not one, 
not two, but three upcoming Rodriguez proj- 
ects: the delayed Barbarella remake, possi- 
ble television series Women in Chains, and 
the remake of Red Sonja. If you’re wanting 
to sift the gossip-filled tea leaves, note that 
Rodriguez will only serve as the producer on 
the latter, which will indeed star McGowan 
and is slated for an October start, according 
to Variety. Look instead for longtime 
Rodriguez assistant director (dating back to 
The Faculty ) Douglas Aarniokoski to direct. 
And, no, it likely won’t be filmed in Austin. 
Early reports had incentive-happy Michigan 
as a likely landing spot, but apparently they 
don’t have the film’s requisite forest. I’m 
just as interested to see that Rodriguez’s 
co-producer on the film is Boaz Davidson. 
Maybe he can talk Rodriguez into an Austin- 
shot reimagining of his teen comedy Lemon 
Popsicle (or its American remake The Last 
American Virgin). I can dream, can’t I? 

AND THE REST ... 

Bid farewell to Waterloo Video, which 
will exit the rental biz on Aug. 16. No wor- 
ries; the venerated Waterloo Records will 
continue in a spruced-up state with a remod- 
el planned this summer. Rush down for a 
major sale of rental DVDs... Will Moore 
received the Action on Film International 
Film Festival’s award for Best Director for 
his work on Cowboy Smoke. The film is also 
up for Best Western and Best Fight 
Choreography at the fest... The Austin Film 
Society has announced panelists for this 
year’s Texas Filmmakers’ Production 
Fund. They are Sean Baker ( Take Out), 
Cheryl Dunye ( The Watermelon Woman), 
and Juan Carlos Zaldivar (90 Miles).

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Not So Secret and Not So Special

OMG! Nothing makes you feel, like, more 
old than seeing a “very special afterschool 
special” theme from your youth become the 
subject of a full-fledged TV series. While there 
is something to be said for having those for- 
merly hush-hush subjects lose their stigma, 
it’s rather frustrating to realize that TV is still 
resorting to the same old stereotypes. Nothing 
has changed. The haircuts just got better. 

On the surface, it looks as if the ABC 
Family series The Secret Life of the American 
Teenager is out to do something radical. The 
website (where you can watch full episodes 
of the original series) invites you in with the 
tagline, “We’re doing something different.” So 
I was really looking forward to “something dif- 
ferent” when it came to The Secret Life - that is, 
something that would admit in a real and can- 
did way that teenagers are thinking about, want- 
ing, and having sex. While there is a lot of talk 
about sex on The Secret Life, how it approaches 
the subject is not particularly candid, nor is it as 
different as the ABC Family tagline promises. In 
the end, it’s downright disappointing. 

At the center of the series is Amy Juergens 
(Shailene Woodley). She’s the resident “virgin” 
in the virgin-saint-whore triumvirate of the series 
- the good girl who goes to band camp a virgin 


and comes back knocked up. The resident saint 
is Christian cheerleader Grace Bowman (Megan 
Park). The whore is Adrian Lee (Francia Raisa). 
And wouldn’t you know: The whore is dark and 
voluptuous, the saint is pretty and blond, and 
good-girl Amy barely looks like she’s finished 
going through puberty. 

That Amy got pregnant after the first try 
isn’t as shocking as her description of losing 
her virginity. Because of the determination to 
keep Amy nice, her description sounds like a 
soft-focused rape instead of what was probably 
a fumbling, rushed, and awkward first experi- 
ence. But that couldn’t be the case, because 
that would imply that Amy wanted to have sex. 
And nice girls don’t want to have sex, do they? 
And if they do, they certainly don’t enjoy it. 

On the other end of the spectrum is the 
saintly Grace, who has taken a vow of chas- 
tity until marriage, sending her very horny 
football player boyfriend Jack (Greg Finley) 
into the arms of Adrian. That secret tryst is 
short-lived, with Grace concluding that boys 
will be boys, just like her dad told her in the 
obligatory “I know what teenage boys want” 
talk. Grace decides to forgive Jack (she is a 
good Christian, after all). But she tells him 
he must respect her wishes to wait, which 


is apparently easy for her since she has 
absolutely no sexual desire whatsoever. That 
is not the case with Adrian, who has appar- 
ently been doing it forever. But even as the 
most experienced of the trio, Adrian is no 
more sexualized than a vase. And this is what 
disturbs me the most about The Secret Life of 
the American Teenager - that the discussion of 
female sexuality is absolutely nowhere to be 
found. None of the girls, including Adrian, is 
particularly sexual (sexy, yes, but not sexual). 
Sexual pleasure, curiosity, and desire are only 
spoken of in terms of the male experience. 
Does Adrian enjoy sex? Well, of course not 
- she’s merely lonely, we learn in the second 
episode. And since she’s the bad girl that 
we’re supposed to eventually love, she can’t 
enjoy sex in the same physical, primal way 
we’re led to believe the boys do. For boys, sex 
is necessary and natural. For girls, sex only 
matters when you’re married - or, if you want 
something (power, control, material wealth). 
Ironically, the one stable couple in the group 
is two Asian kids, Henry and Alice, who are so 
asexual that I thought they were brother and 
sister until I read otherwise on the website. 

Series creator Brenda Hampton ( 7th 
Heaven ) deserves some props for talking about 



a serious topic in a family-friendly way. I think. 
At least the idea of teens having sex is out of 
the closet in this otherwise amiable series. That 
it does so singing another verse of the same old 
song leaves me, like, bummed.

“We really try to get out there as many 
ways as possible,” confides Los Lonely 
Boys’ bassist Jojo Garza. “We’re down to 
play anywhere we can at any time if it’s going 
to help our career and help us reach more 
people.” For the release of the San Angelo- 
based trio’s third studio album, Forgiven, earli- 
er this month (see “Band of Brothers,” July 
4), that translated into appearances not only 
on The Tonight Show With Jay Leno and in 
Zilker Park for KGSR’s ongoing Blues on the 
Green series but also at four Wal-Mart stores 
across Texas. “It gets us onto the shelves, a 
part of the whole Wal-Mart chain,” Garza 
adds. “It’s not the only way we could reach 
people in those places, but it definitely makes 
it a lot easier. It’s a beautiful thing. It doesn’t 
feel unnatural at all.” 

Wal-Mart is now the largest music retailer 
in the States, holding an estimated 22% mar- 
ket share, which has allowed the corporation 
to sign exclusive agreements with artists like 
Bryan Adams, Journey, and reportedly, 
AC/DC. The Eagles’ comeback double disc, 
2007 ’s Long Road Out of Eden, which was 
sold exclusively through Wal-Mart for $11.88, 
was the third bestselling album of the year, 
pushing more than three million copies. The 
store is also exclusively offering the Los 
Lonely Boys’ new DVD, Live at the Fillmore, a 
two-and-a-half-hour set from 2004, while its 
version of Forgiven boasts two bonus tracks. 

“I don’t think that exclusive deals neces- 
sarily create new fans or new sales for a 
band,” offers John Kunz, owner of Waterloo 
Records, which carries Forgiven on double 
vinyl. “What it does is it shifts fans from buy- 
ing music from where they normally would to 
where they have to go to get it.” Like many 
music outlets, Waterloo purchases and 


restocks roughly a dozen titles that are exclu- 
sive to stores like Wal-Mart and Target. It’s 
also a member of the Coalition of 
Independent Music Stores, which formed 
Think Indie, a distribution company that ser- 
vices about 200 indie retailers, including End 
of an Ear, with its own exclusive content, 
ranging from Tacks, the Boy Disaster’s Oh, 
Beatrice EP to Roky Erickson & the 
Explosives’ Halloween: Live 1979-1981. 

More so than exclusive releases, which are 
usually reserved on the national level for 
more established artists, it’s the pricing at 
big-box retailers that’s costing traditional 
record stores their collective lunches. 
Beginning in 2006, Best Buy shifted its 
emphasis for loss leaders - items sold below 
cost to entice consumers into making more 
profitable purchases - toward indie bands, 
placing albums by the likes of the Arcade 
Fire and Broken Social Scene on sale for 
$7.99. Escalating matters further, Billboard 
reported in March that Wal-Mart is proposing 
a five-tier pricing scheme that would list hit 
albums at $10 and budget titles at $5. 

“The chains can sustain the loss because 
they’re making up for it elsewhere,” says 
Encore Records, Video & Apparel’s Charles 
Lokey, who often purchases new videos for 
the store through Fry’s Electronics and Wal- 
Mart, as they’re normally priced $4-5 cheaper 
than through traditional wholesale distribution. 
“If I sell 500 things at a $5 loss, I’m in serious 
trouble. The price pressure they put on us is 
continuous. I simply can’t compete on that 
level, but Wal-Mart will never carry a lot of our 
products. When any serious metalhead sees 
our selection, I guarantee they’re not going to 
shop elsewhere for it anymore. ... Think global- 
ly. Shop locally. What more can you really say?” 



MR. CARTER 


Rappers are only as good as their self-proclamations. New Orleans native Lil Wayne, who 
notched more than one million copies of his latest, Tha Carter III, in its opening week, has 
billed himself as the Greatest Rapper Alive since 2005. In comparison to blockbuster arena 
productions by Jay-Z and Kanye West, his 90-minute set at the Travis County Expo Center 
on Thursday felt like one of his underground mixtapes, a woozy and oft-kilter career-spanning 
assortment littered with verses from his countless cameos, including opener Shawty Lo’s 
“Dey Know (Remix)” and Juvenile’s “Back That Azz Up.” The multi-instrumentalist (he played 
an electric guitar and bass for a total of two minutes) delivered more punch lines than Richard 
Pryor, his “Pussy Monster” freestyle rivaling the comedic ingenuity of CB4’s “Sweat From My 
Balls,” while his codeine drawl and radioactive imagery in hits like “Fireman” and “Lollipop” 
could’ve glowed in the dark. Equally captivating and confounding, Wayne’s a man of his word.

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Younger Than Yesterday 

Brothers and Sisters just wasn't made for these times

As Austin starts giving way to the flat, barren 
stretch of road to Houston, east on Highway 290, 
the metallic sheen of Uncle Bob’s Self Storage 
glints in the dusky sunlight. The atmosphere 
is bleak inside the gated compound, one side 
flanked by a field of brown grass and the other 
by the industrial drabness of a lumberyard. A 
few straggling movers rush to unload trucks into 
the outside units before the light fails. 

Behind the rows of generic garage doors, 
memories lie packed in boxes. Accumulated 
histories gather dust, everyday artifacts not 
quite abandoned but left to the half-life of 
homelessness. Halfway down a sweltering 
hallway, Brothers and Sisters unpacks the past 
with sonic abandon. Bright harmonies and 
jangling guitars ring out with an unexpected 
swell, careening off the concrete and metal 
facades. The music casts the entire complex in 
an incongruous glow. 

The inside of the 25~by~20~foot practice 
space looks like a teenager’s basement haven. 
A beaten, faded couch sits opposite a mini- 
fridge, freshly drained beer bottles scattered 
among the myriad of instruments. A crumpled 
banner of the Beatles stares down on the band 
from the corner, the only decoration save for 
a set list roughly staked into the carpet-coated 
walls with a screwdriver. 

A box fan propped in the hallway struggles 
to circulate air as the Austin sextet bursts into 
“I Don’t Rely,” from the band’s new sopho- 
more album, Fortunately. With their backs to 
the doorway, Will and Lily Courtney pitch 
their harmonies toward the chorus, wisps of 
the latter’s blond hair flirting with the breeze. 
An unlit cigarette hangs from Ricky Ray 
Jackson’s mouth as he works his pedal steel 
alongside Daniel Wilcox’s twanging lead gui- 
tar. Dave Morgan steadies the rhythm on bass 
while Greg McArthur rattles the thin walls 
with each drumbeat. 

Brothers and Sisters is a band broken from 
time and place. Their music steeps in nos- 
talgia for idyllic, 1960s California pop rock, 
where the Beach Boys meet the Byrds to sing 
alongside the Mamas & the Papas. It’s a sound 


joyfully thriving in the slipstream of anach- 
ronism, more at home in the stacks of vinyl 
likely left sweating and forgotten inside the 
adjacent storage units. 

Time Between 

Pulling up a chair outside of Quack’s on 
38V2 Street, Brother Will looks like he just 
wandered out of Topanga Canyon in the L.A. 
hills, circa 1970. Large, aviator-tinted sunglass- 
es obscure the parts of his face not hidden by 
his long hair and thick beard. His domineering 
build, cloaked familiarly in denim, is offset by 
a soft smile and gregarious friendliness. 

“You know, I wanted to make movies all 
my life,” he says. “I got a video camera when 
I was 10 and just started making movies with 
all my neighborhood friends and sister. I really 
wanted to be a director. It’s kind of the same 
thing with producing records. I never really 
wanted to be the actor or the lead singer in 
a band. Some people really thrive off of that 
kind of attention, but I really just like doing it 
all, being behind the scenes.” 

Both Courtney children seemed destined 
for music from birth. Their mother, award- 
winning Christian singer Cynthia Clawson 
(see “All in the Family”), went into labor with 
Will while recording in a Nashville studio. 
Lily, two years younger, was in utero on the 
Grammy stage as her mother performed six 
months pregnant to music’s biggest names. 

The family moved frequently when Will 
and Lily were young, their mother’s career 
and father’s writing shifting them between 
Nashville, Houston, and Louisville, Ky., until 
they eventually settled in Austin in 1999. 
Amid the constant relocation, the siblings 
absorbed a musical education rifling through 
their parents’ piles of vinyl. 

“We weren’t afraid of our parents’ records 
as kids. A lot of people get turned off by that, 
and we weren’t,” attests Will. “In seventh 
grade, I listened to Randy Newman exclu- 
sively, and looking back at it, I’m like, ‘Man, 
what a dork!”’ 


BROTHERS AND SISTERS 

Fortunately (Calla Lily) 

Cracking open the cellophane wrapping the cardboard sleeve of 
Fortunately, one can sense the sunshine within. The disc doesn’t 
disappoint. Brothers and Sisters’ second effort is big, bright, 
and balmy. It doesn’t travel far from their debut, but it’s a step 
up in songwriting, from the propulsive “You’re Gone” to psyche- 
delic soundscape “The Trees Are Bare.” There’s also the sense 
that although singer and songwriter Will Courtney steers this 
local ship, his band has matured in ways that anchor his boyish 
tendencies. AM radio pop sensibilities abound, catch the ba ba 

baa’s of “That’s How It Goes” and the sibling harmonies, with sister Lily Courtney, of “Wash 
Away.” While the country-rock vibe and near orchestral vocals evoke comparisons to the Byrds 
and the Beach Boys, there’s a subtle reflection of latter-day popsters like Let’s Active and 
Continental Drifters, as well. With short bursts of delight and affecting moments of serenity, 
Fortunately doesn’t time travel as much as expose the possibilities of today’s pop music.

If Will’s California dreamin’ originated 
with his parents’ LPs, it was cemented when 
he moved to L.A. in 2001 to work as a pro- 
duction assistant in the film industry. Music 
soon took center stage as the glitz and glam- 
our of the West Coast became less tenable 
with his plans. 

“I decided I was tired of doing the L.A. 
thing,” he says. “I mean, I love L.A., don’t get 
me wrong, but it’s just so expensive, and the 
music just wasn’t working out the way that I 
wanted. I thought I was just going to come here 
and try to do a band and run a record label.” 

Will returned to Austin summer 2005 with 
a specific sound reverberating in his head and 
visions of the collective he wanted to build. 
He made prospective members show him 
their record collections, looking for the flour- 
ishes of psychedelic country and pop that he 
could already hear. He started with someone 
whose taste he knew was impeccably attuned 
to his own: Lily. 

“When I moved here, I told her that we 
have to be in a band together and forced her 
to do it,” Will laughs. “It was impossible to 
get her to go out and perform. She’s just very 
shy. And the funny thing is she’s a really 
good actress. She’s got this natural ability to 



perform, but she’s so shy that nobody would 
really know that.” 

By the end of the year, Will had assembled a 
loose ensemble of friends and artists to record 
Brothers and Sisters’ eponymous debut, released 
early 2006 on the Courtney family’s own Calla 
Lily imprint. Their shows were ebullient affairs, 
cramming the stage with harmonizers and tam- 
bourine shakers as they delivered easy back- 
porch anthems for hazy summer evenings. 

My Back Pages

All in the Family 

While Brothers and Sisters’ sound hearkens 
back to the harmonizing icons of the 1960s and 
1970s, Will and Lily Courtney’s inspiration origi- 
nates closer to home. Their mother, Cynthia 
Clawson, is a renowned gospel singer, releasing 
more than 20 albums in her career and garner- 
ing five Dove Awards from the Gospel Music 
Association. In 1981, she won a Grammy for 
Best Gospel Performance for her recording of 
“The Lord’s Prayer.” 

A preacher’s daughter, Clawson grew up 
singing in churches and graduated from 
Howard Payne University in Brownwood, Texas, 
with a degree in vocal performance. She even- 
tually caught the attention of CBS, which hired 
her to host the musical variety show The CBS 
Newcomers. While her powerful and soulful 
voice quickly established her as a leading gos- 
pel artist, her socially progressive views began 
to clash with the increasingly politicized reli- 
gious movements of the 1980s. 

“I got in trouble,” she says with light laugh. 
“[Family Research Council founder] James 
Dobson, years ago, took me off all his radio sta- 
tions because I was singing with a gay men’s 
chorus in Dallas, and he didn’t like that. 

Politically, I’m just not where so many of those 
people are, and they know it. When I sing some- 
thing like ‘What About the Children,’ which is an 


anti-war song, they get very upset and won’t let me 
come back to their church to sing again. And that’s 
okay. I’ve found a lot of people that are like me.” 

Among those who still eagerly welcome 
Clawson’s music is the congregation of the for- 
mer Tarrytown Baptist Church. Now known as 
the Sanctuary, Clawson and her husband, writer 
and actor Ragan Courtney, became the de facto 
pastors almost a decade ago and contribute 
their artistic flair to the services. 

“Our worship services are kind of odd,” 
Clawson admits. “I’m there singing, and Ragan 
is preaching. We just did a play that Ragan 
wrote.” 

Last March, as the crowds cleared town follow- 
ing South by Southwest, Will Courtney brought his 
mother to Cacophony Recorders to produce her 
new album, Episodes. Ray Jackson joined the ses- 
sions on pedal steel along with Li’l Cap’n Travis’ 
Jeff Johnston on bass, while Will and Lily sang 
backup harmonies to their mother’s rich, Joni 
Mitchell-like voice. 

“It was great for both of us,” says Clawson. 
“I’ve been showing him music for so long, since 
he was a baby. In the womb I would put a 
headset on my belly so that he could hear 
music, everything from Crosby, Stills & Nash to 
Willie. I had really been wanting him to do it, 
just because I trust his taste as an audiophile. 

“Of course,” she adds with her familiar 
chuckle, “he got it from me!” - D.F.

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completely on the board. They never touched 
a computer. 

“I wanted that feeling of a live record; I 
definitely didn’t want the Pro Tools, fixed per- 
fect timing. I’m just really tired of that, man,” 
sighs Will. “I think with modern day records, 
there are people that go for this raw sound, 
but it’s a forced raw sound. 

“With us, I wanted to go for that way the 
old records were made,” he continues. “It 
wasn’t like we were trying to be raw, but with 
those older records, when the bands would 
just go in and play, there’s a spirit there that 
I feel is missing from records and culture as a 
whole. There’s this staleness and mechanical 
thing going on now with art. We weren’t try- 
ing to be superraw, punk rock. I just want it 
to be the way it used to be.” 

With 14 songs clocking almost an hour, 
Fortunately is a throwback to the halcyon 
days of epic LPs in every sense, and the 
group plans to follow the CD release with a 
four-sided, double vinyl edition by the end 
of summer. 

“It’s so weird that technology has gotten 
so far, and we’re regressing in the sonic 
qualities of music. It’s just so strange to me 


that we’re settling for crappy digital quality,” 
says Will. “It’s hard to balance it all. The goal 
is to make it on record, and for the people 
that care about sitting down in their chair 
and listening to it with their headphones, I 
want it to be there for them, because that’s 
the way I do it. And even though we might be 
in the days when nobody wants a full album, 
well, I do.” 

Nostalgia is an elusive mistress, the phan- 
tom lure of memory and imagination that 
draws its power from its very unattainability. 
Unpacked, reality never quite melds with the 
vision, time breaking the contours of context 
and revealing what was dreamed lost to be as 
much a wish for how things should be rather 
than what they are or ever were. 

The band retreats back to their storage unit, 
and as the setting sun streaks across the lot, 
the call of “California” coats the fading day. 
Will’s voice lilts with longing as Lily’s soft 
hum shades the verses: 

“I dream about you every night, 
in spite of what they said, 

It’s worth the fight, for this picture in my head . . . 
That’s the way I want it to end.” ■ 


Though Brothers and Sisters has trimmed its 
revolving cast into a core sextet, solidifying 
the more psychedelic burned tones of their 
sound in the process, they maintain their 
casual and open aura. 

“We practice every week, and somehow, 
maybe it’s the beer, or maybe it’s the friend- 
ship, we really just have a good time hanging 
out with one another,” offers Will. 

“We’re never going to be the band that goes, 
‘Well, on the third beat of the fourth measure, 
you’re a bit fast.’ We don’t do that, and we 
don’t practice like that,” adds Morgan. “We’ve 
played together long enough now that we can 
anticipate each other a lot of times, but it’s 
more about the feel of the song. It’s not ever 
going be metronome-like perfect.” 


“We’re famous for our looseness,” laughs 
Jackson. 

That relaxed roughness is as hallmark to 
Brothers and Sisters’ sound as their sun- 
ripened harmonies, though Fortunately fires 
with more confidence and precision. The 
guitars break from the debut’s folk-pop mold 
into rockier terrain, corralling Crazy Horse 
riffs behind Will’s nasally, Jawhawks croon, 
while Jackson’s pedal steel melds into the 
arrangements with the ease of the Flying 
Burrito Brothers. 

Fortunately is largely a live product, Will’s 
retro sensibility extending equally to his 
production of the album. Recorded with 
Erik Wofford at Cacophony Recorders, the 
tracks were laid straight to tape and mixed 
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Hard Back 

Dizzee Rascal, from the manor to America

Those down with the UK way first got hipped to East London’s Dizzee Rascal in 2003, when 
he swiped the famed Mercury Music Prize - given each year to the writer of ye Olde Isle’s best 
album - out from under the noses of native hard-hitters Coldplay, Radiohead, and the Darkness. 
Then a mere 18, Dizz (bom Dylan Mills) threw rude-boy lyrical lashings over unabashed British 
dmm ‘n’ bass beats, popping out Boy in Da Corner to global acclaim. 

With grime-rap suddenly borne out of thin air, Rascal, now 22, remains the game’s architect. 
Embellishing dub-centric clubbers and the same unbendable MC work that made Boy in Da 
Corner stand so alone, the rapper followed his debut with 2004’s Showtime (XL, Matador), a 
sneering stack-o-sounds that winds and spins its way through each of the Rascal’s multiple ado- 
lescent influences. In 2005, he launched Dirtee Stank Recordings and signed fellow Brit grimers 
Klass A and the Newham Generals. 

The rapper’s new drop, the brash Maths + English (“Phases & Stages,” June 27), is Rascal’s 
most ambitious and accessible to date. His move to the Definitive Jux label, much larger than 
Matador and known for turning out a steady stream of alternative hip-hop, forced his creative 
hand and rebranded grime into the American lexicon. We caught up with the illusive Rascal 
somewhere between Germany, London, and New York City. 


Austin Chronicle: With your feet set in the 
United Kingdom, how’s it feel to make waves on 
the other side of the Atlantic ? 

Dizzee Rascal: It means a lot, because a lot of 
American hip-hop has influenced me - as well 
as rock & roll. I’m very much influenced by all 
forms of American art, everything from movies 
to music, whatever. To get coverage there and 
get involved there is a big thing for me, man. 
AC: As you were developing your style, what 
sounds did you take from American music and 
what was taken from England ? 

DR: Hip-hop and R&B was what I pulled from 
America, and grunge and things like that. Lrom 
England, it was more drum ’n’ bass and garage 
music. 

AC: What Americans did you learn from? 

DR: Oh I listened to it all, man. Everyone from 
Tupac, Snoop Dogg, Bone Thugs-n-Harmony, 
Three 6 Mafia, Korn. 

AC: What was it like to work with UGK ? 

DR: It was an honor. I got real close to Bun B. 
He’s a real dude, really diverse. He’s not just a 
gangster rapper. It makes my outlook more posi- 
tive. People sleep on things like that he’s married. 
He’s got all that set up. You know, he’s shown 
that you can act normal and still be a rapper. 

AC: Is there a desire to establish yourself as a part 
of the hip-hop world instead of the rave scene? 
DR: I m not trying to avoid anything. Some 
people get down with me for hip-hop; some 
people get down with me other ways. So as long 
as people like it, whatever. I’d like to reach them 
all if I can. Take a little bit of audience from here 
and a little bit from there and do what I can. 
AC: Are there any fears of being typecast to a 
certain style? 

DR: The single that I just put out in England, 
it’s called “Dance Wiv Me” and features Calvin 
Harris and Chrome. It’s been number one 
for two weeks on the UK singles chart. It 
was released independently on my own label, 
Dirtee Stank, and it’s the first single to have 
gone number one fully independently in the 
UK in 14 years. Since 1994, there hasn’t been 
a song in England that’s gone number one 
independently. So I’m a pioneer for whatever, 


AC: What’s it going to take to get Americans pay- 
ing attention to your subject matter? 

DR: It could be anything, you don’t know. 
Strange things have happened. Just one song 
needs to connect. It might not be hot fire, but 
it may be enough for people to look at me. 
People have careers for ages, 10 years, before 
people catch on and then go back and retrace 
their steps. 

AC: Is it a priority? 

DR: If they get it, then they get it. If they don’t, 
whatever man. I’m not American, so it’s not 
that big of a deal. It would be nice, but it would 
be understandable. 

AC: What about the fact that hip-hop developed 
in America? Earlier you listed all those artists you 
paid so much attention to growing up. 

DR: Yeah, to an extent, but not completely. I 
worked with UGK, and that was out of respect. 
They asked me, and I asked them, and what- 
ever. I’ve supported Jay-Z, and I’ve supported 
Justin Timberlake, people like the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers. All of my heroes, those great 
artists in America, they all pretty much know 
who I am. 

AC: And they’re all listening. 

DR: It’s that factt that connects me with every- 
day Americans. It’ll happen; it’s just a matter 
of time. ■

record labels and all, a lot of people weren’t 
understanding it, not getting the music. It’s 
not fucking rocket science, you hear me?

but I don’t really mind. I just hope people get 
something good out of it, some form of inspira- 
tion.

Some of the 
best songs in the world, you don’t know the 
lyrics to them; you just know the hooks and 
how they sound. That’s just the way it is. 

AC: You speak to the music business on Maths 
+ English’s “Hard Back (Industry).” How has 
your outlook on the business changed since Boy 
in Da Corner? 

DR: I feel a lot more in control than I’ve ever 
been. I’m a lot more confident about my 
situation. A lot of people [in the industry], 
from what I’ve seen, are out of touch. They’re 
business people, but they’re not really music 
people. They don’t know that side there. Those 
people can’t really see what I see. 

AC: What’s made you more confident? 

DR: I was able to put a record out on my own. 
When I was taking around Maths 4- English to 


AC: In “World Outside” you say, “There’s a world 
outside of the manor, and I want you to see it. ”

’hood. We’re not talking about a country manor;

BECK 

Modern Guilt (DGC Records) 

“I think I’m stranded, but I don’t know 
where,” confides Beck in his familiar skit- 
tering lilt on “Orphans,” opening his 10th 
album with a reflexive anxiety that only deep- 
ens with each track. Following the aimless, 
regressive spin of 2005’s Guero and 2006’s 
The Information back to Beck’s 1990s 
pastiche pose, Modern Guilt finally finds a 
substantive balance between the elusive 
L.A. slacker’s classic ADD rhythms and the 
somber poignancy of 2002 ’s Sea Change. 
Danger Mouse’s co-production steadies 
Beck’s eccentricities without quelling them, 
though too often burying the vocals in the 
mix. Flourishes of DM’s 1960s pop infatua- 
tion meld well with Beck’s equally restless 
mash-up aesthetic, adding a touch of soul 
to “Orphans” and shooting the garage guitar 
licks of “Gamma Ray” through with an almost 
“Fley Ya!” beat. Despite the consistent 
dance-floor pulses, Beck’s vision remains 
dire, if not downright apocalyptic, drifting 
through stream-of-consciousness images of 
war, global warming, identity crisis, and spiri- 
tual angst in tracing the album title’s roots. 
“Chemtrails” floats in the Flaming Lips’ spac- 
ey psychedelic glow, especially behind the 
massive drum bursts, and “Walls” grooves 
jaggedly like TV on the Radio. The ragged, 
rumbling blues of “Soul of a Man” courses 
the darkest, though the moaning disillusion 
of the title track cuts against its Zombies-like 
bounce, and the distorted rattle of “Replica” 
with its marimba and piano lines ring the 
most unsettling dichotomies. “Volcano” 
closes on a slightly more optimistic note, but 
at just more than 33 minutes, Modern Guilt 
is compacted for impact and delivers.

Last 2 Walk (Hypnotize 
Minds/Columbia) 

The Oscar-winning 
“It’s Hard Out Here for 
a Pimp” catapulted 
Three 6 Mafia from 
hip-hop’s Most Known 
Unknown to another million-dollar Memphis 
collective. Three years and one Crunchy Black 
exit later, DJ Paul and Juicy J stand as Three 
6’s Last 2 Walk. Their ninth LP puts the two in 
a lyrical lowrider, short on gas, lost, and “high 
like Tony Montana” (“Weed, Blow, Pills”). Save 
for Lyfe Jennings’ refreshing cues on “Hood 
Star,” there’s nothing original about Last. Tired 
cameos, Akon’s worn-out contribution on “That’s 
Right,” and Unk dropping a forgettable verse 
to close “I’d Rather” (featuring the abysmal 
hook, “I love having sex, but I’d rather get 
some head”) do little to mask the uninspired 
beats J and Paul toss into “Corner Man” and 
the Zombie Nation-sampled “I Got.” It’s a long, 
uneventful journey for these Last 2 Walk.

MELVINS 

Nude With Boots 
(Ipecac) 

For a band that’s 
spent most of 
its career playing 
largely the same riff 
faster and slower, the 
Melvins have made it 

work. After a few questionable efforts, 2006’s 
(A) Senile Animal brought them to the brink of 
thud-rock catchiness, and Nude With Boots, 
their second effort with Big Business’ Jared 
Warren and Coady Willis, continues to muscle 
up that foursome, the BBs proving the long- 
lost rhythm section to drummer Dale Crover 
and guitarist Buzz Osborne. “The Kicking 
Machine” opens with Zep double-drum thunder 
in the red while vintage Buzzo guitar snakes 
along, but “Billy Fish,” “Dog Island,” and 
“The Stupid Creep” are fairly standard-issue 
chugga-chugga, leaving the middle section a 
bit limp. The last two songs - Butthole Surfers 
nod “The Savage Hippy” and killer Buzzo 
scream-fest “It Tastes Better Than the Truth” 

- find the foursome just getting warmed up. 
(The Melvins and Big Business hit Emo’s 
clothed Aug. 22.)

COLDPLAY 

Viva la Vida (Capitol) 

Sure, Chris Martin still 
has a knack for melodrama, 
but damned if producer 
Brian Eno isn’t the man 
who saved Coldplay. To the 
London quartet’s simple 
melodies, heart-wrenching lyricism, and what had 
become formulaic songwriting, Eno has added 
texture, complexity, and maturity. From the Celtic 
swatches of “Cemeteries of London” to the 
U2 throes of “Lovers in Japan/Reign of Love,” 
Coldplay ups the ante, integrating not-quite-worldly 
rhythms, but the closest the Biggest Non-Irish 
Rock Band could ever come by. Gone is the sen- 
timental, yellow-tinged sap, replaced by strings 
(“Viva la Vida”) and percussion (“Lost!”). While 
the band’s fourth LP begins light and pretty, its 
power breaks late-album with Old West tangent 
“Violet Hill,” and when “Death and All His Friends” 
bursts free in Martin’s piano, Frida Kahlo actually 
smiles. It isn’t perfect, but Viva la Vida re-estab- 
lishes Coldplay’s relevance in this era where every 
new indie rock band really wants to be Coldplay.

CATHERINE 
MACLELLAN 

Church Bell Blues 
(True North) 

Joining the recent influx 
of accomplished female 
singer-songwriters from 

Canada like Kathleen Edwards and Julie Doiron, 
Catherine MacLellan’s sophomore LP unfolds with 
a simple, comforting beauty. Precise and pure, 
MacLellan’s voice envelopes with graceful ease, 
touches of Emmylou Harris and Gillian Welch flow- 
ing into a permeating influence of Joni Mitchell. 
“Emily’s Song” and “River Valley Plains” snapshot 
memories both aching and joyous, while “There 
You Are” melts with a Cowboy Junkies longing. 

The album courses in confessional tones, mir- 
rored by the imagistic flicker of passing land- 
scapes and seasons that never dramatize (“Snow 
Day,” “January Song”). The title track burns a 
bluesy apprehension, balanced by the electric 
guitar-inflected determination of “Brave Love.” 
“Long Time” closes in memory and tribute to 
MacLellan’s father, songwriter Gene MacLellan, 
culminating Church Bell Blues' ambivalent pull 
of loss and love. Though lulling in its familiarity, 
MacLellan’s voice is stunning, welcome, and new.

Nocturnal austerity crystallizes a quartet of recent ECM releases, 
wintry sunlight bleaching the title track to January by the Marcin 
Wasilewski TVio. The pianist’s career birthed into a mid-1990s meet 
with Polish trumpet sage Tomasz Stanko, alongside double bassist 
Slawomir Kurkiewicz and drummer Michal Miskiewicz, when he was 
only 16. On Wasilewski’s debut as bandleader, the second solo disc for 
the threesome, the tableau grooves sparingly Stankonian, missing the 
brass-man’s “predatory lyricism,” but opening Prince’s “Diamonds and 
Pearls” like an oyster. Ukrainian-born Oslo export Misha Alperin offers 
Her First Dance, first in a decade for ECM, with German cellist Anja 
Lechner and Russian trumpeter Arkady Shilkloper helping channel the 
classical specters of their comrade’s beloved Moldavian folk music. 
Alperin’s haunted playroom plink on opener “Vayan” sets an arctic 
stage for Shilkloper’s owlish cry on the succeeding title track, graceful 
as Degas at the Bolshoi, before restating the theme on the back end 
of “Jump’s” digital dexterity. “Via Dolorosa” leads back to the dark 
nursery at the close, midsection vaguely wan, Alperin nevertheless a 



Polar bloc of glacial standing. Native London bird Norma Winstone 
also skates back to the label fold after a 10 spot, the 1960s vocal 
chamber music improv pioneer a veteran of ECM’s exploration of inner 
and outre visions over the following two decades. Winstone’s back- 
ing, Italian pianist Glauco Venier and German clarinetist and soprano 
sax-man Klaus Gesing, colors delicately around her tart, stately call 
on Distances - Anita O’ Day meets Roberta Flack. A cover of Peter 
Gabriel’s “Here Comes the Flood” berths the rainbow. Norwegian duo 
Ketil Bjornstad and Terje Rypdal alternate Life in Leipzig, Germany, 
between the former’s ivory waterfalls (“The Sea,” parts II, V & IX) and 
the latter’s guitar cauterizations (“Easy Now”). Two longterm ECM all- 
stars, their fire and rain pools alight “By the Fjord.” - Raoul Hernandez 



MARTHA WAINWRIGHT 

I Know You're Married 
But I've Got Feelings Too (Zoe) 

It’s been so long (three years) since 
Martha Wainwright’s self-titled debut that at 
least one critic began to worry that her career 
would be subsumed by that of big brother 
Rufus. That worry’s all for naught, thankfully, 
because / Know You're Married produces a 
scorcher. While slightly less autobiographi- 
cal than her debut, full-length two still spins 
deeply personal and no less affecting, 
with reflections on war (“Tower Song”) and 
her mother’s cancer (“In the Middle of the 
Night”). Not only has Martha inherited and 
embraced the caustic Wainwright wit (opener 
“Bleeding All Over You” and the beautiful, 
barbed “Hearts Club Band”), she’s managed 
to infuse her own, more feminine ethos into 
the singer-songwriter mix. Where Rufus’ work 
is fabulously bedazzled, Martha’s remains 
earth-hued and loamy - rich, deep, complex - 
making Married well worth the wait.

YOU THINK YOU 
REALLY KNOW 
ME: THE GARY 
WILSON STORY 

(Plexifilm) 

Gary Wilson could have 
been written off as anoth- 
er misunderstood, possibly mentally unstable 
artist who put out one album and slipped 
into obscurity. Fortunately, fate often has a 
way of intervening, and it does so in Michael 
Wolk’s documentary of the eccentric Endicott, 
New York-bred musician. The vintage 1970s 
footage of Wilson and his band of outsiders 
(the Blind Dates) constitutes an incredible 
find, especially the several “films” they made 
(included in their entirety on the DVD extras). 
His music, which one interviewee likens to 
“Steely Dan on crack,” is a more unwieldy 
subject, veering from jazzy to unhinged in 
one song, often obsessed with women and 
sung in third person, but oddly accessible 
(“6.4 = Make Out” = Beck’s “Debra”). Wolk 
never really investigates what drove Wilson 
to create the alien music of 1977’s You Think 
You Really Know Me, which is included on CD 
here. Instead, the majority of the film talks 
to the people that knew him, tracking Wilson 
down 25 years later and setting up surreal 
reunion shows in Endicott and New York City. 
The irony is that if Wilson was a 24-year-old 
and making his music today, he’d be famous.

After languishing for two years in the Irish legislature, the Nuclear Test Ban Bill of 2006 has 
recently been rethought and refurbished, according to a June report in the Irish Independent. 
Originally, the bill codified the U.N. Test Ban Treaty, adding some provisions specific to 
Ireland. Among those additions was the punishment for anyone detonating a nuclear weapon 
in Ireland: up to 12 months in jail and/or a fine of up to 5,000 euros (then, around $6,500), 
along with language that might even allow a person found guilty to apply for first-offense pro- 
bation. The proposed punishment this time is expected to be considerably harsher. 


CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• In the 1920s, when inmate “chain gangs” 
were in their heyday, Alabama sheriffs were 
allotted a prison meal budget of $1.75 per 
prisoner per day, with thrifty sheriffs allowed 
to pocket any excess for themselves. According 
to a May Associated Press investigation, the 
policy and the amount are unchanged to this 
day in 55 of the state’s 67 counties, and also 
unchanged is the fact that sheriffs have cut the 
menus so cleverly or drastically that some sher- 
iffs still make money on the deal. (The per-meal 
fee under the National School Lunch Program 
for low-income students is $2.47.) 

• Mr. Gokhan Mutlu filed a lawsuit in May 
against JetBlue Airways for more than $2 mil- 
lion, after he was ordered out of his seat by the 
captain during a full New York-to-Califomia 
flight and told to stand up or go “hang out 
in the bathroom” for the duration. Mutlu 
had only a gift ticket, and an off-duty JetBlue 
employee who had originally agreed to sit in 
the cockpit jump seat changed her mind and 
thus was given Mutlu’s seat. Mutlu pointed out 
that he was un-seat-belted during turbulence 
and during the landing. 

• Not Exactly Hard Time: 1) In May, St. 
Catharines, Ontario, Judge Stephen Glithero 
released Wayne Ryczak on 14 months’ jail time 
already served, as punishment for strangling 
a prostitute in his trailer home. He claimed 
self-defense (improbable in such a strangula- 
tion) but had pleaded guilty to manslaughter, 
requesting via his lawyer a two-year sentence. 
2) Last year, Stephanie Grissom, driving 71 


mph in a 55-mph zone, accidentally struck 
and killed a Howard County, Md., traffic officer 
when he stepped onto the highway to motion 
for her to pull over. In May 2008, the case was 
closed, with Grissom fined $310 and three 
points on her record. 

• Vendors in Qingdao, China (where Olympic 
sailing events will take place in August), were 
reportedly selling, as unofficial Olympics sou- 
venirs, key rings with heart-shaped plastic 
charms that contained live (at least temporar- 
ily) goldfish suspended in water. Animal pro- 
tection advocates were incredulous, according 
to a June report in the Sydney Morning Herald. 

LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

Not Ready for Prime Time: 1) James Milsom, 
2 1 , was arrested in Avon and Somerset, England, 
in June after a hidden camera in a police bait 
car caught him breaking in and swiping the 
GPS device. It was his third arrest in four 
months for breaking into a police bait car to 
steal a GPS (caught by the hidden camera each 
time). 2) In June, Reno, Nev., homicide detec- 
tive David Jenkins was sitting in his unmarked 
car (but one with emergency lights on the 
dash and a police radio blaring away) when 
Mercedes Green, 19, hopped in and, yelling to 
be heard over the radio, propositioned him for 
sex. “You’re not the police, are you?” she asked. 
“What do you think?” he said. “I didn’t think 
so,” the streetwise woman replied. After her 
arrest, Green explained, “You wear glasses, and 
I didn’t think police could wear them.” 


UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

• Denmark had already aroused Muslims’ ire 
for a Danish newspaper’s publishing blasphe- 
mous caricatures of the Prophet Muhammad in 
2006, and in June, the country’s public broad- 
cast channel, DR1, sponsored an Internet- 
voting contest to choose among women (pre- 
sumably Muslims) modeling headscarves. The 
winner was 18-year-old Huda Falah, who is 
Iraqi and one of the 46 women who submitted 
photographs. DR1 insisted that the contest 
was more about fashionable headscarves than 
a beauty contest for the models. Among the 
prizes: an iPod and a subscription to Muslim 
Girl magazine. 

• “This proves that we are normal,” said the 
founder of the Liberty Gay Rodeo Association 
in May during the organization’s event in 
a Philadelphia suburb. The sight of rugged 
cowboys and cowgirls, she said, dispels some 
sexual stereotypes that have plagued gays and 
lesbians. However, among the events (besides 
traditional steer riding and calf roping) was 
“goat dressing” (with pairs of contestants try- 
ing to put hot-pink underwear on an uncoop- 
erative goat in the shortest time, according to a 
Reuters report). 

• After motorist Mark Holder, 30, had a sei- 
zure in Boynton Beach, Fla., in June, his car 
swerved off the road and smashed into a sign, 
badly injuring him. Emergency workers arrived 
and, protecting against possible nerve dam- 
age, attempted to put a brace on to stabilize 
his neck. However, Holder became combative, 
and sheriff’s deputies reported that they were 
forced to shoot Holder “several times” with a 
Taser to calm him enough that the brace could 
be fitted. 

PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

1) In Singapore in June, a 36-year-old man 
was sentenced to 14 years in jail and 18 strokes 
of the cane after he was convicted of 23 counts 
of molesting women on elevators and other 
places, mostly by sniffing their armpits. 2) In 
June, a masochist, with tastes similar to those 
of the Ontario man reported here three months 
ago, was sentenced to four years in jail for 
encouraging two underage girls near Bicester, 
England, to kick him repeatedly in the groin 
until he could no longer handle the pain. 

UPDATE 

Luxury toilets were introduced in hygiene- 
sensitive Japan in the 1970s, and within 20 
years, models were available to automatically 
heat bottom-splashing water, take health read- 
ings of bodily emissions, and supply music 
and “white noise” to mask the movements, 
as “News of the Weird” noted in 1990 and 
2001. Though the world is more environmen- 
tally conscious, and Japan is among the leaders 
among industrial nations in energy conserva- 
tion, the country has not been able to shake its 
obsession with smart toilets, which consume 
more electricity than dishwashers or clothes 
dryers, according to a June Washington Post dis- 
patch from Tokyo. Said one energy consultant, 
“For hygiene-conscious Japanese, the romance 
with these toilets is equivalent to the American 
romance with the Hummer.”

Paddling the Colorado River from Little Webberville Park to Big 
Webberville Park in eastern Travis County is about as easy of a canoe 
or kayaking trip as you can imagine. The six-mile trek also gives you a 
peek at the state of the river below Austin. 

Downstream from the Highland Lakes, the Colorado River is a wide 
ribbon meandering through the Blackland Prairie. The channel is lined 
with a thick riparian forest dotted with makeshift fishing camps. A 
blue heron spread its large wings and played hopscotch with us as we 
rode the current until it disappeared around a bend. Two red-tailed 
hawks watched the river from the highest branches of two ancient 
cypress trees. One squawked its disapproval of our intrusion. 

On the Sunday morning of the July Fourth weekend, our little flotilla 
had the river to itself, along with the bright-red cardinals that dashed 
in and out of the trees. We started at Little Webberville Park, a small 
spit of land off Water Street in the center of the village of Webberville, 
about 15 miles east of Austin on FM 969. The county park has picnic 
tables, a playscape, and a paved boat ramp down the muddy bank. 

Next door to the park, Cook’s Canoes (512/276-7767) rents 
canoes and kayaks and provides shuttle services. From here it is 
about six miles to Big Webberville Park, 15 miles to the FM 969 
bridge at Utley, and 30 miles to BastropFisherman’s Park. A leisurely 
pace will take you about two miles per hour, depending upon the 
amount of water being released from Longhorn Dam at Lady Bird 
Lake. We made the trip in about 90 minutes. 
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m Big Webberville Park is about five times as big 
> as Little Webberville, including the soccer fields. 

Jj| In an old pecan grove, the county park has pavil- 
§ ions, picnic tables, a volleyball court, and a 
P fenced-in horseshoe pitching pit. I’ve seen this 
g park packed on Saturday afternoons, but as we 
pulled the canoe up the boat ramp on Sunday 
morning, only the soccer fields were being uti- 
lized. 

The stretch of the Colorado River from Little to 
Big Webberville parks may not be the most sce- 
nic or exciting canoe trip, but it is a very pleasant 
journey. The fishing is good, and the scenery is 
largely unspoiled: Who could ask for anything 
more on a Sunday morning paddling trip? 

For an explanation of why people purposefully 
leave their warm beds to explore river channels, 
pick up Wayne McAlister’s fine new book, 

Paddling the Guadalupe (Texas A&M University 
Press, $24.95). Since 1965, McAlister has made 
hundreds of runs along the 431 miles of one of 
the most beautiful and popular rivers in the 
state, from its headwaters outside of Hunt to its 
mouth at San Antonio Bay. 

A biology teacher by trade, McAlister has kept 
a journal of all his trips except the first one. And 
who can ever forget their first experience on the 
river? He and his wife, Martha, celebrated their 25th wedding anniver- 
sary by paddling the entire river during a three-week trip. Few people 
know or love the Guadalupe as much as McAlister. 

The book is a nice mixture of personal canoeing experiences and 
river lore intermingled with a biology teacher’s lessons. As McAlister 
modestly points out, few have summed it up better than Ann Zwinger 
when she wrote, “With the first paddle stroke I feel like a tethered bal- 
loon whose rope has been cut.” 

While I’m on the subject of Texas rivers, I can’t help but mention 
Andrew Sansom’s new book, Water in Texas, an Introduction (University 
of Texas Press, $19.95). While this book might contain more technical 
information than the average reader would want, if you enjoy Texas 
lakes and rivers, then you need to pick up a copy. 

Sansom, the executive director of the River Systems Institute at 
Texas State University and former executive director of the Texas 
Parks & Wildlife Department and the Nature Conservancy in Texas, 
gives the reader an overview of Texas water laws, nature’s water laws, 
and the future of water in the state. If water is the new oil, then we all 
need to familiarize ourselves with the issues affecting this public 
resource before it’s too late.

At first, Michael Cooper didn’t want to get caught up in the controversy. Golfers seldom do. Playing 
a game that puts a high premium on comity, they are the least outspoken of all athletes. 

But Cooper, a 39-year-old insurance executive, had just won the 2008 Firecracker Open at Lions 
Municipal Golf Course, and if he wasn’t obliged to offer his opinion about the precarious future of the 
course before that win, he was now. When I caught up with Cooper by phone, he was playing on a 
slightly better course than Lions - Pebble Beach. But a big barrel of a guy, Cooper wanted me to 
understand that he’s a Muny Man at heart. 

I know there are people out there - the Whole Foods crowd - who believe that all golf courses, even 
scruffy public courses, are necessarily bastions of elitism. I invite those people to play a round at 
Lions, an 80-year-old layout crammed into 141 acres between Enfield Road and Lake Austin 
Boulevard. The course doesn’t make a fuss about collared shirts, as a lot of clubs do. “You’ll see 
guys playing in tank tops and flip-flops here,” says Cooper. “That’s what makes it so great.” 

And although the course is short, a mere 6,000 yards, and players of Cooper’s caliber can take it 
deep, shooting in the low 60s, Lions is not without its creative challenges. It’s got par 4s where the 
smart tee shot is a 7-iron. If you can’t work the ball, hitting fades and draws, you’re going to have trou- 
ble. All of which is why golfers as accomplished as Ben Crenshaw are so fond of Lions, and so anx- 
ious to save it once again. 

Crenshaw stands in opposition to his fellow Austinite and former University of Texas teammate Tom 
Kite, who is contriving to cancel the city’s lease on land owned by UT, and convert Lions and the sur- 
rounding area into an upscale resort course. “You’re not maximizing the value of the property,” he 
recently told the Austin American-Statesman . 

Of course, that all depends on how you define “value.” If all you mean is the financial profitability of 
the real estate, Kite is surely correct. But value can mean so much more than that. It can mean per- 
sonality and spirit and accessibility - attributes that Crenshaw and his beloved Lions have in spades 
and that the calculating Kite never has. 

And Cooper? Where does he come down on all this? 

“I’d rather not get into that,” he first said. But then he started talking about the thrill of winning the 
Firecracker for the second time, playing against the 15-year-old phenom Brenden Redfern and the 
62-year-old six-time winner Billy Clagett, and he couldn’t help himself. “I’m a property-rights guy,” he 
admitted. “But I will say this. Here’s a perfect opportunity for the citizens of Austin to step up and 
save Lions.” 

It may not be quite that simple. The UT Regents may not be interested in offers from the city. But 
basically, he’s right. If there’s the will to save Lions, there’s a way to save Lions. 

We can start by telling Kite to kiss off.

Remember that kid in school? You know, the loner kid who 
never played with anybody else at recess, who sat by himself 
at lunch with his lunch box on his knees? 

Oh, right. A lot of us were that kid. 

Tongue and Groove Theatre’s original show The Red Balloon 
dredges up several memories starring that kid and drama- 
tizes them onstage, not in a weirdo-turns-raging-killer way, but 
in a way that is innocent, charming, and heartwarming. The 
boy, played by Artistic Director Mark Stewart, is a dreamer 
and a loner, and on the way home one day, he discovers a 

giant red balloon with a giant personality. The 
two of them get along and dance and prance 
and enjoy themselves thoroughly, and the boy 
finds himself looking at the lives of people 
around him through changed eyes. Then along 
comes a trio of bullies who make life interest- 
ing for the boy and his balloon-buddy. 

It’s a simple story, but it’s one that’s told in 
such a way that you find yourself floating from 
scene to scene much like the titular balloon. 
That effect comes from a few different places. First, there’s 
the staging. This is a play sans dialogue, and the cast of 18 
actors and dancers gets to exercise fully their sense of tim- 
ing. Standouts include Zeb L. West as the masked elderly 
gentleman, Jeanne Harris as the teacher, and Kelli Bland, who 
might just be the cutest, angriest little hoodlum this side of 
the Mississippi. 

Next, there’s the music, scored by Justin Sherburn and 
brought to life by an eightpiece orchestra. With no spoken lan- 
guage in this show, the music sets the rhythm and mood for 
the actors, and it, too, soothes rather than blasts. The music 
rescues what might otherwise be the occasional corny moment, 
keeping the whole show within the realm of exploration and play. 

The animation is what makes the show. Designed by 
Leah Sharpe, the graphics are clever, easy on the eye, and 
thoroughly theatrical. Like the costumes, they are in muted 
tones, and while it’s only the balloons (yes, red balloon gets a 


girlfriend) whose colors grab the eye, the animations are the 
friendly backdrop to a kindly show. 

Director David Yeakle’s staging looks to meld physical per- 
formance with the visual effects, which requires great coordi- 
nation from the entire cast and technical crew. Opening night 
saw a handful of flubs and fumbles, as if the company were 


only just then settling into the play’s rhythm. Perhaps a few 
choices were overambitious, but this is a play that requires 
bravery, and the creative team has given their all. The Red 
Balloon ends after barely an hour, leaving in its place a pleas- 
ant feeling, like something dark and heavy has been lifted up 
and carried far, far away. - Elizabeth Cobbe

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The Cat in the Hat - he is the one who waltzed uninvited into some kids’ house when their 
mom wasn’t home and cheerfully proceeded to trash the place, right? If that’s 
your recollection, too, then you might not recognize Theodor Geisel’s bewhis- 
kered agent of chaos when he first appears in Seussical the Musical. Oh, 
he’s still sporting that trademark tall striped hat, but instead of tempting the 
show’s young protagonist JoJo to, I don’t know, play Frisbee with the dishes, 
he rather responsibly encourages her to use her mind and imagination. For 
this embodiment of every kid’s id to be so grounded and nurturing feels a tad 
out of character - it’s as if he’s fresh out of rehab and performing some kind 
of community service. 

Now, that’s no reflection on Jose Villarreal, who’s cast as the Cat in the 
Zach Performing Arts School production of Seussical; he injects some of the feline’s trickster 



spirit into his performance whenever he pops up, morphing amusingly into a blustery judge 
here, a lightning-tongued auctioneer there, not to mention a blind piano player, W.C. Fields, 
Groucho, and even the Cat’s Seussian second cousin, the Grinch. But the fact is, Lynn Ahrens 
and Stephen Flaherty, the musical’s creators, felt some need to have a tour guide for this 
musical mash-up of several Seuss books and assigned that job to the good doctor’s most 
famous figure, even though it cramps the blithe unruliness at the heart of the character. 

It’s indicative of the show’s desire to play it both ways: to be whimsical in the true Seuss 
spirit and teach a lesson, to be a faithful retelling of stories for kids and a Broadway musical 
that speaks to grownups. True, Geisel himself could strike a balance between, say, silliness 
and moral instruction, but that was part of his genius. It isn’t so easy for everyone else, and 
the more opposing impulses you try to balance, the harder it gets. Folding Horton Hears a 
Who!, Horton Hatches the Egg, Gertrude McFuzz, and McElligot’s Pool, plus bits of other books, 
into one play is tricky enough, but shoehorning them into a single narrative is complicating 
matters that work best when left simple. Case in point: the bloated film version of How the 
Grinch Stole Christmas vs. the small-screen take animated by Chuck Jones. Not that Seussical 
is a Hollywood-sized misfire, but sometimes it tries to take on too much and, like poor 
Gertrude McFuzz and her unfortunately overgrown tail, has trouble taking flight. 

But this is all sounding too Grinchy by half. To be fair, Seussical gets a lot right, and the 
same goes for this production. Director Wendy Bable sets a playful tone that fits the mate- 
rial and sustains a spirit of fun as we bounce through the various stories. And apart from a 
few elaborate effects (Gertrude’s elongated tail, a school of shiny fish in McElligot’s Pool), the 
staging stays simple, allowing us to focus on the characters and use our imaginations - oh, 
the thinks we can think! - to conjure those fantastic Seussian landscapes. Similarly, Derek 
Whitener’s costumes don’t try to duplicate the characters’ original looks but use vivid colors 
and fur accents to evoke their cartooniness. (Noellia Hernandez’s Mayzie, dripping hot-pink 
fringe and feathers, looks like a showgirl doing some Vegas version of Disneyland’s Tiki Birds 
revue.) And the performances boast a kind of primary-color brilliance, too: Hernandez’s Mayzie, 
brimming with vanity and sass; Amani Dorn’s Sour Kangaroo, with a permanent pinch in her 
pouch; Alyssa Muir’s JoJo, all energetic sunshine. 

Still more pleasing is that the show has its heart in the right place. That’s most apparent 
whenever Horton is onstage. In both of his adventures, as scripted by Seuss, the hapless 
pachyderm is determined to protect someone small and vulnerable, no matter what hardships 
or ridicule he faces. Eric Vera projects that admirable resolve here and repeats Horton’s man- 
tras - “A person’s a person, no matter how small” and “An elephant’s faithful, one-hundred 
percent!” - with such open-faced sincerity, you know this is an elephant you can trust. We get 
why Gertrude wants to be his lovebird: Horton is true-blue, even if he’s gray. Seeing a beloved 
character like that portrayed with such warmth and sensitivity is a lovely thing - the kind that 
can make even a curmudgeonly critic’s heart grow two sizes in a day. - Robert Faires

Witty comedic theatre. Operatic personal ads. A rocking jazz 
orchestra. Sound like an ad for the opening gala of a chamber music 
festival? Austin Chamber Music Center Artistic Director Michelle 
Schumann and her creative colleagues would have it no other 
way. This past Friday night, as fans packed the Lady Bird Johnson 
Wildflower Center to kick off the 12th annual summer festival, the 
ACMC presented its audience with a program that was as much 
theatre as it was concert. To end her spirited introductory speech, 
Schumann thanked the center’s donors, both hands in the air, and 
chanted, “More, more, more!” More of the same? Hardly. 

First to the stage was the Cecilia 
String Quartet for George Gershwin’s 
sweet “Lullaby for String Quartet.” The 
buoyant piece, with its references to 
the sounds of Tin Pan Alley, came to 
life in the hands of the quartet and 
set the informal mood of the evening. 

Next came the lush settings of three 
Gershwin standards, “The Man I Love,” 

“Someone to Watch Over Me,” and “I 
Got Rhythm.” The quartet engaged in witty banter to 
introduce each piece, and one lucky audience member 
(yours truly) was plucked from his seat for a personal 
onstage serenade. The performance was a light, fun 
introduction to one of the field’s most promising young 
ensembles, who will tackle meatier material later in the festival. 

Schumann then took the stage again, this time as accompanist 
to vocalist Mela Dailey for the world premiere of Dan Welcher’s 
“Four Personal Ads.” Commissioned by Peter Bay, Austin Symphony 
Orchestra maestro and Dailey’s husband, the songs were set to 
real-life personal ads, reworked as sonnets by poet Beth Gillis. With 
their titles, “Luscious Latina,” “The Queen,” “Rubenesque,” and “You 
Smell of Money,” as well as Welcher’s humorous popular references 
in the music, the pieces certainly entertained. Layered with Gillis’ 
fine work and Welcher’s inimitably rich and lyrical composition style, 
each song transcended the playful nature of its subject matter. In 
the finest moments, as when the Luscious Latina confides that, “at 
26, I’ve lost too much,” for a short moment the mask is ripped off to 
show vulnerability at the heart of any search for love. 


Dailey, in a fiery red dress, enchanted. Her soaring soprano nailed 
the nuances of each character as she strode through the audience. 
Balancing the dual roles of musician and actor is a fine art, one that 
Dailey handled with great assurance. 

As intermission came to a close, the audience entered to a stage 
jam-packed with Austin’s finest musicians, clad in a sea of blue 
and arranged in clusters around a grand piano. After a wonderful 
introduction by Austin treasure Margaret Perry, the crowd cheered as 
Schumann, shimmering in a deep blue dress, took a bow beside the 
piano before inhabiting her third role of the night. 

Rhapsody in Blue is among the most recogniz- 
able American masterpieces, a summer standard 
in the festivals of major orchestras across the 
U.S. Gershwin’s original orchestration, though, 
called for a smaller setting that more resembles 
the big band of the jazz era than a chamber 
orchestra. With as many saxophonists as string 
players onstage, this was a deft stroke of pro- 
gramming, further showcasing the festival’s tal- 
ent for challenging the traditional stereotypes of 
chamber music. 

Under the direction of Peter Bay, the ensemble 
roared through the Rhapsody. The original setting 
added an entirely new sonic paradigm to the piece, 
putting you right on the streets of Harlem in the Jazz 
Age. At once unpretentious and fully realized, this performance was 
pure joy. Schumann’s work was fantastic throughout, and in the solo 
sections, it seemed her fellow musicians were as much part of the 
adoring crowd as the audience. Though the tempo was rushed at 
times, the performance’s fury only contributed to the ecstatic, intoxi- 
cating energy in the theatre. 

Once the ovations faded and the crowd began to take stock of 
the triumphant performance, a similar thread wove its way through 
conversation. What a shame that a performance so unique, thrilling, 
and accessible wasn’t heard by many more than the several hundred 
gathered that night. I wasn’t alone in remarking that I’d bring people 
to see it again in a heartbeat. With this spirit in mind, then, I’d like 
to punt Schumann’s words right back to the organization she leads: 
More, more, more! - Michael Kellerman

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Encounters at the 
End of the World 



D: Werner Herzog. (G, 99 min.) 

I have an idea for a terrific new board game - 
for kids of all ages! It’s called Where in the World 
Is Werner Herzog? Players will roll 
spherical dice (I’m thinking of 
making them the same shade as 
Klaus Kinski’s icy blue eyeballs) to 
advance on a circuitous, ill-defined 
route across a global playing field 
pockmarked by various obstacles 
that symbolize adversity, absurdity, 
cosmic cynicism, and the occa- 
sional, albeit fleeting, moment of 
ecstatic truth. In the end, no one 
wins, but no one cares because getting there is 
half the fun, and half the fun is better than no 
fun at all. Herzog, contemporary cinema’s most 
consistently lyrical examiner of the (in)human 
condition, returns to the documentary form in yet 
another wonderfully improbable locale: Antarctica, 
the literal bottom of the world. In the past, the 
director has scaled the heights of Machu Picchu 
(Aguirre: The Wrath of God), macheted a path 
through the Brazilian rain forest with a steamship and “best fiend” 
Kinski in tow ( Fitzcarraldo ), and abandoned the Earth altogether in 
favor of a space-y Brad Dourif (The Wild Blue Yonder). Here, Herzog 
travels to a place where compasses are useless, the climate is nega- 
tive 70 degrees Fahrenheit and white all over, and a community of 
misanthropic misfits not unlike himself lounge around watching an 
endless series of doomsday movies on DVD. It’s somehow heartening 
to see that the cream of mankind’s scientific community spends its 
off time zoning out on Gordon Douglas’ 1954 giant ant flick Them, but 
Herzog, narrating in his engagingly stoic, German-inflected monotone, 
can’t wait to get away from Antarctica’s McMurdo Station research 
center, which he views as a climate-controlled “abomination, complete 
with an aerobic studio, bowling alley, yoga classes, and ATM.” Not 
for him the commissary’s “Frosty Boy” frozen dessert dispenser. He 
seeks the blank, unknowable chaos of nature in the raw, and, toward 
that end, he explores both above and below the frozen Ross Sea, with 
visually stunning results. Encounters at the End of the World’s title 


is both literal (there’s nowhere to go but up) and metaphorical (the 
scientists he meets are a happily cynical lot regarding climate change 
and the potential extinction of Homo sapiens), and Herzog is in full-on 
nihilist mode. Repeatedly alluding to fluffy Oscar-winner March of the 
Penguins, he badgers an imperturbable marine biologist, David Ainley, 
about the possibility of gay or possibly insane penguins before training 
his camera on a single male specimen which, for reasons known only 
to the waddling bird, forsakes his sea-bound herd and begins to wan- 
der off in the wrong direction “toward certain doom.” Yes, it’s a heavy 
metaphor for modern man’s own maddened march into the abyss, as 
is the lingering shot of a downed helicopter, skids-up and half-frozen- 
over in the snow, but Herzog’s mordant monologue on the end of days 
runs counter to the natural splendor that surrounds him and suffuses 
every frame of his film. You get the impression that he believes whole- 
heartedly the planet will be better off without us. Nosferatu that we 
have proven ourselves to be, he may be right. - Marc Savlov

BRICK LANE

For a movie that just barely passes the 
hour-and-a-half mark, Brick Lane packs 
in a whole lot of information. Adapted 
from Monica Ali’s acclaimed debut novel, 
Gavron’s film is a primer on race relations 
in late 20th century England, a remem- 
brance of lost time and lost places, a crash 
course in Bangladeshi social customs, 
a look inside the mind of the unhappily 
married woman, a celebration of sexual 
independence, a condemnation of romantic 
indifference, an anthropological study of 
life in modern-day London council housing, 
and a commentary on Muslim life after 
the attacks of September 11. And if I told 
you there were also a couple of musical 
numbers thrown in, there’d be no reason to 
doubt me, would there? Well there aren’t, 
unfortunately, but only because the film’s 
heroine, Nazneen Ahmed (Chatterjee), only 


has a song in her heart when she’s locked 
inside her own head, dreaming of home. 
That home is a small village in Bangladesh, 
from which Nazneen was taken (in ceremo- 
nial clothing but with little ceremony) as a 
teenager to marry a man she’d never met 
before, a great, big, fatuous, unromantic, 
deluded bear of a man named Chanu (a 
larger-than-life Kaushik), who takes her to a 
small apartment in an enormous complex 
on Brick Lane in East London, an area 
known as Banglatown, to have a couple of 
kids, grow silent, and stare longingly out 
the windows she’s supposed to be clean- 
ing. These extended reveries of home are 
the heart of Brick Lane, poetic idylls of 
Nazneen’s childhood spent running through 
high grass and low water with her beloved 
sister that are so rich with color and life 
as to be sensuous viewing experiences. 

Until she meets and falls for the charm- 
ing, seductive (not to mention young and 
thin) Karim (Simpson), these memories are 
Nazneen’s only claim to identity, something 
far removed from the harsh, gray, alien reali- 
ties of a Western existence spent sewing 
pants and cutting her husband’s corns. If 
this all sounds a bit too much like other 


stories you may have read or heard about, 
Oprah ’s-Book-Club-ready fairy tales about 
women from Old World cultures breaking 
the shackles of their emotionally stilted 
lives and finding joy in new romance and 
self-celebration, take heart in the fact that 
Brick Lane zigs when you most expect it 
to zag and that it never loses sight of its 
humanity in its quest to make its heroine 
more human. Nazneen’s nostalgic long- 
ing isn’t the salvation it may seem to be 
at first, and her husband, though on the 
surface a portrait of pompous self-regard, 
is not a man, or a character, to be underes- 
timated. Taken for what it is, Brick Lane is 
something entirely its own. - Josh Rosenblatt

THE DARK KNIGHT

Being Batman is a drag. One day there’s 
nipples on your body armor, the next, zero 
superfluous papillaries. And that cowl! No 
peripheral vision. Hello? It’s tough enough 
ridding Gotham City of a cancerous elector- 


ate and corrupt law enforcement officials, 
but having to shred your trapezius every 
time some joker with a crazy dream arrives 
in town is more than anyone should ask. 
But sacrifices must be made, because 
that’s what heroes do. Or so goes the nihil- 
istic logic behind The Dark Knight, a grim 
little parable on the wages of sin and the 
high cost of redemption. It is, of course, 
impossible to view Nolan’s extravagantly 
dour film through anything but the prism of 
Ledger’s death. His Joker, so unlike that of 
Jack Nicholson and about as far removed 
from Cesar Romero as humanly possible, 
is the sort of convoluted, densely layered 
characterization that gets nominated 
for awards come Oscar time. He arrives 
onscreen sporting a cheapo rubber clown 
mask, but when the mask comes off, sure 
enough, the face beneath the frown splits 
into a poorly pancaked rictus, a dead-man’s 
razor-blade smile. “Some people just want 
to watch the world burn,” is how Alfred 
(Caine, given little to do), Bruce Wayne’s 
trusty butler, describes this clown’s modus 
operandi, and he’s spot-on. As Ledger plays 
him, the Joker’s just out for a grin, setting 
fire to mountains of stolen mob-money 
while secretly striving not simply to van- 
quish his enemies, but to bring them down 
to his gutter-eye level, to besmirch their 
good names, and to sully their honor in the 
eyes of Gotham’s citizens. Ledger gives 
a career-defining performance, made all 
the more poignant in light of his untimely 
death. It’s a pity, then, that when taken 
as a whole, this two-and-a-half hour film 
is such a stuffy downer. It’s jam-packed 
with flawlessly designed set-pieces and 
skullduggery, sure, but it’s also shrouded 
in grim portent, overlaid with a filigree of 
despair, and, for good measure, covered 
in a patina of dire consequence. In short, 
it’s a Batman for the new age of anxiety. 
Gotham D.A. Harvey Dent (Eckhart, straying 
far from Tommy Lee Jones’ wack-jobbery) 
is both the law-and-order embodiment of 
the caped crusader’s rough justice and a 
vessel for the Joker’s machinations, and 
his fate, which shall not be revealed here, 
is horrific indeed. And then, above it all, 
dramatically backlit and eternally conflicted, 
towers Bale’s Batman, an icon who, in the 
three years since Batman Begins, has had 
all the vitality sucked out of him. He growls 
more here than he did in Nolan’s first foray 
into the franchise (Batman Begins), and 
he’s buffer, too, if such a thing is possible, 
sporting cheekbones that look as though 
they were sculpted with a Dremel. There’s 
something intangible missing from this 
Dark Knight, though. For all its thrum and 
thunder, from Hans Zimmer and James 
Newton Howard’s wonderfully percus- 
sive score to the eerily beautiful shots of 
Batman, his cape fully unfurled, swooping 
among the vertiginous, skyscraping tow- 
ers of downtown Gotham City, Nolan’s film 
feels chilly and ill at ease. Apart from the 
perpetually fascinating Gyllenhaal, who 
plays Bruce Wayne’s once-upon-a-girlfriend 
Rachel Dawes, The Dark Knight lives up to 
its title in both tone and execution, a grim 
commentary on a grimmer reality. The only 
thing here that feels truly, utterly alive is 
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Ledger’s maniacal, muttery Joker. The last 
laugh is his and his alone. It’s enough to 
make you cry. - Marc Savlov

MAMMA MIA!

First let me soothe the jangled nerves 
of any purists in the house: Yes, Mamma 
Mia! stays faithful to its source material. 

By source material, I mean, of course, the 
hit theatrical show that strung together a 
bunch of ABBA chart-toppers and shoe- 
horned a pittance of plot in between a 
giggling spectacle of song and dance. 

Yup, the film adaptation of the Broadway 
adaptation of a catalog of Swedish disco 
hits retains all that is giggling and ups the 
ante with fodder for twitter, snicker, groan, 
and guffaw. This is astonishingly silly stuff, 
this musical about the soon-to-be-married 
bastard child Sophie (Seyfried), who invites 
to her Grecian isle wedding the three men 
she knows her mother, Donna (Streep), 
schtupped during the summer of Sophie’s 
conception. But it’s not like anybody’s try- 
ing to pass this off as anything other than 
silly - there’s a goddamn exclamation point 
in the title. Which isn’t to say that there 
isn’t much to quibble with here, like the 
apparent directive for someone - bride, 
bridesmaid, scullery maid, whatever - to 
dissolve into squeals at regular inter- 
vals, or director Lloyd’s apparent grudge 
matches with shot continuity and proper 
night lighting (it’s cool - she found last- 
ing love with slo-mo instead). There are 
indignities a-plenty heaped atop the cast 
(Welcome to Ham Town: Streep, in her blue 
romper, writhing in a lovesick throe atop 
“the old goat house,” and Firth, reduced 
in one of the final shots to just his bare, 
glistening torso cocked to the right of the 
frame). But to get back to that exclama- 
tion point: Once you accept everything it 
entails, there are fleeting pleasures to be

MEET DAVE 

D: Brian Robbins; with Eddie Murphy, Elizabeth

After his disastrous outing in 2002 with 
The Adventures of Pluto Nash, there was no 
direction for Murphy to head but up in terms 
of another space alien movie. Indeed, Meet 
Dave is a step up, but that’s only in rela- 
tion to Pluto Nash. The new film is mildly 
amusing family entertainment, but when 
discussing the career of one of our most 
seasoned comic actors, “mildly amusing” 
can only be regarded as a letdown. Murphy 
ekes out a few physical laughs in this high- 
concept comedy, but nothing about the 
situation or the other characters equals his 
contribution. This time out, Murphy reduces 
the number of characters he plays from 
the usual half-dozen or so to only two: the 
captain of a ship of lilliputian visitors from 
outer space, who come to Earth seeking 
water to save their home planet, and the 
spaceship itself, an inanimate object that 
has been built in the form of a human being 
and is operated by the tiny crew members 
perched within its bowels. (Heh, heh; I just 
said “bowels” - and I thought there weren’t 
any crass defecation jokes this movie 
neglected to include.) Dubbing himself 
“Dave,” the white-suit-clad spaceship (the 
aliens learned about Earth life from a tape 
of Fantasy Island) encounters a host of fish- 
out-of-water situations. Not understanding 
social cues, Dave makes constant faux pas 
and gets into trouble, although he is some- 
what sheltered by a single mom (Banks) 
and her lonely son (Myers), who regard him 
as a mere “goofball.” Dave (or the cap- 
tain putting words into his mouth) starts 
to have feelings for his earthling friends 
and dangerously postpones his departure, 
while back on the ship a mutiny is brewing 
because of the captain’s dereliction of duty. 
Apparently, Earth causes these visitors from 
the planet Nil to behave strangely, in all 
sorts of ways. However, behavioral consis- 
tency is not one of this movie’s characteris- 
tics (unless, of course, you count Murphy’s 
comic denigration of homosexuals through- 
out his career to be a sign of consistency, 
in which case you can view Meet Dave as 
hewing to the pattern). “For Nil,” the space 
invaders declare back on the ship when 
they need a boost. It might as well be the 
movie’s epitaph. - Marjorie Baumgarten

SAVAGE GRACE

You can almost smell the desperation in 
the twisted psychosexuality of Savage Grace, 
the film purportedly based on the true story 
of a mother-son relationship that went tragi- 
cally wrong. Equal parts socialite and socio- 
path, the one-time middle-class Barbara Daly 
(Moore) loves living the life of the idle rich. 
Unfortunately, she can’t seem to reconcile 
her need to maintain this lifestyle with the 
thing that makes it all possible, her crum- 
bling marriage to the handsome heir to the 
Bakelite plastics fortune, Brooks Baekeland 
(Dillane). More unfortunately, their only child, 
Tony (Redmayne), is caught in the middle 
of his parents’ marital tensions. Gradually, 
the co-dependent bond between mother and 
son develops into something Oedipal, most

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markedly after Brooks deserts his family 
and Barbara needs a surrogate husband to 
fill the void. To complicate things, Tony has 
gravitated toward same-sex relationships 
as he matures into adulthood, much to the 
cool chagrin of his jealous mother. The long- 
awaited return to filmmaking for Queer Wave 
director Kalin (Swoon), the disappointing 
Savage Grace is a movie that badly wants to 
shock you. The only thing that might raise an 
eyebrow here, however, is the shocking rate 
at which everyone lights up a cigarette every 
five minutes. (And was it really de rigueur 
for someone from the privileged class in the 
Fifties and Sixties to hold a cigarette at a 
languid 45-degree angle between puffs?) The 
screenplay by Howard A. Rodman is purpose- 
ly elliptical, depicting the disintegration of 
the relationships that form the film’s sordid 
familial triangle, at various jet-set locations 
over a period of two decades. Granted, imag- 
ining what has transpired offscreen between 
these junctures is intriguing, but Savage 
Grace supplies little emotional or psychologi- 
cal motivation to its characters beyond the 
textbook. Moore seems stumped in her per- 
formance as the manipulative but unstable 
Barbara; you get the impression she’s grap- 
pling to make some sense of a situation 
that seemingly defies rational explanation. 
Like other movie mommies who look to their 
sons for more than a hug (Jill Clayburgh in 
Luna, Isabelle Huppert in Ma Mere), her 
character borders on half-baked parody, 
although the film’s dispassionate distance 
deprives you of even the pleasure of making 
fun of it all. Redmayne struggles even more 
in the role of the older Tony; he’s as bewil- 
dered as you are by the whole thing. If you’re 
perversely aching for a movie with similar 
themes but one that succeeds in ways that 
few in the subgenre have, then rent some- 
thing that is truly shocking in this regard, the 
superb 1991 film based on Jim Thompson’s 
pulp fiction novel, The Grifters. One thing’s 
guaranteed: When Anjelica Huston’s conniv- 
ing Lilly comes on to her estranged son in 
that film’s pivotal scene, your views on moth- 
erhood will never be the same. - Steve Davis

Despite his ever more wiggy attempts to 
recapture the box-office sucker punch of The Sixth 
Sense, every Shyamalan film since 2000’s under- 
rated Unbreakable has smacked of increasingly 
formulaic filmmaking. Sadly, if unsurprisingly, The 
Happening continues the director’s downward spi- 
ral. The film’s apocalyptic, Mother Nature-in-revolt 
scenario feels like something Al Gore might’ve 
cooked up during a mescaline-fueled all-nighter 
spent reading Whitman’s Leaves of Grass. When 
an unexplained phenomenon strikes the Eastern 
seaboard, causing everyone to walk backward 
and then kill themselves in a variety of nasty 
ways, it’s up to high school science teacher Elliot 
Moore (Wahlberg) to posit the possibilities, if not 
stave off the inevitable.

Given the suc- 
cess of that film, del Toro’s budget is considerably 
larger this time, allowing him to indulge his genius 
for the freakish - Hellboy II is a visually breathtak- 
ing bestiary of everything that ever lurked under 
your childhood bed - while fleshing out the “big 
red one” and his pals at the Bureau for Paranormal 
Research and Defense. Co-scripted with wild 
abandon and plenty of heart by del Toro and the 
comic book’s creator, Mike Mignola, this second 
Hellboy film outing finds the stogie-chompin’, 
pussycat-lovin’, Tecate-swillin’ hell-spawn defending 
an unsympathetic-as-ever mankind.

(LaBeouf) to track down the crystalline cranium 
of the title. The smart, if somewhat overcrowded, 
script by David Koepp makes allowances for both 
Ford and his character’s advancing maturity while 
sacrificing none of the series’ innate innocence.

But then the 
Depression hits rather nearer to her home when 
her parents must open their home to an eccentric 
mix of boarders. Kit Kittredge isn’t terrible: There is 
a handful of supporting players who sparkle, and it 
seems rather churlish to complain about entertain- 
ment aimed at little girls, who almost never get big- 
budget movies made just for them. But considering 
director Rozema previously made the revisionist 
Mansfield Park, one rather hoped she might have 
been equally ingenious with the considerably less 
worthy material here.

As Kazakhstan’s Oscar entry for Best 
Foreign Language Film, it is essentially the origin 
story of the near-mythical warrior who founded the 
Mongol empire. Mongol focuses almost entirely on

he was a fighter. There are thudding, groaning, 
horse-mounted skirmishes galore (replete with 
lakes of arterial CGI gore), but by the time the 
film’s abrupt conclusion arrives, you realize you’ve 
been watching a love story.

McCarthy ( The Station Agent) is back with 
another humanist drama set among a mix of char- 
acters who might not ordinarily interact.

Jenkins, a busy character actor, is uncharacteristi- 
cally cast in the lead as Walter Vale, a gift that he 
capitalizes on fully. His performance and the film 
are studies in understatement, communicating 
often through the absence of words or actions. 

We may think we know where this is going: A 
hard-hearted economics prof reclaims his soul 
through his interaction with illegal immigrants 
(Sleiman, Gurira, and Abbass) who are full of life 
and artful enterprise. Well, yes and no. Change 
occurs, but not necessarily in the ways you might 
expect.

It’s the story of the last 
functioning robot, who leads a lonely existence 
cleaning up an ecologically devastated Earth, 
some 700 years after the last human being 
abandoned the dying planet. When, without 
warning, a vessel lands in his back yard and 
deposits EVE (Knight), a female robot who has 
been sent to discover if any life has blossomed 
on the home world, WALL-E (Burtt) is immediately 
smitten. While the film eventually takes both the 
’droids off-world, the story remains focused on 
their blossoming romance. This is Pixar’s finest 
and most emotionally powerful film yet, by turns 
sad, hilarious, exciting, and, ultimately, hopeful.

Already Famous. Fresh off the heels of an amusing, albeit petty 
Internet war with O.G. Ice T, Atlanta’s Soulja Boy cranks it for the 
upcoming iSouljaBoy. Tell ’em. - Chase Hoffberger 


The history of Athens, Ga.’s Harvey Milk drops the supply-and- 
demand theory on its elbow and breaks it in four places. The 
quartet put out numerous 7-inches and three LPs of heavy, gunky 
rock during the mid-1990s, never really gained a fan base outside 
of Georgia, and disbanded in 1998. Then they quietly reunited 
and put out 2006’s crushing Special Wishes, those hard-to-find 
1990s albums were fervently reissued by metal stable Relapse 
Records, and now Harvey Milk is touring Europe opening for 
Oxbow. Drummer Kyle Spence doesn’t really get it either. 

“None of us ever thought there would be much interest in 
the band at all, and for it to happen almost 10 years after we 
stopped playing is surreal,” he says. “We didn’t tour a hell of a 
lot but almost every single record we put out during the Nineties 
was a direct result of meeting people at shows. MySpace is 
great and all, but it’s completely different than meeting someone 
in person, and I bet a lot of bands these days may not have 
those opportunities.” 


These days, Harvey Milk 2.0 features Spence, singer/guitarist 
Creston Spiers, guitarist Stephen Tanner, and newest member Joe 
Preston, formerly of the Melvins, on bass/guitar. “Stephen asked 
him if he’d be up for playing with us, and he said, ‘Sure.’ 

“I don’t think he knew what he was getting into.” 

Their blistering, Quaalude-speed return to form, Life ... the 
Best Game in Town (Hydra Head), was recorded in Athens, 
where Spence and Spiers still live. It’s classic Milk: primal, 
gooey, thudding, but not expired. With this renewed interest in 
the group, maybe they’ll even get a little extra press when the 
Harvey Milk biopic, featuring Sean Penn as the openly gay San 
Francisco politician who was assassinated in 1978, hits screens 
later this year? 

“How can it be bad?” Spence posits. “The guy’s been in Fast 
Times at Ridgemont High, Bad Boys, At Close Range, The Falcon 
and the Snowman, 21 Grams. I think we’ve all forgotten about 
Shanghai Surprise." - Audra Schroeder

BUT I WAS WEARING MY SEAT BELT! 

I was wearing my seat belt when I was pulled over 
for a traffic stop. During the stop I took my seat belt 
off, and the officer wrote me a ticket for not wearing my 
seat belt. I want to challenge this in court. Can I win? 

Maybe, but success in challenging the ticket will 
depend on a number of factors. Most importantly, 
you should consider what, if any, evidence you can 
show at trial that will support your position that 
you were wearing the seat belt. 

If the main evidence is your own testimony, 
you’ll find yourself in a classic “he said/she said” 
problem, which refers to a situation in which the 
evidence that will resolve the dispute is conflict- 
ing oral testimony. You will take the position that 
you wore the seat belt at all times while operating 
the vehicle and only removed it to more easily 
comply with the officer’s requests for information. 
Alternatively, you can expect the police officer 
to testify that he or she witnessed you operating 
the vehicle without proper use of the safety belt. 
Assuming no other evidence is presented, as a gen- 
eral rule, judges and juries are much more likely to 
side with the police officer in these types of minor 
traffic infractions. 

Any additional evidence to support your posi- 
tion will help your case. For example, additional 
testimony from another car passenger that you 
were wearing your seatbelt might be persuasive. 
Your chances to win at trial will also increase if the 
police officer fails to appear in court and provide 
testimony, which sometimes happens. 

Remember that if you do decide to challenge 
the citation, you must plead “not guilty” by the 
appearance date located on the bottom of your 
citation. You can notify the court whether you want 
a trial by judge or jury when you submit your not 
guilty plea. After the court receives your plea of not 
guilty, the case will be scheduled for an appearance 
docket within 30 days, which will give you a chance 
to discuss the case with a city prosecutor. You can 
also waive the appearance docket and be scheduled 
directly for trial.

Greenhouse Affect 

SHEDDING THE IMAGE OF SHEDS

When is a shed more than a 
shed? When guests would rather 
eat there than in the dining room? 
When gardening journalists come 
to study it as an architectural won- 
der? Or does that just make it a 
really great shed? 

Take the angular marvel in the 
Tarrytown garden of Loretta and 
Terrill Fischer. Like so many home- 
made backyard projects, it began 
with an idea and a sketch. Loretta 
and her brother, technical writer 
Harrison Bates, were sitting around 
discussing her garden problem. 
She had about 50 tropical plants 
in her back yard, and nowhere 
to put them when the weather 
turned bad. Fischer explained, “I 
said to Harrison, ‘Can you build 
me something to put my plants 
in?”’ On a ripped pink Post-it 
note, he quickly sketched a simple 
traditional shed, and went home 
to tweak the design a little bit. 
Well, more than a little. “The next 
day, he turned up with a sophis- 
ticated computer drawing which 
looks almost exactly like what was 
finally built,” said Fischer. 

What he proposed was a free- 
standing building that melded ele- 
ments of shed, greenhouse, and 
futuristic pod: a complicated, 
almost Cubist zigzag structure with 


angled ceilings, made out of hand- 
cut polycarbonate sheets and a 
metal framework. Somehow, it had 
gone from plant storage to a place 
to entertain, with seating for four, 
and a library/reading room, all in 
about 200 square feet. The whole 
thing stands on short pillars over a 
pentagonal pool. While it may be 
in her yard, Fischer gives credit for 
its design and eventual construc- 
tion to her brother. “He did it all 
by himself, which is pretty amazing 
when you think of all the angles. 
Polycarbonate is very unforgiving if 
you make a wrong cut,” she said. 

After nine months of work, 
the shed was completed for 
Thanksgiving 2001 - just in time 
for Fischer to bring her plants 
in. But the design and construc- 
tion had been complicated by one 
piece of vegetation that Fischer 
couldn’t and wouldn’t move: a 
mature Bur Oak in the middle of 
the yard. Apart from providing all- 
important shade for the blistering 
Texas summer, Fischer had another 
reason for getting Harrison to build 
around it: common courtesy. “My 
neighbor grew it from an acorn,” 
she said. So the shed developed its 
distinctive hinged design. 

Now Fischer had a pleasant 
place to bask in the summer, keep 


her plants in the winter, and dip 
her toes into the pool beneath it all 
year round. What she got on top 
of that was celebrity status in the 
growing shed community. In 2004, 
the Home & Garden Television 
channel (now HGTV) was looking 
for unusual home improvements 
for the show Look What I Did!, 
and the Fischers contacted the 
producers after seeing an advertise- 
ment for volunteers to show off 
their handiwork. Even though the 
project was originally intended as 
a greenhouse, the TV show called 
Fischer and Bates’ creation the 
Texas Shed. “That got me calling 
it a shed,” said Fischer. “People 
would say that’s not a shed, but I’d 
say it’s just a fancy shed. ” 

HGTV has broadcast the epi- 
sode multiple times, but that was 
just its first brush with fame. It’s 
been featured on KLRU’s Central 


Texas Gardener, and been photo- 
graphed for the Los Angeles Times 
and the San Francisco Chronicle. “I 
laugh, because it’s taken on a life 
of its own,” Fischer said. “When 
people come over, I always say, 
‘Don’t photograph me, photo- 
graph the shed.’” 

Now it has become the star 
turn in Debra Prinzing’s new 
book, Stylish Sheds and Elegant 
Hideaways. The California-based 
gardening writer has a network 
of shed-spotters that will tell her 
about an interesting new archi- 
tectural addition to a yard, but 
she’s not above some old-fash- 
ioned hut-hunting footwork. “I 
have looked over fences and left 
notes in mailboxes saying, ‘Please 
contact me, I’m really interested in 
your shed.’” This bold approach 
regularly bears fruit for Prinzing. 
“Gardeners are really interested in 


sharing,” she said, and now she’s 
famous for being the shed writer; 
shed owners come to her. “People 
have come up to me and said, ‘I 
have this potting shed I’d love you 
to see, or a gazebo I’m converting 
into a breakfast nook.’” 

Prinzing explained that she is 
fascinated with “potting sheds 
or storage sheds that have been 
tricked out and become the archi- 
tectural focal point of the garden. ” 
In part, she hopes to give people 
new ideas about what the word 
means. “People hear shed and 
they think, ‘That’s where you’re 
stashing the lawn mower,”’ she 
said. “Some use it as art, some 
as a home office. They have nice, 
human proportions so you can use 
them for that one missing piece of 
your house.” 

Whether it’s a simple shack or 
an elaborate freestanding palace,

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Prinzing finds that sheds can say a lot 
about their owners - “In England, it’s a guy 
thing,” she explained, “and there’s a book 
called Men and Sheds. But I think the U.S. 
has equal opportunities for shed owner- 
ship.” - but mostly it’s a use problem. “Can 
he keep his lawn mower in there, or can I 
put the wicker chair in there and drink iced 
tea?” Prinzing said. “Two sheds are a very 
good solution to saving a marriage.” 

The biggest tension, especially around 
an elaborate or striking shed, is balancing 
showing it off to guests and keeping it pri- 
vate. “Sometimes these places become the 
most requested place for a cocktail party, or 
the first course of a dinner,” she said. “It’s 
like a swimming pool: sometimes it’s not to 
be shared.” 

When a shed reaches superstar status like 
Fischer’s, it develops a whole new series of 
problems. “When Home & Garden came, 
I had to rent a storage room just to keep 
all the stuff that I had stored in there,” she 
explained. But it’s still worth the effort. “In 
2001 we finished it. Now here it is, 2008, 
and it’s still something I look at every day 



and admire. I haven’t gotten tired of it,” 
said Fischer. “Except that it’s another part 
of my house that I have to keep clean.” 


STYLISH SHEDS AND ELEGANT HIDEAWAYS: 

BIG IDEAS FOR SMALL BACKYARD DESTINATIONS

Like the difference between a shed and shack, 
the line between coffeetable book and philosophi- 
cal tome can be a narrow one. For noted gardening 
author Debra Prinzing, shed is a state of mind. In 
her luxuriously illustrated homage and how-to guide 
to backyard structures large, small, and astonishing 
around the nation, she examines what makes a 
shed. She takes her inspiration from Virginia Woolf, 
demanding a room of one’s own, and the archetypal 
working man with the little shack on some scrub- 
land. It’s a space that fits a need in the soul that 
the house just can’t fulfill. After all, when the 
French queen Marie Antoinette had her architects 
build a model village, L’Hameau - she commis- 
sioned it so she could escape the demands of 
courtly life - it was arguably the world’s most elabo- 
rate shed. Like Antoinette’s indulgence, some of the 
structures in Prinzing’s book are undeniably extrava- 
gant, stretching the definition of shed into realms 
that will have gazebo-boosters and oubliette enthu- 
siasts tut-tutting. As full of great ideas, practical 
design suggestions, and construction tips as it is, Austinites might want to be careful of violating the 
McMansion ordinance with some of the book’s larger examples. 

Big or small, what these sheds maintain is a sense of their creators. Prinzing found shed owners 
who didn’t just buy an off-the-shelf plastic lean-to and plonk it down in their yard. They were visionar- 
ies and dreamers, sketching fantastical structures on the backs of napkins, who learned how to lay 
concrete and recycle used wood. 

Sure, it’s obsessive, and in years past, these sancta sanctorum would have been written off as fol- 
lies. But what they are really about is the story: Whether it’s the Gothic splendor of Edgar Lee’s min- 
iature chapel/oversized cocktail bar in the backwoods near Seattle, or the 8-by-8 freestanding office 
in Santa Cruz, Calif., from where Martha Mendoza won her Pulitzer, these all have some meaning to 
the people who built them. - R.W.

Next Stop: Terraces on North, 

and points beyond. 

Now that the population cen- 
ter of Travis County sits squarely 
at Anderson Lane, across from 
Northcross Mall, the term "Midtown" 
or "Uptown" isn't wholly out of the 
question. With major revitalization 



happening on Burnet Road, the city 
center seems to be packing its bags, 
riding the rails, and heading north. 

Austinites are increasingly follow- 
ing a new urban trend in combining 
live, work, and play spaces, such 
as at Terraces on North and other 
developments cropping up along this 
north-south corridor. 

The nature of the Burnet Road

The turnaround is starting to reach 
critical mass, and is redefining the 
face of North Central Austin.

Incorporated into the unique 
design is a large terrace for each 
owner, ranging from 219 to more 


than 600 square feet. This design 
feature is very much in keeping 
with the front-porch culture found 
throughout this bungalow neighbor- 
hood, and further reinforces that the 
average Austinite embraces nature 
and desires an outdoor living space 
for cooking, dining, and entertaining. 

Clean and straightforward lines 
define the interiors, with wood 
floors, stainless appliances, high 
ceilings, lots of windows, and an 
industrial, loft-like feel that reflects 
current, almost gallery-like, trends 
in modern architecture. With resi- 
dential pricing starting at $315,500 
and office space beginning at 
$145,000, future residents will 
surely be whistling all the way to 
work ... downstairs.

East Austin Condo Market 
Blossoms With New Developments 

The promise of attractive East 
Austin real estate is coming to frui- 
tion, thanks to a recent surge in 
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new residential construction. The 
area that many buyers once avoided 
is now arguably at the forefront 
of real estate development, as 
prices have continued to rise around 
Central Austin. 

Austin's experience mirrors a 
nationwide trend of renewing city 
centers for residential use, which has 
been further accelerated by rising 
gasoline prices. Buyers are increas- 
ingly looking for close proximity 
to where they live, work, and play. 
Projects near light rail are enjoying 
special interest, and East Austin has 
Austin's light rail map all over it. 

A diverse mix of young profes- 
sionals, students, and families have 
begun moving to the East Central 
area, changing the face of this 
neighborhood that is popular for 
its close proximity to Downtown, 
the airport, lakes, Barton Springs, 
Zilker Park, SoCo, and the Sixth 
Street Entertainment District. 

Unlike many condo projects 
Downtown, which cater largely to 
upscale clientele, many units being 
built on the Eastside are quite 
affordable for those with moderate 
incomes, says Greg Cooper, vice 
president of Sales for Goldwasser 
Real Estate, Keller Williams Realty. 

"Condo prices in East Austin are 
really very reasonable," Cooper 
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says, pointing to East End Flats, 
located on East 12th Street, where 
prices start at $140,000. Views 
of Downtown, the Capitol, and 
the UT Tower are available in the 
$175,000 range. 

The mixed-use community offers 
three commercial units on the first 
floor, plus three levels of one-bed- 
room condos with a sleek, modern 
design. The building includes a wide 
array of upscale amenities such as 
granite counters, balconies, stained 
concrete and maple wood floors, 
recessed lighting, walk-in closets, 
washer/dryer hookups, and double- 
insulated walls. 

Sales have been brisk at 
Waterstreet Lofts, where only eight 
units remain for sale. Priced from 
the low $200, 000s, the complex of 
upscale condos is just blocks from 
Downtown, Festival Beach, and 
Fiesta Gardens, where longtime 
Austinites remember watching Aqua 


Fest activities along what was then 
Town Lake. Today, the location at 
Cesar Chavez and Comal Streets 
offers easy access to the hike-and- 
bike trails and parks along Lady 
Bird Lake. 

In addition, residents at 
Waterstreet Lofts enjoy ameni- 
ties such as gated parking, stained 
concrete and bamboo floors, 10- to 
22-foot ceilings, stainless steel 
appliances, and downtown views 
from some units. 

Many residents are also drawn to 
the area for its cultural diversity, 
Cooper says. Also, unlike downtown 
high-rises, most condo develop- 
ments in East Austin are smaller 
complexes with just a few levels 
and a couple dozen units, fostering 
a sense of community. Complexes 
such as Waterstreet Lofts feature 
a private community courtyard for 
residents to use. 

With all the development, 
prices are likely to rise as the area 
becomes more attractive. "I encour- 
age my clients to buy now, while 
the area is still affordable," Cooper 
says. "I believe we're witnessing just 
the beginning of this renaissance in 
East Austin."
